With this issue, the NNMC 
NEWS enters its tenth year of pub- 
lication. 

Launched on Jan. 6, 1945, the 
NEWS began as an eight-page 
weekly, appearing on 8” x 10% ” 
stock. Continuing for over two 
years, the paper went out of exis- 
tence on March 3, 1947 and was 
not revived until Nov. 27 of the 
same year. It reappeared then as 
a bi-monthly eight pager on 5 3 7 x 
9” paper. 

November 1948 marked the be- 
ginning of the NEWS as we see it 
today, when it converted to its 
present size of 12” x 17”. In 1949 
the usual three-page plus a pic- 
torial gave way to six pages, which 
continues today except for occas- 
ional eight-page special issues. 

In the launching issue in 1945 
there was stated this policy: “. 
a fair and impartial reporting of 
the news and events that person- 
alize and breathe lLe into clog tags, 
making Joe Doaks real, and not a 
mere number ... the American 
way of life . . . the proud record-

Upon waking 
up to find himself in bed. minus 
his tonsils, his only comment was 
an enthusiastic, “pretty sharp 
trick.” 

Our original intention,” Dr. 
Moriow said, “was to eliminate 
the fear that children usually have 
during induction to anesthesia.” He 
went on to say that they had been 
using gas filled balloons, but that 
this had been an unsatisfactory 
method in that there was always a 
slightly unpleasant smell and taste 
involved.

The Greek Serviceman 

by James Allan 


While standing a special watch 
on the two Greek sailors, patients 
on Ward CD, through the aid of 
an interpreter, I was able to find 
out a few interesting facts about 

the Greek Navy. 

One year prior to a man’s en- 
trance in the service he is required 
by Greek law to take both physi- 
cal and mental examinations for 
all branches of the service. The 
results of these tests determine 
into which branch of service a man 
will be placed. 

Men are drafted into the service 
for a period of twenty-seven 
months. A draftee receives no 
pay for himself or for his family. 
Service men must rely on their

families at home for support. 

The Greek sailors’ training, sim- 
ilar to our boot camp, lasts for a 
period of five months. They are 
issued two sets of blues and whites, 
socks, shoes, and underclothing. 
This clothing must last them until 
their discharge from the service. 

Advancement is almost an im- 
possibility; most everyone remains 
a seaman during their twenty 
seven months. 

With one exception the amount 
of leave they arc entitled to is 
the same as ours. The one excep- 
tion being they can only have leave 
at certain prescribed times, Easter, 
Christmas and the summer months.

Underground Hosp . 
In Koi ea Described 
By Marine Sgt.

Steven E. Drummond, Sgt., 
USMC, one of the first Americans 
to be released from Communist 
Prison Camp Number 9 is now 
able to tell of an elaborate under- 
ground hospital built “inside a 
huge hiir somewhere in North 
Korea. 

Sergeant Drummond, 22, of 
Clarksburg, West Virginia, a pa- 
tient at NNMC, was captured after 
being wounded in the right leg by 
an exploding hand grenade on 
March 26, 1953, while serving with 
the First Marine Division in the 
battle for outpost Vegas. 

He related that during his five 
months stay behind North Korean 
lines he underwent three opera- 
tions to remove steel fragments 
from his leg. 

The incredible six-story under- 
ground structure was one of five 
Communist hospitals in which 
Drummond was treated. 

“The top story was a recreation 
room with movies, radio and game 
space,” he said. “The other floors 


were wards and operating rooms. 
There were about 100 men on each 
ward floor. It had a ventilating 
system, electric lights and was 
very clean.”

FAPT Robert Hoyt, 
First NH 00, Dies 

Funeral services were held Dec. 
22 for CAPT Robert E. Hoyt, first 
commanding officer of the Naval 
Hospital here. He died Dec. 19 
after a heart attack. He was 74 

Burial was in Arlington National 
Cemetery. 

CAPT Hoyt served as command- 
ing officer here for six months 
when it was opened in 1942. For 
the succeeding four years he com- 
manded the Naval Hospital at An- 
napolis and retired in 1947 after 
serving as the senior medical offi- 
cer on the Navy Retirement Board. 

Captain Hoyt was born in Ports- 
mouth, N.H. He was commis- 
sioned as assistant surgeon in the 
Medieal Corps in 1902 

CAPT Hoyt served in D.C. with 
the Veterans Bureau in 1921 and 
then saw two tours of duty in the 
Far East in China and the Philip- 
pines. He was Commanding Officer 
of hospitals in Portsmouth, Hon- 
olulu and New York before be- 
coming Commanding Officer of the 
Naval Dispensary at the Navy De- 
partment in 1939. 

A member of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons, the doctor was 
awarded the Nicaraguan Campaign 
Medal for service with the Ma- 
rines in 1912 and the Mexican Ser- 
vice Medal in 1914.

Sites Visited by 
Two NH Doctors

As James Joseph Clancy, ET2 of 
NMRI lounged in a Los Angeles 
spa, the proprietor slipped him a 
telephone number.

Last month saw the return of 
two NNMC Medical Officers from 
abroad; CDR John B. MacGregor, 
Assistant Chief of Medicine, re- 
turned from his round the world 
trip with Vice President Nixon and 
LT Vincent J. Fontana, Chief of 
the Allergy Department, who ac- 
companied SecNav Robert B. An- 
derson on tour of Far Eastern In- 
stallations.

The first stop made in the Sec- 
retary of the Navy’s Pacific and 
Far East trip was Barbers Point, 
Hawaii. From this location was 
covered all the area of the Ha- 
waiian Islands. 


At Pearl Harbor Mr. Anderson 
inspected many of the fortifications 
held there by the Navy, including 
the Naval and Submarine Bases. 

A visit was made to the sunken 
USS Arizona, which sits, half sub- 
merged, in the harbor where it 
was bombed at the beginning of 
World War II. It was here that 
the Secretary laid a wreath to the 
900 men to whom the ship remains 
as a monument. 

On Thanksgiving morning Mr. 
Anderson visited the men at Trip- 
ler Army Hospital. 

“In Hawaii,” said the LT, “we 
visited the volcano, Mauna Kilauea, 
which was active recently.” 

“Guam,” said Dr. Fontana, “has 
had a great amount of rebuilding. 
The only definite indication of 
combat on the island is the lack 
of vegetation.” 

In Manila Bay one of the great- 
est sea battles of the second World 
War was fought. There is still to 
be seen the tops of numerous ships 
which were sunk during that en- 
counter. The ancient wall that en- 
circled the old city had been al- 
most entirely destroyed, and, as 
yet, not rebuilt. 

While in the Philippines the 
party made an official visit to the 
palace of President Quirino. Dr. 
Fontana was most highly impress- 
ed by the fabulous chandeliers. 

“Probably one of the most im- 
pressive receptions was given us 
on arriving at the airport at For- 
mosa,” said the Lieutenant. “Na- 
tionalist Chinese lined the streets, 
waving American and Chinese 
flags.” 

Later in the day the Secretary of 
the Navy reviewed the Nationalist 
troops who were paraded in his 
honor. “They looked good,” com- 
mented Dr. Fontana, “with much 
of their equipment having been 
supplied by us.” 

The medical facilities there were 
not found to be adequate. “With 
the materiel and facilities on hand 
(continued on page 4)

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Albert Harrison Jones, civilian 
guard, has recently published a 
book Of poems entitled “Poems Of 
Everyday Life,” released by the 
Pageant press. 

Jones, in his book of poetry, ex- 
pressed many feelings that people 
have, but that few are able to 
transmit. He treats of a variety of 
subjects: friendship, love, nature, 
faith in God, and the nuances of 
human relationships. 

He hails from the Black Hills of 
South Dakota, but has called 
Washington his home since 1941 
when he came here to live with 
his daughter.

This realization of just what 
makes the average man tick, has 
been set down on the pages of 
“Poems Of Everyday Life.” The 
collection will undoubtedly bring 
enjoyment to his many readers. 
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In the course of coping with everyday trials and tribulations, mem- 
bers of the military service quite frequently reach the stage of “not 
being able to see the forest for the trees.” As a result, the past accom- 
plishments of the several military services have been either lost to sight 
or completely forgotten. These accomplishments add up to records in 
which each , er\ice may take justifiable pride. The recounting of such 
established records is interwoven with the history of our country and, 
as such, becomes an aggregate story of individual heroism, valor and 
determination under all manner of circumstances. 

This nation periodically blows hot and cold on the subject of the 
military. When public acclaim is at low ebb, it is time for active mem- 
bers to take stock and reaffirm their belief in, and dedication to the 
service of iheir country.

Dr. C. A. Hufnagel , 
Noted Heart Surgeon, 
Lectures at NNMC 

On Thursday, Jan. 7, at 2015, Dr. 
Charles A. Hufnagel presented a 
lecture on cardiovascular surgery 
and related pre and post operative 
nursing problems to the Navy 
Nurses of NNMC. 

Dr. Hufnagel is the Associate 
professor of Experimental Re- 
search of Georgetown University 
Medical Center, Washington, D. C. 

The talk was the second in a 
series of guest lectures which are 
being presented to the Navy 
Nurses of the Naval Hospital. The 
first segment of the lecture was 
devoted to slides which vividly il- 
lustrated the various types of heart 
lesions upon which surgery could 
be attempted. The concluding por- 
tion of his talk included both pre 
and post operative observations. 

The emphasis of this portion of 
his discussion was on the means of 
preventing complications. A very 
informative and interesting talk, it 
was particularly valuable to the 
nursing group. 

Dr. Hufnagel is already very 
well known for the development 
of a number of the techniques now 
popularly used in the field of heart 
surgery. 

After the meeting was con- 
cluded, refreshments were served 
in the Officers’ Mess.

Sergeant, Corporal 
Receive Awards for 
Korean War Action 

The nation’s ninth highest award 
was presented here recently to 
Sgt. Don G. Smith, USMC, and to 
Cpl. Robert H. Easterling, USMC, 
both patients in the Naval Hos- 
pital. Presenting the Bronze Star 
with Combat “V” was the Com- 
manding Officer, RADM L. O. 
Stone. 

Smith’s citation reads, in part: 
. . in Korea on 23 February 
1953 . . . while a member of a 
reinforced platoon located far for- 
ward of the main line of resistance 
in support of another unit’s activi- 
ties, his squad was subjected to 
a murderous hail of enemy small 
arms fire immediately after he had 
placed his men in position. When 
the enemy launched a savage as- 
sault on the position he fearlessly 
controlled the fire of ms men and 
directed such a large volume of 
leadly accurate fire that the hos- 
tile troops were forced to reinforce 
their unit. Through his unhesi- 
tating actions, he afforded his pla- 
toon commander the time needed 
to regroup the unit and completely 
repulse the vicious assault. Al- 
though painfully wounded, he 
steadfastly refused medical atten- 
tion until all of his comrades had 
been treated . . 

While Easterling’s citation reads, 
in part: . . in Korea on 24-25 

July 1953 . . . when the company’s 
sector of the main line of resis- 
tance was subjected to murderous 
enemy mortar and artillery fire 
which was followed closely by an 
attack of a numerically superior 
hostile force, he dauntlessly moved 
from one man to another directing 
their fire and shouting words of 
encouragement. Expressing com- 
plete disregard for his personal 
safety, he continued to expose him- 
self to the enemy fire throughout 
the intense action. When the for- 
ward portion of his position was 
overrun by enemy troops, he fear- 
lessly led his men in repeated 
counterattacks in an attempt to 
restore his line. During the en- 
suing hand to hand combat, he 
was seriously wounded and des- 
pite his protests was evacuated t'' 
the aid station . .

Radiation Treatment 

New Orleans (AFPS) Dr. Diet- 
rich E. Beischer of the School of 
Naval Aviation, Pensacola, Fla., re- 
ported a special kind of hydrogen 
may be used to combat cancer, at 
a recent regional meeting here of 
the American Chemistry Society.

emergency bandages by tearing off 
part of his clothing, and gallantly 
continued to administer medical 
aid to the wounded in his own unit 
and to those in adjacent platoon 
areas as well. Observing a seriously 
wounded comrade whose armored 
vest had been torn from his body 
by the blast from an exploding 
shell, he selflessly removed his own 
vest and placed it upon the helpless 
man although fully aware of the 
added jeopardy to himself. Moving 
to the side of another casualty who 
was suffering excruciating pain 
from a serious leg wound, Charette 
stood upright in the trench line 
and exposed himself to a deadly 
hail of enemy fire in order to lend 
more effective aid to the victim 
and to alleviate his anguish while 
being removed to a position of 
safety. By his indomitable courage 
and inspiring efforts in behalf of 
his wounded comrades, Charette 
was directly responsible for sav- 
ing many lives. His great personal 
valor reflects the highest credit 
upon himself and enhances the 
finest traditions of the United

“Serving as a rifleman, Private 
First Class Jansen displayed out- 
standing courage, in dative and de- 
votion to duty.

Farmingdale, N.Y. (AFPS) The 
Fairchild Engine and Airplane 
Corp. has predicted it will com- 
plete the revolutionary X-l “Mini- 
sub” sometime this year. The keel 
will be laid here within two 
months. 

The small sub will be capable 
harbors and launching or steering 
of planting atomic mines in enemy 
guided missiles. 

One man will be able to operate 
the tiny sub without aid, Fairchild 
officials said, while several addi- 
tional members of the crew carry 
out special tasks. 

Most of the details of the new 
sub are classified hut George F. 
Chapline, vice president of Fair- 
child, said the undersea craft 
would be about 50 feet long, “as 
sleek as a jet airplane” and driven 
under the surface by a “unique 
power plant.” 

Several nations, including Brit- 
ain; Germany, Italy and Japan, 
have experimented with midget 
submarines and during WWII the 
U.S. Office of Strategic Services 
ordered several for landing sabo- 
teurs in Nazi-occupied Europe. But 
the Minisub is the first of its type 
to be constructed for the Navy. 

The Navy previously disclosed 
that it wanted a 25-ton midget 
submarine — not much heavier than 
a fighter plane — which could be 
transported overland by huge heli- 
copter “flying cranes.” 


Navy to Release 51.600 Men by 9 55: 
AE to be Expanded to 115 Wings 


Washington (AFPS) — The Army will be reduced to 17 combat divi- 
sions, the Navy will lose a few warships and aircraft, and the Air Force 
will be increased by five wings by June 30, 1955, a Defense Department 
official told a Pentagon budget seminar. 

The Army has 20 combat divi-

sions now and by June 30 of this 
year will lose one with two more 
being eliminated by mid-1955. The 
number of regimental combat 
teams — 18 — will remain the same. 

The Navy now has 1,124 ships, 
427 of which arc warships. Under 
the new budget, the figure will be 
cut to 1,078 ships, 402 of which will 
be warships. The Navy’s 13,130 
aircraft will he cut to 12,940 by 
1955. 

The Defense Department spokes- 
man made it official that the Air 
Force is striving toward 137 wings 
by the end of fiscal year 1957. It 
was the first fiat statement to this 
effect by a Defense Department of- 
ficial. By the end of June this year 
the AF will have 115 wings. By 


i 


June 30, 1955, it will have 120. 

The AF will see its number of 
active aircraft increased from 
21,000 in June 1954 to 22,900 my 
mid-1955. 

The spokesman also disclosed the 
defense force will be cut by 290,100 
personnel by mid-1955. Current 
figures place defense strength 
3,328,000. 1 he cut will put total 

strength at 3,037,900. 

Here is how the Services will ab- 
sorb the changes: 

Army— minus 243,500— from 1,- 
407,500 to 1,164,000. 

Navy— minus 51,600 — from 740 
500 to 688,900. 

Air Force— up 15,000— from 955 - 
000 to 970,000. 

Marine Corps — minus 10,000 

from 225,000 to 215,000. 


aortic arch of a 24-year-old male 
patient suffering from a traumatic 
aneurism. The damaged section 
was replaced by a graft of human 
aorta, preserved by the “freeze- 
dry” method, from the Tissue Bank 
of the Naval Medical School here. 

Although surgeons have previ- 
ously removed and grafted sections 
of arteries, it is believed that this 
is the first successful operation on 
an aneurism (a condition in which 
the walls of blood vessels become 
weakened by disease or injury and 
balloon out to form a sac) of this 
type so near the heart. 

The patient, injured in an auto- 
mobile accident, was found to have 
a partially ruptured aorta. This 
partial rupture involved a six-inch 
section of the great artery leading 
from the heart, which was bal- 
looned out forming a sac about the 
size of a large grapefruit. 

Current available surgical pro- 
cedures were inadequate to cope 
with the patient’s condition. Estab- 
lished techniques did not provide a 
safe means for the continual and 
extremely vital flow of blood to the 
body. The blood supply is so crit- 
ical that interruption for longer 
than a few minutes is apt to result 
in damage to the brain and death 
The Department of Thoracic Sur- 
gery at the Albany Hospital and 
Medical College together with the 
Naval Medical Research Institute 
set out to solve the problem. 

To keep the blood flowing, the 
surgeons utilized a plastic artificial 
aorta, tailor-made for the patient’s 
condition. In this successful opera- 
tion the vital flow of blood was 
continued without interruption by 
use of the artificial aorta while the 
aneurism was removed. The dam- 
aged aorta was replaced by a graft 
of human aorta, preserved by the 
“freeze-dry” method. 

After the graft was sewn into 
place, the plastic artificial aorta 
was removed and the patient’s 
chest closed. He has now been dis- 
charged from the hospital follow- 
ing an uneventful recovery. 

To develop the "blood shunt” 
technique, the surgeons began ex- 
periments several months ago on 
dogs.

Recently, magazine articles have appeared reporting the status of 
education and training in secondary schools throughout the country. 

The articles serve to emphasize the fact that progress and reform, 
although at times required, cannot be permitted to literally swing com- 
pletely over to the other side of the pendulum. If the swing away from 
a given category is drastic, the resulting problems are as bad as the prob- 
lems which were initially in need of correction. 

The “progressive” trend in education, which started some 20 years 
or so ago, has reached a point which has caused one of its first proponents 
to remark that secondary schooling has devolved into a colossal “play 
pen”. The progressive theory advocated, in part, that students not be 
forced or required to take courses which did not appeal to them or which 
they did not feel were necessary for their immediate objectives. This 
approach has served to delay the time when such students realize the 
necessity for discipline and individual responsibility. There is no point 
to the idea that junior is “too young”. More and more “young” people 
are reaching turning points in their lives without any concept of what 
is required to meet every day living. People of all ages must accept 
discipline and responsibility. The foundation of our national existence 
is dependent upon it. 

Let us not confuse “progress” with educational action which threatens 
the elimination of instruction in basic concepts for living.

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Defense Department Conducts Studies 
On Military Pay Raise Legislation 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson announced recently that his 
Department is presently considering a new military pay raise legislation 
for presentation to Congress. He confirmed early reports of the pay 
raise study in an interview with San Diego Representative Bob Wilson. 

The Congressman reported that „ 

Secretary Wilson told him restora- h QV( I I St \\ \ V V 

vanishing military “fringe ^ V 

benefits" had first priority on the 
Defense Department’s lists of leg- 
islative “musts” and will be fol- 
lowed closely by a bill to boost 
service pay. 

Secretary Wilson did not, how- 
ever. explain to Congressman Wil- 
son what form the pay legislation 
mi$ht take. 

Congressman Wilson * reported 
that the Defense Secretary placed 
special emphasis on higher pay 
scale for specially trained person- 
nel. which has “become so vital in 
an era of new and complicated 
electronic weapons such as guided 
missiles and homing torpedoes.” 

Many of the specialists in the 
Armed Forces today are enlisted 
persomel, the Defense Secretary 
pointed out. 

Secretary Wilson also pointed 
out that both officers and enlisted 
trained m electronics and other 
specialized fields are leaving the 
Armed Forces for higher paying 
positions in private industry. 

The Defense Secretary also told 
the San Diego Congressman that 
President Eisenhower has instruct- 
ed the Defense Department to 
straighten out the confused de- 
pendents medical care program in 
the Armed Forces. This project has 
r 'P priority in the Department’s 
Planning.

Microscopic sizea mites and some 3,000 mice may soon be instru- 
mental in redesigning the individual Marine’s utility uniform.

Impetus for the idea of a new type 
field garment and immunization shot was supplied when 57 Marines at 
Camp Fuji, Japan, became infected with scrub typhus last November 
while on maneuvers.

Here is where the 3,000 mice 
come in. Procured by the Pre- 
ventive Medicine Department from 
the 406th Army Medical Labora- 
tory, and maintained in Tokyo, the 
mice, injected with the blood of 
infected humans, are being ob- 
served for the virus’s effects on 
them. If research proves success- 
ful enough it is possible, CDR Am- 
berson said, that vaccines against 
the disease may be made from pur- 
ified fluids obtained from the in- 
fected bodies of the mice. Inves- 
tigation has already detected two 
new strains of the virus. 

At present the most effective 
means of protecting field troops 
from the mites is impregnating 
their clothing and sleeping bags 
with benzyl benzoate. Clothing of 
troops going to the field is “rinsed” 
in the solution prior to coming 
from the laundry. CDR Amberson 
believes, however, that a uniform 
innovation may prove an addition- 
al safeguard. The changes would 
be primarily in sleeves and trous- 
ers legs. Snug elastic fittings 
around the areas indicated would 
keep the mites from creeping in. 

Mortality depends on the strain 
of the infecting mite. The insect 
that bit the Marines at Camp Fuji 
caused no fatalities and no Marine 
was infected after the men’s cloth- 
ing had been impregnated with an 
insecticide. 

Discoveries in the field of medi- 
cine are not new to the staff of the

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Arnold Gives Third 
Lecture to Nurses 
Of Naval Hospital 

The third guest speaker in the 
series of evening lectures presented 
by the nurses of the Naval Hos- 
pital on Feb. 4, was Miss Virginia 
Arnold. Miss Arnold is chief 
nurse in the Division of Interna- 
tional Health, Public Health Ser- 
vice. Her topic was “Operation 
World Wide,” an account of the 
United States Government’s activ- 
ities in international health, par- 
ticularly in the field of nursing. 

The International Health Pro- 
gram is a part of the Technical 
Assistance Program of the Foreign 
Operations Administration. Our 
Government’s purposes for the 
Technical Assistance Program are 
to set up a constructive program to 
further our foreign policies, to 
win friends in a world of tension, 
to raise standards of living, and to 
assist people in foreign countries 
to attain a state of health which 
will encourage production of goods 
and independence. 

In many countries there has 
been found a dearth of trained 
people. There are not enough doc- 
tors, nurses, sanitarians, engineers 
or other leaders. The high illiter- 
acy rate in some places makes it 
necessary to start at the base to 
develop a program. Poor living 
conditions also furnish a medium 
for undesirable ideologies, conse- 
quently many of the countries des- 
cribed by Miss Arnold are politic- 
ally “hot” areas. 

Sanitation is a key health prob- 
lem. Many problems would resolve 
themselves if the public could 
realize the correlation between 
health and sanitation. For the most 
part the individual does not con- 
sider health as his right or that he 
can work for it. 

The American nurse who goes 
overseas has a unique experience. 
She is introduced to completely 
different culture and sets of ideas. 
She must live in rural areas where 
living facilities are inadequate. She 
must overcome communication 
differences. 

As for rewards, it is impossible 
to evaluate the satisfaction of aid- 
ing people who need help. The 
labor seems to open many doors. 

Miss Arnold followed her lec- 
ture with many beautiful slides 
depicting typical scenes of village 
life and countrysides of Southeast 
Asia, Africa and Far East Coun- 
tries.

Despite many of the current 
publications in the medical field, 
there is at present no substitute 
for whole blood, although tremen- 
dous advancement in synthetic 
products have been made. 

Today blood is as important a 
commodity in medicine as at any 
other time. No major surgery is 
ever begun without blood in re- 
serve for the patient. The reserve 
supply kept on hand would be used 
in any emergency. Every type of 
blood is at all times ready for ac- 
cident cases brought to the Naval 
Hospital. 

The title ‘blood bank’ signifies 
exactly what the purpose of the de- 
partment entails: each donor is 
issued a card which grants him the 
privilege of drawing from the bank 
for any member of his family at 
any time. 

The Blood Bank at the National 
Naval Medical Center has been in 
operation since the opening of the 
Center in 1941. Its procedures have 
been altered in keeping with the 
times, and always it has been 
among the first to accept new tech- 
niques in blood processing. 

The blood, which is procured 
from thirty-two activities on a 
voluntary basis, is held in reserve. 
In 1953 the average number of 
pints drawn and processed through 
the NNMC department was 350 
pints per month. 

The bank is composed of three 
units, the donor center, processing 
laboratory and the titration lab. 

The blood bank has a two fold 
purpose. It not only carries on the 
preparation and distribution of 
blood for patients throughout the 
hospital, but also acts as an in- 
struction center for the issuance 
of Blood Bank Technician certifi- 
cates for Nurse Corps Officers and 
Laboratory Technicians who qual- 
ify for this school.

He lacks the initial qualities of tenacity, desire and team4 
work to begin with and really is not suited to the high standards demand- ‘ 
ed by competitive sports.

His daring initiative and courage- 
ous conduct contributed directly 
to the success of the Condor in its 
assigned missions and to the con- 
clusion of hostilities with the Com- 
munist Forces in North Korea . . .” 

Before entering the Navy in 1944, 
LT Handel graduated from DeWitt 
Clinton High School in the Bronx, 
New York. He received his Navy 
training at NROTC, Tufts College, 
Boston, Mass. Presently, he is a 
patient on Tower 8. 

ADM Carney Elected 
Pres. Of Navy Aid 

At the annual meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association held re- 
cently, Admiral Robert B. Carney, 
CNO, was elected President. 

As a result of recent action by 
the Board, membership eligibility 
bas been extended to junior offi- 
cers. Previously, membership had 
been restricted to officers with 
seven years commissioned or war- 
rant service. 

The Navy Aid is a non-profit or- 
ganization for the purpose of pro- 
viding immediate aid to the de- 
pendents of deceased officer per- 
sonnel. 
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There are many situations in which a Navy man may need a review. 
If he is taking USAFI correspondence courses, for example, he may find 
when he gets into such a course as Beginning Algebra II that he needs 
to review the beginning. Beginning Algebra I is available for him to 
borrow for a few days. Most Navy men can profit by quick review of 
some grammar and composition before taking the high school or college 
GED test on Correctness and Effectiveness of Expression. There are 
several USAFI Manuals that will help in this situation. 

The same is true of the high school GED test in General Mathema- 
tical Ability. Basic Mathematics I and II are excellent for a refresher 
review. It might be of some help to the prospective examinee to glance 
through economics, history, civics, general science, and literature texts 
for the other exams in the GED test batteries. (If he needs more than 
a quick review in any of the fields covered by the GED’S he might better 
take courses than try to measure up through a general test. Men attend- 
ing classes on station, at a local school or college may need to borrow 
USAFI Manuals for review — or reference. 

The Manuals on hand are also very useful as examination copies 
when a man is considering enrolling in a course. A man contemplating 
enrolling in correspondence course J310, Radio for Beginners for example, 
might well look over EM 415, Radio for Beginners, which is also the basic 
text for J310. He might find that he already knows enough to be ready 
for CA 887, Intermediate Radio, instead. In the case of some courses he 
will find from examining the related Manual that the course he is con- 
sidering is to difficult for him. He may even find that it just is not the 
course he wants. 

The stock of Manuals maintained in the I & E Office is for the uses 
stated and illustrated above. They are handled like library books— 
issued on custody receipt for a definite period with their return required. 
They are not issued as courses so that a man can save a $2.00 USAFI 
enrollment fee. If he really wants or needs a course, he must enroll 
with USAFI — usually for a correspondence course. Manuals are not 


given away.

Nautilus History 
Told for First Time 

A former Secretary of the Navy 
referred to the NAUTILUS as “the 
most important piece of develop- 
mental work in the history of the 
Navy.” So it is expected that there 
will be much interest in the new 
book by Clay Blair, THE ATOMIC 
SUBMARINE AND ADMIRAL 
RICKOVER. 

For the first time we are told 
the story behind the design and 
construction of this submarine, 
powered by a nuclear engine; it 
is one of battles with red tape, 
against terrific antagonism, of long 
hours of working in the dark and 
on the brink of failure. But 
through the courage and determin- 
ation of Admiral Rickover, the job 
was accomplished! 

AMBASSADOR'S REPORT is an 
informal thoughtful report by 
Chester Bowles on the conditions 
he found in India and it is written 
in the same down to earth manner 
with which he approached his job 
there. 

Mr. Bowles won the confidence 
of the Indians as he travelled 60,000 
miles and talked with everyone, 
presidents, students, business men 
and farmers; he helped to devel- 
op and supervise economic and 
technical assistance programs and 
he now gives us an analysis of the 
forces at work and proposes a bold 
and non partisan course of action 
for America. 

In these days when all of us 
are bombarded with statistics, 
forced on us by radio, billboard, 
TV or newspapers, it might be well 
to study an interesting little book 
called, HOW TO LIVE WITH STA- 
TISTICS. Darrell Huff, the author, 
has written a sort of a primer 
showing the ways in which sta- 
tistics are used to deceive; perhaps, 
by oversimplifying; perhaps by in- 
flating or by sensationalizing or 
confusing. Advertisers can easily 
twist figures and charts away from 
the truth, but this book will keep 
us from being fooled. Irving Geis 
has drawn the comic illustrations 
which add so much to the text and 
are equally helpful.

‘And besides this, giving all diligence, add to your faith virtu 
and to virtue knowledge; and to knowledge self-control; and to self-co] 
trol patience; and to patience godliness; and to godliness brotherly kind 
ess; and to brotherly kindness, love.” (II Peter 1:5-7) 

Add that is basically our task during the Lenten Season. We are 

attempting to prepare ourselves for the understanding and receiving jrf 
the Easter message. Meditation, prayer, reading, attending the specif 
services of your Church.

Personal Messages 
Sent at No Charge 
Via Official Line 

Many Naval and Marine person- 
nel and their dependents are un- 
aware that they are elegible for 
the free use of official military 
communication channels for send- 
ing personal, unofficial messages. 
Class “E” messages are primarily 
a morale booster for military per- 
sonnel serving overseas or aboard 
ship, where commercial facilities 
arc not readily available. 

Under the category of Class “E,” 
messages are limited to such mat- 
ters as births, deaths, serious ill- 
ness and important business trans- 
actions. Trivial matters, such as 
greetings or congratulatory mes- 
sages are normally not acceptable. 

Messages originating in the 
United States are sent to three 
central points where they are re- 
filed for sending overseas. The ex- 
pense of sending the message to 
the refile centers must be borne 
by the sender, Naval communica- 
tions will then effect the delivery 
of the message at no charge. The 
same procedure holds true for per- 
sonnel outside the U.S. on the ex- 
pense of delivering the message 
from the refile point to its desti- 
nation.

I Port Of Call ! 
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The following is an excerpt from a letter written by Lucille Thomp- 
son. HM1, formerly with the Public Information Office at NNMC. She 
is now serving with MSTS out of the New York Port of Embarkation. 

This is the first of a series of articles dealing with foreign lands 
written for the NEWS by Navy people. 

During my last visit to Germany, several of us went to Hamburg, 
which is 200 miles up the Elber River. We traveled through the country- 
side by car making frequent stops. I was interested in observing the 
German people; their mode of living and farming as compared to ours. 
The country roads were filled with children enroute to school a good 
forty-five minutes before the sun came up — and Saturday at that. Their 
schools are in session six days a week. The thatched roofs with stork 
nests atop had, prior to this, been only mythical story book accounts. 

Hamburg, itself, still bears many ugly sears from the bombings 
during the blitz. Restoration along the docks has been meager and 
slow. Huge retaining walls remain standing in part and with large 
gaping cracks from top to bottom. We saw bomb shelters that had been 
crushed like egg shells. 

Despite such intense destruction, many historical and cultural in- 
terests remain, for example, Saint Michael’s Church, built before the 
time of Martin Luther, still stands. Its tower, equivalent to thirty-two 
stories in height is a distinguishing land mark. We visited the church, 
ascending its tower The pipe organ therein is the one on which Brahms 
did much of his practicing and composing. We also went into a secret 
tunnel under the Elber River— one of Hitler’s creations .

Unit, Tripler Army Hospital, Hon- 
olulu, TIL and Naval Detachment, 
JTF 132, Eniwetok Atoll. During 
his nine months on the atoll he 
participated in Operation Ivy.

Completing a Medical Military 
Training Program on March 20 at 
the Naval Medical and Dental 
Schools was a group of 128 medi- 
cal department officers on reserve 
and active status from every 
branch of the Armed Forces. Also 
attending were 13 Canadian Offi- 
cers. 

The project was designed in Feb- 
ruary 1948 as an orientation pro- 
gram for the Medical Division, 
which includes Medical, Dental, 
Nurse Corps, Medical Supply 
Corps, Warrant Officers. 

The twentieth of this series, 
which began on March 8, was com- 
posed of the Medical Aspects of 
Special Weapons and Radioactive 
Isotopes, related medical subjects 
and military problems. 

Included in the itinerary were 
such topics as: Use of Radioactive 
Isotopes, Diagnosis and Treatment 
of Radiation Injury, Medical Prob- 
lems of Decontamination, Medical 
Aspects of Biological Warfare, 
Psychiatry and War Injuries, 
Wound Ballistics and Body Ar- 
mor, and Tissue Transplants. 

The first week of the two week 
course was devoted to the study of 
newer types of weapons from the 
medical standpoint and of medi- 
cal uses of radioactive isotopes, 
while the second week was allo- 
cated to group discussions on Mili- 
tary as well as medical subjects. 
The Dental Officers received their 
second week of instruction at the 
Naval Dental School. 

The welcoming address was 
given by RADM L. O. Stone, Com- 
manding Officer, National Naval 
Medical Center, while the closing 
remarks were by RADM Lamont 
Pugh, Surgeon General, United 
States Navy. Among the mem- 
bers of the faculty were outstand- 
ing authorities on the subjects dis- 
cussed not only from the military, 
but also from the civilian ranks. 


Reserve Consultants To 
Meet Here April 2 
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On Apr. 2 RADM Pugh will ad- 
dress a meeting of the Reserve 
Consultants to the Navy’s Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery to be held 
here. Admiral Pugh will discuss 
several matters currently of par- 
ticular interest to the Medical De- 
partment: I) The manner in which 
the reduction in the allowance of 
Medical Corps officers in the Navy 
will affect the Navy’s postgradu- 
ate medical training program. 2) 
legislation currently before Con- 
gress concerning Dependent’s Care 
and Medical Scholarships. 

The one-day meeting of the 
Board of Reserve Consultants to 
the Surgeon General will bring 
many of the Nation's outstanding 
doctors to this area.

Most noted among the works of 
the Naval writer is his six volume 
record of the second world war 
and Korean conflict, “Battle Re- 
port.” Secretary of the Navy Knox 
wanted a popular history of the 
war and directed Captain Karig 
to write it. With the aid of tech- 
nical information supplied by sev- 
en officers who had seen action in 
the subject theatres, he wrote the 
history, the latest volume of which 
is subtitled, “War in Korea.”

Of his $32,000 dollars royalties 
for the momentous work, not one 
dollar went to the writer. The 
money was donated to Red Cross 
here and to the Annapolis Naval 
Museum and Truxton-Decatur Na- 
val Museum of Washington, 

From 1918-19, as a soldier of 
fortune in the French and Polish 
armies, the adventurer advanced 
from a private in the infantry to a 
captain in the motor transport di- 
vision. His military life resumed 
in 1942 when he became a Lieuten- 
ant Commander in the Naval Re- 
serve. From 1950 to 1954 he was

Envy

Here is a four letter word that is used to indicate one of the mo'st 


baffling illnesses of man’s soul and one which is most difficult to cure. 
It is difficult to explain because it concerns what is good in our neighbor, 
and it is difficult to cure because the envious person gets absolutely 
nothing from his envy. 

By definition, envy is the ill will or discontent that arises at 
another’s good fortune because we feel that that good fortune ought to 
have been ours. Thus, if John Doe has been gifted by God with a won- 
derful voice, and John Smith goes around doing his best to discredit 
that talent, we say that Smith is envious of Doe. The same holds true 
whenever we resent the good qualities of another. 

This resentment is difficult to explain. In the example given above, 
Smith is all steamed up because someone has been given a talent that he 
has not. Yet, after he has sounded off, vented his spleen, and done his 
dirt, what is the net result? Doe still has his voice, and Smith has 
nothing added to his personal assets. On the contrary, the envious 
person is usually tagged as such or as a successful vintner of “sour 
grapes.” 

The cure is as difficult as the diagnosis because it involves a medicine 
that is extremely distasteful to the envious. It is absolutely essential 
that the bitter pill of self-evaluation be swallowed. That means that 
we must take a penetrating, unqualified, and honest look at ourselves, 
This we hate to do, since there is frequently much that we would like 
to keep hidden, even from ourselves. 

The spiritual disease of envy has no parallel in the physical order 
because it is an illness of contradiction. The envious person seeks the 
destruction of another’s good, but the net result of his envy is the de- 
struction of his own greatest good — himself. 

Preventive medicine is best used to combat envy. Give credit to 
all who use their God given talents, and, at the same time, never dis- 
credit God if any talent has not been a gift to you.

Four Navy Relics 
May Go to Civilian 
Historical Institutes 

The Navy has recommended to 
Congress the disposal of four of 
its historical ships, the Constella- 
tion, Hartford, Olympia, and Ore- 
gon. 

RADM Bernard E. Manscau, 
Deputy Chief of the Bureau of 
Ships, told a House Armed Ser- 
vices sub-committee that the con- 
dition of all four ships is “extrem- 
ely poor” and that the Navy can 
not afford the $35 million neees- 
sary for the restoration and main- 
tenance of these vessels. 

However, under a bill now be- 
fore Congress the ships would be 
donated or loaned as historic rel- 
ics to non-profit institutions, or 
sold to the public. In spreading 
the ships out in this manner the 
Navy feels more people could 
share in the historic traditions of 
the Navy. 

New Cancer Center 
Built at St. Albans 

A new, modern-equipped can- 
cer detection and treatment cen- 
ter has been constructed at the 
U.S. Naval Hospital, St. Albans. 
It is the largest center of its kind 
in the Armed Forces. 

Fully equipped to detect and 
treat cancer, its deep therapy 
equipment also includes an X-ray 
machine which operates on one 
million volts and is capable of ar- 
resting and even destroying cer- 
tain kinds of tumors. 

The hospital is also equipped 
with a complete radioisotope lab- 
oratory, constructed completely 
underground, where radioactive 
substances are used in the detec- 
tion and treatment of tumors.

Our NNMC Admirals wound up 
their 1953-54 cage season with 
participation in the recent PRNC- 
SRNC double elimination tourna- 
ment at the Naval Receiving Sta- 
tion, Wash., D. C.

Subj: 1 April 1954 
Ref: BuIIic order #36, dated 
February 1954 

1. Par. 3 of ref. (a) states: “For 
many years the date of 1 April has 
been one of constant distress to 
all departments and activities in

Dates Posted for 
Petty Officer Tests 

(AFPS) Dates of the August 
1954 Service-wide competitive ex- 
aminations for advancement to pay 
grades E-4, E-5 and E-6 have been 
announced by the Navy.

This system, the Navy says, will 
permit more advancements to be 
made and still stay within the 
limit of petty officer strength im- 
posed by budgetary restrictions.

April 1942, which dealt with the 
Doctor’s escape from Java, both a 
book written by James Hilton and 
a movie made by Cecil B. DeMille 
were entitled thc “Story of Dr. 
Wassell.” 

All royalties from the book, 
amounting to more than $8,000 re- 
ceived by Mr. Hilton, have been 
turned over to the Navy Relief. 
The first showing of the picture 
made by Paramount Studios was 
ten years ago this month at Con- 
stitution Hall, where $26,000 was 
gathered for the Red Cross. The 
next performance was shown by 
the Navy Mothers in Hollywood, 
where $16,000 was collected for 
a swimming pool for the San Diego 
Naval Training Station. 

Tlie film was then placed under 
the charge of the Navy Relief, and 
all profits, 5% of the gross re- 
ceipts, have been at the disposal 
of that organization. 

Dr. Wassell returned to the 
United States at San Francisco 
June 13. 1942. After his return 
he made more than 1000 speeches 
in war plants in the United States 
and Canada.

‘52’ Brings Cheer , 
Good Fellowship to 
Many Hospitalized 

In our last issue the NEWS car- 
ried a half page of pictures of the 
52 Association of New York City. 
The Association is a non-profit, 
nonsectarian, nonpolitical organi- 
zation which has been in existence 
since 1945. In its nine years of 
functioning, the motto “The 
Wounded Shall Never Be Forgot- 
ten” has been well lived up to. 
The national wheelchair basketball 
tournament is one of the activities 
sponsored by the Association. 

52 has entertained and served 
more than 125,000 wounded and 
sick veterans and servicemen in 
and out of Army, Navy and Vet- 
erans hospitals. It all began in 
February 1945 when 52 men each 
pledged 52 dollars a year so that 
they could give 52 parties a year 
for the wounded. Now, 52 has 
chapters in New York, Miami 
Beach, Chicago and Buffalo. 

Almost daily, small groups are 
given dinner parties followed by 
theatre or sports events. Twice 
weekly, ward parties are given for 
75 to 300 patients in the hospitals; 
to these wounded, 52 brings a de- 
licious dinner, a wonderful show, 
gifts, souvenirs, colorful decora- 
tions and good fellowship. Reg- 
ularly groups of patients of far- 
away hospitals are brought to New 
York City for three day visits. 

52 also provides a professionally 
staffed, free job placement and 
counseling service for disabled vet- 
erans. Individual, prompt aid is 
given on problems of careers, edu- 
cation, family and personal needs. 
52 takes an active part in promot- 
ing wider and better understand- 
ing that “ability, not disability, 
counts.” 

. . . This is 52’s story. It is not 
a dramatic one . . . not a story 
often told or too well known . 
it’s the story of good neighbors 
who keep their pledge in peace, as 
they do in war, that “THE 
WOUNDED SHALL NEVER BE 
FORGOTTEN.”

Reporting aboard recently to represent the fourth naval service at 
the Naval Dental School here was Lieutenant Commander Man Su Kim 
of the Republic of Korea Navy. Dr. Kim will be here for one year as a 
resident oral surgeon. While here he will take a general refresher 
course in Dentistry which embraces the subjects of Prosthedontics, 
Crown and Bridge work, operative procedure, Periodontics and Endo- 
dontics, while special emphasis will be placed on oral surgery. 

The Commander is the senior 
dental officer of the Korean Navy, 
and is presently the Chief Dental 
Surgeon with the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

Dr. Kim graduated from the 
Seoul Dental College in 1940. After 
leaving college he interned at Sev- 
erance Medical College Hospital, 
Dental Clinic, for two years, after 
which he was engaged in private 
practice. 

In 1946 Dr. Kim became a lec- 
turer and professor at Seoul Dental 
College, where he remained until 
he entered the Korean service in 
1949. 

At the outbreak of the Korean 
Conflict the Doctor was stationed 
as Chief Dental Surgeon at Chin- 
hae, the largest Korean Naval Hos- 
pital, and was in Korea during the 
entire time the hostilities were go- 
ing on. 

With LCDR Kim’s assignment 
here the Naval Dental School is 
host to representatives from three 
navies other than our own. Already 
here are LT Asdrubal Novaes of 
the Brazilian Navy and Lieuten- 
ant A. C. Leman of the Royal 
Canadian Dental Corps.

Doubting Thomases

We often hear the old adage; “Seeing is believing.” Thomas felt 
that way about the resurrection of Christ. The night Christ appeared, 
Thomas had not been present. We know not why. When the other dis- 
ciples told him of what had happened, Thomas was flatly and openly 
suspicious, pushing the whole thing aside as being impossible. As to 
the first reports, it had been dark and the women were strained and 
overwrought. Christ was dead and dead men do not rise. As for the 
alleged appearance to the ten, the thing could be nothing more than 
sheer hallucination born of frayed nerves or of longing for what could 
never be. 

Days went by till suddenly Christ appeared to Thomas and accepted 
his challange. Thomas then answered: “My Lord and my God!” and 
Christ replied to him: “Have you believed because you have seen me? 
Blessed are those who have not seen and yet believe.” 

Is faith dependent upon seeing Christ? Some belive so and demand: 
Show me! If that is necessary then all those truths which we hold to 
be “self evident” are also false. Some truths can never be proven as 
one would prove an experiment in a laboratory. Love can be the most 
powerful force in the world and yet who would dare claim that he 
knew how to measure its size or shape? Yet we speak of seeing people 
in love. Faith in the resurrection of Christ is much the same way for 
us. We do not believe in His resurrection because we have seen Him in 
a physical sense. We believe that Christ is alive today for we have 
experienced His Spirit in our own lives. Without that experience the 
arisen Christ is meaningless. But once we have known that Spirit of 
compassion and love, then truly Christ did arise, then something must 
have happened on that Easter morning and in the days that followed. 

Our belief then, in the resurrection, does not stem from our seeing 
Christ. It comes from the knowledge of His power in our lives. If your 
doubt is that of Thomas, then you are demanding not faith nor a God 
of love who gives freedom of choice to His children, but a tyrant who 
orders and manipulates all things and people. God offers us the risen 
Christ in free choice. “Blessed are those who have not seen and yet 
believe.”

Subject for Talk 
By Dr. (’. T. Klopp 

The Nurses of the Naval Hos- 
pital cordially invite you to attend 
a lecture on Tuesday, May 4 at 
2015 in the main auditorium.

The current public education 
program encourages adults to take 
a positive attitude toward main- 
taining good health, including rec- 
ognition of the early signs and 
symptoms of cancer. As a result 
a “twilight zone” of medical prac- 
tice has developed which hereto- 
fore has been almost completely 
disregarded. 

The emphasis on early recog- 
nition of cancer has in turn created 
or intensified problems not only in 
physical and clinical diagnosis, but 
also in the patient’s day to day 
living. These problems will be de- 
fined and discussed by I)r. Klopp.

"Back in the old days,” Jack was saying, “the only fellow the man- 
ager had to change from day to day was the pitcher The other eight 
had a lock on their positions. Today, most of the Yankees are of the 
same pattern. Except for Berra and Rizzuto, no super stars. The other 
guys are all about the same. Good ball players, most can hit around .290, 
field well, and they re all like interchangeable parts. 

“Stengel must like having that wide selection on the bench, but on 
the other band, be must get up every morning wondering which nine to 
play And it’s amazing how often he picks the right men. 

Take the line-up for example that Stengel started against Schmitz 
in the second game of the season. True it was packed with right-handed 
batters, but listed to the guys sitting on the bench. Eddie Robinson, Joe 
Collins. Andy Carey, Willie Miranda, and outfielders like Woodling, 
Noren, Enos Slaughter. Pretty handy fellow's to have around.” 

Bentley concluded, “It’s not that the Yankees have the great ones. 
It’s just that they have so darn many good ones.” 

In evaluating the Yankee’s pennant chances for ’54, it would seem 
that the big item is not the Yankee team that takes the field, but the 
reserve strength and trading strength that the Yankees carry. If the 
going gets rough for New York, the chances are more than likely that 
they’ll bundle up two or three of their top young farm prospects, throw 
in one of their bench veterans to make the package that much more 
inviting, and in exchange, get exactly the man or men they need. 

For example, suppose New York feels it can’t win without another 
top-notch pitcher. They’ve got the men to trade to get that one big 
guy. Frankly, it’s a system designed to win pennants right now, this 
year, but it may be only at the expense of future Yankee teams. Once 
that Yankee stockpile of talent begins to dwindle, the New Yorkers 
eventually may be forced to return to the one-platoon system, and hope 
that they have w'ound up w r ith the right nine men.

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Court of Appeals 
Rules Damages Paid 
To Wreck Victims 

In a suit for damages resulting 
from an automobile accident 
brought by three enlisted men who 
were hospitalized at the Naval 
Hospital of this command, the 
Maryland Court of Appeals held 
that the Trial Court had erred in 
not admitting evidence to show the 
fair value of medical treatment 
rendered by the Navy as a basis 
for properly measuring the dam- 
age suffered. 

The Trial Court adopted the 
view that since the injured man 
did not have to pay for the treat- 
ment, the cost should not be con- 
sidered in the measure of dam- 
ages awarded. If the Trial Court’s 
view had been adopted by the 
Court of Appeals, it would have 
meant that the injured parties 
could have collected only for the 
pain and suffering due to the in- 
juries sustained 

In holding that the Trial Court 
erred, the Court of Appeals re- 
viewed the holdings of other juris- 
dictions and concluded that the 
vast majority of the courts per- 
mitted recovery of the reasonable 
value of medical treatment and 
hospitalization even though it was 
furnished without cost to the in- 
jured party. It would appear that 
the rule is based on the theory that 
the cost of treatment gratuitiously 
received is a gift to the injured 
party and to hold that it could not 
be included in the measure of 
damages would be taking the gift 
from the recipient for whom it 
was intended and giving it to the 
wrongdoer who gave rise to the 
need for treatment.

Feb. Exam Results 
Show Fewer Men to 
Be Advanced in Rate 

In just a few days new rates will 
be replacing old ones and a gen- 
eral sense of apprehension will 
overtake the commands again. 
Those who failed will try again. 
Books will crack open once more, 
for August is not too far off. 

One thing evident in the recent 
test results is that a person will 
not only have to pass the test, but 
he will have to pass with a con- 
siderably high mark to make a 
rate. That is true if the amount 
of people who passed the test but 
were not advanced due to quota 
limitations is used as a criterion. 

Of all the names published, those 
who were going up for Chief are 
still left in the thralls of antici- 
pation. The U. S. Naval Examin- 
ing Center letter listed for infor- 
mation only those who passed the 
test for Chief. Actual advance- 
ment will be the subject of a Bu 
Pers notice. Forty-five passed the 
test from NNMC. Of the 23 mem- 
bers at NSIIA who took the ex- 
amination for HMC, it was inter- 
esting to note that 22 passed. 

Statistically: One man will be 
advanced to HM1, while 32 passed 
but will not be advanced. Seven of 
the latter are Dental Technicians. 
Eleven made HM2; One DT2 and 
50 will not be advanced, 13 of 
which are DTs. Fifty-two men will 
be rated HM3; three made DT3 and 
212 will not be advanced because of 
quota limitations, 31 of these are 
Dental Technicians. 

Av. Med. Training Now 
Available for Waves 

Rated Wave hospital corpsmen 
may now apply for training as avi- 
ation medicine technicians, it was 
announced recently. A 16-week 
course will be conducted at the 
U. S. Naval School of Aviation 
Medicine in Pensacola, Fla., and 
a quota of 15 Waves per class has 
been established. 

Graduates of the course may be 
assigned duties on naval air sta- 
tions or with air transport squad- 
rons and may be called upon to 
care for patients being air evacu- 
ated. 

Those eligible are first, second 
or third class hospital corpsmen 
with 18 months of obligated ser- 
vice. They must volunteer for 
the training and duty.

Cavanaugh followed the 
doctor’s telephone instructions, try- 
ing to forestall the birth, but after 
20 minutes had passed and the 
iLmbulcin.ee still had not arrived, 
the doctor told Mrs. Cavanaugh to 
let the baby be born Following 
the instructions, the baby was born 
and mother and child were brought 
to the hospital shortly afterward 
In the excitement the caller gave 
Mrs. Wilson’s address as “East- 
West Highway” instead of “East- 
West Highway, extended.”

According to the citation he re- 
ceived with the medal, LCDR Wil-

of his duties. During the periods 
on the main line of resistance and 
later in reserve, he demonstrated 
a great sense of responsibility and 
interest, contributing immeasur- 
ably to the excellent health of the 
regiment . . 

The citation continues, “His in- 
tense devotion to his profession 
and personal skill in the field of 
medicine were most evident dur- 
ing critical periods when casualties 
were heavy ... His keen knowl- 
edge of medicine combined with 
his aggressiveness and steadfast 
devotion to duty contributed great- 
ly to the saving of many lives . . .” 

Dr. Williams was born in Jasper, 
Ala., and received his primary 
schooling there. He attended the 
University of Alabama during his 
undergraduate studies, and finished 
his medical training at the Cinci- 
natti Medical School, Cincinatti, 
Ohio. After graduating in 1943, he 
entered the Naval Service. 

During his Naval career the Doc- 
tor has been stationed at the Naval 
hospitals in New Orleans, Louisi- 
ana, which was closed after 
WWII; San Diego, California; Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania; and as 
Cluef of Surgery at Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire. He has served 
aboard thee USS Cullman (APA 
78) and the USS General G M 
Randall (AP 115). Before being 
attached to the Surgical Service 
Mall here, he served with the 1st 
Marine Division for eleven months. 

LCDR Williams married the for- 
mer Miss Marilyn Dick of Cinci- 
natti, and presently makes his 
home in Rockville with his wife 
and three children. 








Golf Professional 
Cecil G. Broski, HN, 
Attached to NNMC

Miss Cecil G. Broski, HN, the 
star of the Virginia golf circuit, is 
currently stationed here, attending 
Laboratory Class 22. 

Miss Broski, who is known as 
“Chee-Chee” by her intimate 
friends, was born in Richmond, 
Virginia. At the age of twelve she 
moved to the Virginia Country 
Club, where her mother took over 
the concession facilities there. 

It was at this time that Miss 
Broski got the first inkling of play- 
ing the game and from the very 
start showed a tremendous amount 
of prowess and an over abundance 
of enthusiasm. She practiced every 
day and by the time she was fif- 
teen, was one of the best golfers 
in the State. 

As fall was approaching in 1948, 
a little girl went out for the golf 
team at John Marshall High School 
in Richmond. Of course, every- 
one looked at the idea rather skep- 
tically. The very idea of a girl 
on the High School golf team was 
absolutely absurd! It paid off well 
for John Marshall High, however, 
as “Chee-Chee” Broski led the team 
to victory after victory for three 
straight years! During this time, 
she won the City championship in 
1949, ’50 and ’51, and won the 
State championship in 1950 and 
’51. 

After graduation, she attained 
the goal of becoming the golf 
champion at the Virginia Country 
Club, Hermitage Country Club and 
the James River Annex. 

In the latter part of 1951, she 
decided to turn professional and 
journeyed to Pinehurst, N.C., to 
participate in the North-South 
Tournament. She played a great 
tourney, day after day, and battled 
her way into the final round 
against the great star, Betty Jame- 
son. The match was very closely 
played from the beginning, but 
“Chee-Chee” unnerved on the 18th 



hole and lost 2-1. 

In July 1952, she went on tour 
in New York State, demonstrating 
various wood and iron shots. After 
returning from this tour in mid- 
August, she was tired; after seven 
years of continuous golfing she de- 
cided she needed a change. 

It was at this time, that she en- 
listed in the Naval service. She 
first attended Boot Camp at the 
Training Center in Bainbridge, 
Maryland, and then transferred to 
Hospital Corps School at San 
Diego, California. 

While attending Corps School 
she achieved an excellent standing 
in the class scholastically, proving 
she not only “pars” the course 
in golf, but in anything else she 
undertakes. 

After graduating from Corps 
School she went to Camp Pendle- 
ton, where once again she gained 
golfing fame.

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The following information relative to planning for and adjusting 
matters of a purely personal nature is herein continued from last issue. 

Joint Savings and Checking Accounts: 

The advantages of a joint account for a service member with depen- 
dents are often overlooked. The infliction of unnecessary hardship may 
be avoided by the service member having a joint account with a trusted 
individual who is thereby free to deposit and draw on an account. An 
emergency (such as serious, acute illness or operation; actual food and 
housing needs for dependents; payments on service member’s home, in- 
urance, automobile; and transportation money on an emergency basis 
for either the service member or dependent) may arise which the service 
person is unable to attend to personally and which he desires a member 
of his family, usually his wife, to meet. Allotments of pay (other than 
the allotment required to receive credit for basic allowance for quarters 
in behalf of dependents) may be made to a joint account as well as to a 
savings or checking account in the service member’s name. Since there 
are several types of joint accounts and the laws differ in various stated, 
it is advisable for personnel to seek further information concerning the 
type best suited to his needs from his bank, lawyer, or legal assistance 
officer. 

Power of Attorney: 

A service member who has financial and business transactions that 
must be managed while he is in service, may wish to consider granting 
a Power of Attorney to a reliable and trustworthy person. This person 
can then act in the name of the service member and legally handle his 
affairs. Because there are so many technicalities involved in granting 
this power, it is most advisable for personnel to discuss this subject with 
his lawyer or legal assistance officer. 

Estates and Wills: 

1 An estate includes more than land and buildings. It may be 
defined in two parts: 

a Real estate which includes land, any buildings, improvements 
or fixtures on that land. 

b Personal property which includes clothing, jewelry, household 
furnishings, money, stocks, bonds, savings bonds, automobiles, tools, 
books, and anything else which does not come under “real estate ” Ar- 
rangements may be made for “Real Estate” to be in joint ownership. 
However, since dual or single ownership within a family has advantages 
and disadvantages in connection with such things as local and federal 
taxation, inheritance, powers of disposition, etc., each individual should 

seek legal advice on this matter. 

2 A Will assures that the distribution of the individual’s estate in 
the event of death is made according to his desires. Otherwise, the 
estate is distributed according to the laws of his state. It is most essen- 
tial that the counsel of a lawyer or a legal assistance officer be sought 
before a decision is made. 

Voting: 

The United States Government and the Department of the Navy have 
made it possible for all naval personnel to carry out the important func- 
tion of voting. Detailed information concerning elections and election 
dates is periodically sent out to all hands. (See Bulletin Board outside 
I & E office for detailed information) Any questions concerning a 
particular situation or particular local or state rules may be discussed 
with the Navy or Marine Corps Voting Officer. Absentee voting is 
generally not applicable to wife on the same service basis as husband.

Coincidence occasionally follows 
a strange path, for recently a story 
was featured in the NEWS dealing 
with the evacuation of ten wound- 
ed men from the island of Java at 
the beginning of WWII by RADM 
C. M. Wassell. 

Now it happens that one of those 
men engaged in that heroic escape 
is a patient here. 

RADM William B. Goggins re- 
tired from the Navy in 1949 and 
since that time has been engaged in 
communications engineering re- 
search for Remmington Rand In- 
corporated. He graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1919 and had 
worked in various billets until the 
time of his retirement. 

According to RADM Goggins, 
“Doc” Wassell was ordered to Java 
to care for the wounded from the 
Marblehead and Houston. Through 
his unrelenting efforts he managed 
to bring these men to safety at 
Darwin, Australia. Where, upon 
arrival he received the Navy Cross, 
the nation’s second highest honor.

Parade, Bolling AFB Demonstrations 
Highlight Area Armed Forces Day 

Navy events in celebration of Armed Forces Day started on May 8 
and extend through May 16. 

Highlights of the Washington area observance will be the annual 
parade at 10:30, May 15, followed by the combined exhibits and demon- 
strations at Bolling Air Force Base from 10:30 to 5 p.m. 

Outdoor demonstrations at Bolling will feature both ground and air 
shows put on by the five participating services. Among the highlights 
of the air show will be a Navy 
demonstration of close air support 
methods in a mock attack by a 
carrier air group. A squadron of 
F9F7 Cougar swept wing jets and 
three squadrons of jet Panthers, a 
squadron of F2H Banshees plus a 
squadron of Sky raider attack 
bombers will simulate dive bomb- 
ing and rocket attacks over the 
field. 

The Marines from Quantico will 
again simulate a helicopter assault 
landing. An outstanding Air Force 
presentation will be the Thunder- 
birds, a four plane team of jet 
fighters who fly precision forma- 
tion. 

Among several Army demon- 
strations will be the setting up and 
firing of their “Atomic cannon.” 

Blanks will be fired from this gi- 
gantic mobile artillery piece de- 
signed for 280 mm shells with 
atomic warheads. 

The Bureau of Aeronautics will 
show models of the new vertical 
takeoff aircraft whose development 
was disclosed recently. 

The Naval Ordnance Laboratory 
expects to do the impossible to 
show how strong their plastic 
patches are. They will suspend a 
jeep from a small plastic patch 
to demonstrate how much force 
would be necessary to pull it off.

No doubt you have all wondered what becomes of the many 
sailors who are washed over the side and a notation made in their 
Service Record, “Lost at Sea.” Being one of these fortunate men, 
I can tell you it is without a doubt the most unique and pleasant 
experience I have ever encountered. 

It was the latter part of 1952 when I was aboard a destroyer 
escort heading for the Mediterranean. 650 miles due East of 
Newport, R.I., the ship’s main steam line blew up and we were 
forced to drop anchor, allowing the lines to cool before the boiler 
tenders could proceed to make the necessary repairs. 

It was shortly after midnight. I was standing topside having 
a cigarette and gazing into the starry night when all of a sudden 
I lost my balance and fell over the guard rail into the briny deep. 
Being an excellent swimmer I was not too worried at the time 
as the sea was calm and the water exceptionally warm. 

However, a curious thing happened, the more I tried to kick and 
paddle, the further down I seemed to go. I must have been under water 
for three minutes when two beautiful creatures in the form of mermaids 
approached me, took me by the arms and proceeded to pull me down- 
ward. Needless to say, I became frantic with worry; my breath was 
giving out and I knew I would need oxygen soon or it would mean 
sure death. 

After a short time we reached the bottom of the ocean and they set 
me free. One of the young maids then began to unscrew a device that 
appeared to me as a manhole cover 
on the ocean bottom. After she 
succeeded in opening the hatch, 
she made a motion for me to enter. 

I hesitated for a second before 
slowly descending into the hatch. 

I must say I was completely 
taken by surprise at what I saw. 

There was an elevator awaiting to 
take us down even farther. I was 
also taken in by the fact that I 
could once again breathe freely. I 
pinched myself as we were de- 
scending in the elevator to make 
certain I was not dreaming this 
whole thing. Making sure it was 
not a dream and it was definitely 
happening, I became even more 
alarmed and worried. 

Finally the elevator came to a stop and I followed the two mermaids 
out into the most magnificent sight I ever had the pleasure to cast my 
eyes upon.

Dependents ID Card 
In Effect Sot m at 
Military Activities 

A military dependent’s identifi- 
cation card (DD Form 720) has 
been established by Secretary of 
the Navy Instruction 1700.1, dated 
March 30 and instructions govern- 
ing its administration are contain- 
ed therein. The card, black on buff 
background, bears the defense de- 
partment seal, a warning notice 
concerning any unlawful use and 
possession of it, a serial number 
and space for identification data. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, Bureau of Naval Personnel 
and Marine Corps will establish 
instructions governing use of the 
card for commissary stores, ex- 
changes, medical services, special 
service activities and similar ac- 
tivities. 

The DD Form 720 card will re- 
place eligibility cards now in use 
for base entry, commissary stores, 
ships’ stores ashore, exchanges and 
medical services. Non-appropriat- 
ed funds activities, such as clubs, 
golf courses, swimming pools, 
which currently issue and require 
varying types of identification 
cards, have been enjoined to make 
all practicable use of the form. 

It has been jointly agreed that 
the DD Form 720 will be recog- 
nized by commands of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, Air Force and Coast 
Guard when it is determined that 
existing facilities are adequate to 
provide this service. Possession 
of the DD Form 720 does not, of 
itself, authorize entry into any 
classified security area. It is not 
intended to replace any security 
system now in effect. 

The cards are not available at 
this activity at present, but noti- 
fication will be given upon their 
arrival.

Rolled Neckerchief 
And Dungaree Rale 
As Uniform Change 

Two innovations in Navy uni- 
forms seem to be in the offing 
with sample dungaree rating bad- 
ges and a new style neckerchief 
being sent out to the Operating 
Forces for test and comment. 

The new dungaree rating badge 
shows only the military rate of 
the petty officer. The specialty 
mark is omitted but the crow and 
stripes are the same size as regular 
rating badges used on blues and 
whites. 

Another innovation in connec- 
tion with the rating badge is the 
fact that it will go on the dungaree 
shirts without sewing. A special 
backing enables it to be pressed to 
the shirt with a hot iron. 

A neckerchief sent out for eval- 
uation will be much like the one 
in use today, except that it will 
come already rolled. The same 
length as the one now in use, it 
will in effect be a rolled tie with 
two open ends. 

Neither of these are official uni- 
form changes but it is possible they 
may be adopted at some future 
date.

Radioisotope Head 
Addresses Cancer 
Therapy Symposium 

LT Benedict J. Duffy, Jr., Head 
of the Radioisotope Laboratory of 
t^e Naval Hospital, recently at- 
tended a cancer therapy sympos- 
ium at Dow Air Force Base, Maine. 

The symposium was under the 
Auspices of the Maine Cancer So- 
ciety and brought together fore- 
most doctors in the field. 

Dr. Duffy gave a talk on “The 
Use of Radioisotopes in the Diag- 
nosis and Treatment of Cancer.” 
“While nobody has been cured of 
cancer with an atomic cocktail,” 
said Dr. Duffy, “a number of seri- 
ously ill cancer patients have been 
given a new lease on life with

radioisotope treatment.” He ob- 
served, “Our most important cur- 
rent work with isotopes concerns 
the diagnosis of hidden cancer of 
the brain and liver.” 

Later on in the symposium. Dr. 
Duffy led a round table group dis- 
cussion. The topic was “Leukem- 
ia and Allied Disorders.” He em- 
phasized that every hospital should 
have a physician specifically train- 
ed in the use of the new drugs 
which are of increasing value in 
the treatment of patients with in- 
curable cancer. 

Dr. Duffy is a native of New 
York and received his professional 
training at the University of 
Rochester, where he graduated in 
1944 with an M.D. degree. After 
internship at the U. S. Naval Hos- 
pital, Brooklyn, Dr. Duffy served 
with the 6th Marine Division in 
Tsingtoo, China. He was recalled 
to active duty in July 1953 as head 
of the Isotope Laboratory, NNMC. 

Also present at the symposium 
was Dr. Brewster S. Miller, direc- 
tor of professional education of the 
American Cancer Society. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Miller there is evidence 
to date which justifies suspicion 
that cigarette smoking increases 
the likelihood” of lung cancer. 
Dr. Miller went on to say, however, 
that there are many other things 
which may contribute to lung can- 
cer including smog, fuel oil and 
asphalt highways. He indicated 
that research is underway to de- 
termine how much each of these 
factors may contribute to lung 
cancer. 

Other speakers included Dr 
Robert Smith, Chief of Surgery at 
the National Cancer Institute, Dr 
Michael Deddish and Dr. Jerome 
Urbam of the Memorial Cancer 
Center, New York City

After graduation from 
Greenwich Spring High School, 
Greenwich Spring, Miss., the 20- 
year-old Pfc entered the Marine 
Corps.

Our Challenge

The Apostle Paul asks a very significant question, “If the trumpet 
gives an uncertain sound, who shall prepare himself to the battle?” 
This question emphasizes the need of certainty of the knowledge of 
right and wrong. Most military personnel have accustomed themselves 
to the various bugle calls. Much depends upon the bugler and how he 
sounds the call, for if the notes are uncertain, it will be difficult to know 
what one should respond to. If we do not know what the call is, we 
very often fail. 

Every man, whatever his station in life may be, lays certain claims 
to knowledge. It may be limited, but he knows what he knows. He 
may not always use that knowledge to good advantage, but he does 
make some use of it. We know some individuals who have a smattering 
of many things, but are masters of none. Some cover up by being boast- 
ful, for example: A man will boast of not having been to Church for 
many years. I can see nothing to be boastful about in this regard. 

Religion should be a cleanser and a stabilizer for the mind and 
esthetic being. Individuals will hardly go about boasting that they have 
not bathed in weeks or months, or do the ordinary daily toilet that per- 
tains to cleanliness. Why should we boast that we neglect to keep our- 
selves spiritually clean? If we are so cautious about our thought in 
regard to the physical man, why not give a little more thought to the 
spiritual man? Neglecting some of our habits not conducive to good 
morals and behavior which are physical, may rate a boast but surely 
not such things as pertain to the eternal and god-like qualities of our 
make-up. 

Imagine a Commanding Officer or a Division officer boasting to 
fellow officers that he had not inspected his ship or his part of the ship 
for months or years. Just think of the neglect that would be found 
when an inspection was finally made. Think of the corrosion. Think of 
the filth that would have piled up. Think of a Gunnery Officer saying 
he had not kept his guns clean for a year. He would hardly be prepared 
for a competition, much less for a battle. There are some people who 
contend they are naturals, who can do certain things at a moment’s 
notice, but oddly enough there are not enough of these people to offset 
neglect. 

It is true that we are getting by in good shape now, but what about 
the final inspection and trial when there will be no mistaking the sound 
of the bugle and when the call really counts. It is our last chance to 
prepare for the final inspection. The shame we will experience, plus 
the loss of many years of boasting and unhappiness will be great. Being 
able to say I was a natural will not suffice nor compensate for our neglect. 
The years that have passed have failed to show our true ability and 
interest in the record that has been kept on us. Let us not be a loser 
in this conflict or any other because we paid little or no attention to our 
duties. When the bugle call comes, make sure it is a certain call and 
that we understand the call. 

Positive action on our part is our great need. Let us make sure that 
the bugler knows his business and that his call when sounded is a true 
call. There is one thing that we can be certain of — that just as sure as 
we neglect our spiritual life, we neglect other things about our lives and 
are cheating ourselves of blessings we could possess. One sure way of 
making certain that we have these blessings is our worship of Almighty 
God. How we do it is more or less a matter of our own choice — the all 
important thing is that we are certain that we know we are worshiping 
Almighty God.

He Is The Stranger Who Is My Brother 


This is the story of a man I never knew, and yet I know all 
about him. 

He is dead now, and he lies in a tomb of polished marble 
whose splendor would surprise him. And people come from 
everywhere to stand here with their heads bowed, their eyes 
serious, their hearts filled with mourning for this man they 
never knew. 

Because he wore a uniform when he died, they call him the 
Unknown Soldier. I think he was a good soldier, though fight- 
ing was never his business. He was a man of peace, I’m sure, 
though he never told me. 

He was born on a farm in the Dakotas — or was it a miner’s 
cottage in Pennsylvania, a tenement in the Bronx, a ranch 
house in Texas, a duplex apartment on Park Avenue?

Was he telling a joke, or cursing 
his sergeant, or writing to his family, when the missile came? 

I don’t know. For when they picked this man, from among 
all our nameless dead, he was lying quiet in a closed coffin, 
and known only to God. 

But I do know that he is deserving of honor and respect. 
For whoever he may be, I feel sure he must have believed, as 
I do, in the equality of man, the promise of men, the duty of 
men to live justly with each other and with themselves.

In order to insure the receipt of mail by service personnel, frier: 
and relatives should be advised by the member, in writing, of his ctc- 
rect mailing address, service number and rank or rate, and advised:: 
use his full name as well in addressing letters to him. It is also neces- 
sary tnat this same information be given on any correspondence initiate; 
by them to the Navy Department. This will serve to expedite actSs 
being taken on their request. 

When on duty within the continental limits of the United States, fc 
service member can usually be reached through normal channels of reg- 
ular mail, air mail and telegram. When on duty in certain location 
outside of the continental limits, a service member may be reached \r 
cable on emergency matters. He should advise his family if cable facili- 
ties are available. In emergency, he may be reached through the omcL 
facilities of the Navy Department if his family makes a request to th 
Bureau of Naval Personnel or the Commandant, Marine Corps. 

Service members should be informed of the importance of advisir.: 
their dependents to whom they have made allotments of pay or saving 
bonds to notify the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts or the CominSr* 
dant of the Marine Corps (Code CDC), as appropriate, of a changes 
their address in order to avoid delay in the receipt of checks and bor/- ; 
Housing: 

The procuring of private housing for his dependents is the respon- 
sibility of the service member. The division officer and company cost- 
mander can assist by suggesting to the member that upon assigning' 
to a new duty station that he write to the commanding officer of k 
next station to inquire about the availability and cost of private housirl 
in the area prior to bringing his family. In areas of housing shorts?- 
it is advisable to consult legal officer before signing lease or contitf* 
Always consult a real estate lawyer before making the first contact 
an agent in connection with buying a house. 

Government quarters on a station are assigned by the command 
officer and are usually limited in number. They consist of two tffp 
regular government quarters and “low cost housing” under milita». v 
control.

“Ford, your Honor.” 

“Ford who? Canta Ford or Ford 
Thebrook? Never mind. What 
were you doing back there?” 

“Passing out cigars, your Honor.” 

“Why?” 

“Just had a seven pound thir- 
teen ounce baby boy.” 

“I sentence you to two years,” 
said Judge Cox. “Chaplain Perry 
accompany the prisoner.” 

Sheriff Darter was about to take 
Ford off, when Judge Cox spoke: 
“Not him! Justice — I mean Twain! 
Send Ford to the Smithsonian as 
the first man ever to have a baby.” 

After the sensational trial, re- 
porters Bourgea and Baker crowd- 
ed around Judge Cox, asking him 
for a statement. A bit of symbol- 
ism was his answer: “Sometimes 
it is harder to Grant Justice than 
to Slaughter.” 

When on the next day the pris- 
oner escaped, it was the sports 
writer who scooped the world with 
his headline: “Con-ran!”

Bennington Disaster

RADM Lamont Pugh, Navy Sur- 
geon General, flew to Quonset 
Point, Rhode Island on May 27 
to personally observe the medical 
measures instituted to care for the 
many severe casualties from the 
USS Bennington disaster. 

Upon his arrival at Quonset 
Point, Admiral Pugh was flown by 
helicopter to Newport where he 
conferred with Captain John L. 
Enyart, Commanding Officer of the 
Naval Hospital and members of 
his staff. 

After visiting the casualties at 
the hospital in Newport and the 
Infirmary at Quonset Point, the 
Admiral stated that he was highly 
pleased with the expeditious man- 
ner in which all medical means in 
the Newport area were coordinated 
to relieve the suffering of many 
Bennington Casualties. 

On his return from the medical 
installations, Admiral Pugh prais- 
ed the fine teamwork by all per- 
sonnel and units concerned with 
the treatment of the many severe 
casualties. He said that, “except 
for the wholehearted cooperation 
of Atlantic Fleet units in the New- 
port harbor and the immediate re- 
sponse from all shore-based ac- 
tivities in that area, more lives 
might have been lost.” 

Admiral Pugh was high in his 
praise of the foresightedness shown 
in the recent placing of medical 
supply items for area distribution 
in the Naval Supply Depot at 
Newport. Such stored items in- 
cluded intravenous solutions, 
tracheotomy tubes, syringes and 
other items urgently required in 
a disaster of this type. 

Dr. Julius Sendroy ,

The following information relative to planning for and adjusting 
matters of a purely personal nature is herein continued from last issue. 
Life Insurance: 

While the following comments deal with Government Insurance, it 
must be remembered that there are many excellent policies offered by 
commercial companies which could be used to great advantage in round- 
ing out a man’s insurance program. However, a service member should 
be thoroughly familiar with the type of policy he is purchasing before 
actually committing himself to a commercial agent. The service member 
should be referred to the Insurance Officer for counseling in these 
matters. 

The law effected a fundamental change in the philosophy concern- 
ing Government Insurance for service personnel. It prohibits further 
issuance of USGLI and NSLI to personnel on active duty and instead 
provides for a gratuitous indemnity in the maximum principal amount 
of $10,000, payable to the service member’s survivors in the event of 
death while in active service on or after 27 June 1950, or within 120 
days following separation from service. 

This law does not cancel or restrict any rights under insurance 
contracts issued on or prior to 25 April 1951 (date of enactment of the 
Servicemen’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951). The indemnity 
is payable in 120 equal monthly installments at the rate of $9.29 per 
$1,000 and is limited to the following beneficiaries: spouse, child or 
children (including a stepchild, adopted child, or an illegitimate child 
if the latter was designated as beneficiary by the insured), parent(s), 
(including a step-parent, parent by adoption or person who in loco 
parentis to the insured at any time prior to entry into active service 
for a period of not less than one year). Unless otherwise designated, 
the word “parent” should include only the mother and father who last 
bore that relationship to the insured, or brother (s), or sister (s), (includ- 
ing those of half blood and those through adoption). A service member 
may name any one of the above relatives as his beneficiary on his DD 93 
form (Record of Emergency Data), but if he does not designate a spe- 
cific person the indemnity will be paid to the persons in the order given 
above. It is evident, therefore, that each service member should carefully 
and accurately prepare his DD 93 form in order that this payment may 
be made promptly to the survivor of his choice. Also in the event that 
a service member wishes to change his beneficiary, a new form DD 93 
should be submitted. (Note: Changes in beneficiary for NSLI and 

USGLI must be made on VA form 9-336). 

If a service member is insured under USGLI or NSLI in an amount 
less than $10,000. the difference between the face value of the policy 
and $10,000 is made up by the indemnity. For example: if he had a 
$5 000 NSLI policy in force at the time of his death, his beneficiary will 
be protected by $5,000 NSLI and $5,000 gratuitous indemnity.

18-Year-Old Vote 
Proposal Beaten on 
U.S. Senate Floor 

The Senate defeated President 
Eisenhower’s proposal to lower the 
voting age from 21 years to 18. 

The vote was taken at 4:30 p.m., 
May 21. Thirty-seven of the Sen- 
ate s 95 members were absent. 

The vote was 34 in favor of 
amending the Constitution and 24 
opposed. The affirmative vote fell 
short of the necessary two-thirds 
majority. 

Two-thirds vote in both houses 
of Congress is necessary to amend 
the Constitution. In addition, rati- 
fication by at least 36 states is re- 
quired for adoption of an amend- 
ment. 

The Senate debate — which lasted 
only two hours — centered around 
the problem of States’ rights. 

Opposition to the amendment 
was led by Senator Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia — the only state 
in the Union which now allows 18- 
year-olds to vote. 

President Eisenhower stated his 
proposition that “a man old enough 
to fight is old enough to vote” in 
his State of the Union message in 
January. (AFPS).

he had to buy his own clothes and 
food. He started aboard the frigate 
Minnesota and the first five ships on 
which he served were sailing ves- 
sels. By the time he was assigned 
to the Vesuvious, he was making 
$15 a month and coming up in the 
world for that ship w r as propelled 
by steam. 

Kunen spent a couple of years 
throwing dynamite at filibusterers 
running guns and supplies out of 
Jacksonville and Miami Florida, to 
Cubans fighting the Spanish yoke. 
The Vesuvious was then ordered 
to Havana. The only reason it was 
the Maine and not the Vesuvious 
which was blown up in Havana 
harbor, was that they traded places 
when it was found the Maine drew 
too much water for Mobile harbor. 

“Remember the Maine” became 
the battle cry of the Spanish 
American War and Abram Kunen 
helped to bury the dead of that 
heroic ship. 

When the Maine was sunk, the 
Vesuvious sailed for Cuba, tossing 
dynamite ashore at a great rate to 
clear the path for landings by LT. S. 
troops, and then performed a 
similar task at Puerto Rico. It 
was at San Juan that the Detroit, 
Kunen’s next ship did yeoman 
work. She steamed in darkness 
up under the guns of San Juan’s 
Moro fortress to take soundings 
for the U. S. fleet following her, 
and to find out if the Spanish fleet 
were in that Puerto Rican harbor. 

It was at this battle, which last- 
ed but one day, that Mr. Kunen 
received his greatest thrill and also 
a campaign ribbon which he treas- 
ures so highly. Very few of the 
original recipients of that medal 
are still living. It is dated May 12, 
1898. 

There are many interesting side- 
lights to this distinguished gentle- 
man’s career. The late RADM E. R. 
Stitt, for whom our medical library 
is named, signed Kunen’s health 
record when Stitt was just a LTJG. 
And it was Kunen’s letter to 
President Roosevelt in 1942 “to 
tear down the Brooklyn Bridge” 
that led to a seven million dollar 
remodeling of that bridge, and also 
made available for the war effort, 
many tons of scrap iron which 
were so desperately needed.

In recognition of his distinguish- 
ed career in science, Oberlin Col- 
lege, Oberlin, Ohio, conferred an 
honorary Doctor of Science degree 
at the commencement exercises on 
June 14 upon Dr. Kenneth S. Cole, 
Technical Director, NMRI. 

Dr. Cole is a graduate of Oberlin 
College and received a Ph.D. in 
physics from Cornell University in 
1926. Following this he spent 
several years at Harvard Univer- 
sity on a National Research Coun- 
cil Fellowship working on the 
experimental and theoretical stud- 
ies of the electrical properties of 
living cell membranes. Dr Cole 
spent 1928 to 1929 in Leipzig. Ger- 
many as a research fellow doing 
theoretical research on the physi- 
cal and chemical problems of living 
cell membranes. He served as a 
consultant physicist to Presbyter- 
ian Hospital, New York, from 1929 
to 1942 and held the positions of 
Assistant and Associate FTofessor 
of Physiology at Columbia Uni- 
versity from 1929 to 1946, with a 
year (1941-42) on leave from that 
University spent at the Institute 
of Advanced Study, Princeton, 
New Jersey, as a Guggenheim Fel- 
low. 


RADM Stone Joins Bcthcsda Y Cottage

RADM Lamont Pugh. Surgeon 
General of the Navy, recently ex- 
tended a “Salute” to all members 
of the Hospital Corps of the Navy 
on the occasion of its 56th anni- 
versary, June 17. 

Established by Act of Congress 
on June 17, 1898 to assist medical 
officers in the care and treatment 
of sick and wounded Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel, members 
of the Hospital Corps, have, 
throughout its history, contributed 
a valorous and enviable record of 
military accomplishments. 

Hospital Corpsmen assigned to 
the Second Marine Division, Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Force, became 
the most highly decorated military 
unit of World War I. In World 
War II seven Navy Hospital Corps- 
men received the Nation’s highest 
award, the Medal of Honor. For 
action above and beyond the call 
of duty during the Korean con- 
flict, five members of the Corps re- 
ceived the Medal of Honor. 

In addition, hospital corpsmen 
of the Navy, individually and col- 
lectively, have earned many other 
high awards and decorations. 
Among these honors is a Commen- 
dation by the Secretary of the 
Navy, the late James V. Forrestal, 
who awarded the Hospital Corps 
a commendation for its outstand- 
ing and impressive record of ser- 
vice and devotion to duty during 
World War II — the only Corps 
within the Navy so honored. 

Today, a far cry from the olden 
days when a corpsman learned his 
trade by practical experience, 
every educational opportunity is 
made available to Navy hospital 
corpsmen. Basic schools are pro- 
vided where they are taught the 
fundamental theory of caring for 
the sick and injured. This basic 
training is followed by a period of 
supervised practical instruction at 
the various Naval hospitals 
throughout the United States. As 
the hospital corpsmen, through 
competitive examination, advances 
through the enlisted ratings fur- 
ther opportunities for formal In- 
struction become available. The 
Navy Medical Department main- 
tains more than 30 technical schools 
and courses where hospital corps- 
men receive instructions in the var- 
ious technical specialties allied to 
medicine and dentistry. 

The Surgeon General, in this 
salute to hospital corpsmen, re- 
marked that it was his firm belief 
that the members of the Hospital 
Corps would continue to perform 
their inspiring and essential duty; 
that the Corps’ place on the five- 
corps team of the Navy Medical 
Department is and will continue to 
be a most valuable and indispen- 
sable one.

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National Service Life Insurance 

Many naval personnel still hold NSLI contracts. They have certain 
privileges with regard to their insurance under the provisions of the 
Servicemen’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951. They may: 

A — Continue their insurance in force by payment of premiums, as 
in the past, and continue to receive dividends. uP* " 

B — Continue their insurance in force by a waiver of all premiums on 
Five-Year Level Premium or that portion of any permanent in- 
surance premium representing the cost of the pure insurance 
risk, which renders their contract of insurance non-participating 
(no dividends earned) during the period the waiver is in effect: or 
C — Cash surrender their insurance and be protected under the in- 
demnity with the option to reinstate the policy surrendered or 
make application for new insurance upon separation from ser- 
vice. 

United States Government Life Insurance: 

Those naval personnel who have a United States Government Life 
Insurance Policy in lorce have the same privileges with regard to this 
insurance under the Servicemen’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951 
as the holders of National Service Life Insurance (see preceding section). 

Post-Service National Service Life Insurance: ) 

Any service member protected under the provisions of the Service- 
men’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951 may within 120 days follow- 
ing sparation from active service, apply for insurance on the Five-Year 
Level Premium Term Plan. This insurance is renewable, but not con- 
vertible to insurance on any other plan. If a service member has a 
service-connected disability, to be determined by the Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs, and which would be compensable if 10% or more in 
degree, he may apply for either term or permanent plans of insurance 
within one year after VA notification of such disability. All plans of 
insurance mentioned in this section are to be non-participating in divi- 
dends. 

Dividends: 

All USGLI and NSLI policies are eligible for dividends with the 
exception of: 

A — Policies under waiver of premiums under the provisions of the 
Servicemen’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951. 

B Post service NSLI issued under the provisions of the Service- 

men’s Indemnity and Insurance Acts of 1951. 

Settlement Options: 

There are several different ways in which the payment of NSLI and 
USGLI may be made to the beneficiary or beneficiaries of a service 
member in the event of his death. The Bureau of Naval Personnel In- 
surance Manual and VA pamphlet 9-3 revised give details in regard to 
these options. 

There are no options available under the terms of the gratuitous in- 
demnity. Payment of the Indemnity must be made over a period of 120 
months at the rate of $9.29 per thousand each month.

Personnel desiring to designate or change beneficiaries are advised

Naples is said to occupy the most beautiful site in all of Europe 
Its location is only 135 miles from Rome, and it is situated on the Br 
of Naples which has a circuit of 52 miles. 

On the north-east shore, east of Naples is an extensive flat, fonr.~: 
the port of the ancient Campania Felix , and watered by the slip- 
stream Sebeto and by the Sorno, which, in* classical times, formed 
port of Pompeii. From the flat between the sea and the range oi u 
Apennines, rises the famed Mt. Vesuvius, at the base of w'hich, on c: 
near the sea-shore, are populous villages as well as the classic sites d 
Pompeii. 

The city of Naples itself is built at the base and on the slopes ar- 
range of volcanic hills, and, rising from the shore like a theatre, 
seen to best advantage from the sea.

AF Academy Sile Chosen 

A 15,100-acre section of Colorado 
ranchland, six miles north of Colo- 
rado Springs in El Paso County and 
60 miles south of Denver, has been 
selected by Air Force Secretary 
Harold E. Talbott as the site of the 
Air Force's new academy. 

The ranchland area is about 6,400 
to 7,500 feet in altitude.

Pay Raise Unlikely; 
Benefits Included 
In Serviceman’s Pay 


CAPT Forsander Retires After 30 Years; 
CDR John II. Shilling Fleads Chaplains 


According to the NAVY TIMES 
it appears that any likelihood of 
the Defense Department sending a 
bill to Congress for a military pay 
increase this year has been stopped 
by a series of charts submitted to 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee which shows that the com- 
parable civilian employee draws 
less take-home pay than the serv- 
iceman. 

The charts, along with a letter 
from Defense Department Comp- 
troller W. J. McNeil, were made 
a part of the committee hearing 
on the Defense appropriation bill. 

The table demonstrates that mil- 
itary take-home pay is made up of 
base pay and longevity; allow- 
ances, including quarters, subsis- 
tance and clothing where applic- 
able, and the following benefits: 
medical care, transportation, cloth- 
ing and commissary store savings. 

The principal table shows this 
computed take-home pay for un- 
married personnel and for married 
personnel with two dependents. It 
also shows, for military personnel, 
those in both flying and nonflying 
status. 

In the enlisted grades, $97 is 
added to the monthly pay of single 
military personnel to represent the 
value of housing and food fur- 
nished in kind. 

The table shows that among 
nonmarried government personnel, 
the civilian GS-15 to GS-18 gets 
less take-home pay than the “com- 
parable” officer. Comparison of the 
take-home pay of military and ci- 
vilian below this shows the un- 
married civilian getting more 
take-home pay than the nonffying, 
unmarried military man except for 
the GS-1 who draws $4 less than 
an E-l. Compared to those drawing 
flying pay the civilian suffers. 

Among those wi*h two depen- 
dents, in the three top grades, the 
civilian suffers considerably by 
comparison. But below that, the 
comparison is very close between 
the civilian and nonflying mili- 
tary, with the military man having 
an edge of a few dollars a month 
in most grades, but not all. 

At a quick survey the charts 
seem to prove that, with the ex- 
ception of the highest grades, the 
civil servants arc more poorly paid 
than the military. But take away 
the $28 dollar fringe benefit added 
to the military as a covering por- 
tion of the “dollar value to re- 
cipients of such prerogatives” and 
remove the flying pay figures clut- 
tering up the charts, and there are 
few cases where the military is re- 
ceiving more take-home pay. 

Although the value of fringe 
benefits is figured into the bill, the 
special costs of service living are 
not.

The Marine Corps finally has an 

official seal. Its adoption, which has 
been approved by President Eisen- 
hower, marks the first time in the 
178 years of Marine history that 
the Corps has had a standard of- 
ficial Seal.

Ground Observer 
Corps Celebrates 
Second Anniversary 

The Ground Observer Corps, a 
valuable air defense warning sys- 
tem in war and peace, will cele- 
brate the second anniversary, of 
Operation Skywatch this Wednes- 
day. 

Manned by 349,912 civilian vol- 
unteers who serve without pay, the 
corps has been on a 24-hour vigil 
throughout the country since 1952. 
The GOC plugs gaps in the nation’s 
radar defense system and saves the 
government millions of dollars an- 
nually. 

Commenting on the high caliber 
of GOC work, Gen. Benjamin W. 
Chidlaw, USAF, Air Defense Com- 
mander, said: “I cannot praise the 
patriotism . . . nor the persistence 
. . . nor the patience of these peo- 
ple . . . too highly.” 

Most GOC volunteers are enlisted 
at local civil defense centers in 
cities throughout the country. They 
are subjected to a loyalty check 
and then turned over to a filter 
center supervisor. 

Under expert instruction by air- 
men, the volunteers are taught how 
to take calls and plot a course ac- 
curately.

Wide Interest Field 

Remarque’s new book — A TIME 
TO LOVE AND A TIME TO DIE— 
cited by the critics as the best book 
in English on Gennany as it must 
have seemed and felt at the end of 
the war. A story of Ernst and Eliza- 
beth. Ernst is a German soldier on 
three weeks’ furlough from the 
Eastern front at the time when that 
front is crumbling in the months 
after Stalingrad. He is tired of war.

aboard many ships; with commands 
in Central America and Haiti and 
on stations in the U. S. at San 
Diego, New Orleans and Seattle, 
where he served as District Chap- 
lain. 

Chaplain Forsander was aboard 
the battleship USS West Virginia, 
moored at Ford Island, when Pearl 
Harbor was attacked in 1941. The 
ship was hit by six torpedoes while 
the Chaplain was on his way to 
the wardroom for breakfast. The 
ship was listing badly and an or- 
der to abandon ship had been 
given by the time he reached the 
deck. 

“I couldn’t swim,” he stated, “so 
I grabbed a life jacket and headed 
for a raft being lowered over the 
side. With an ensign and three en- 
listed men who were on. the same 
raft, we pulled aboard survivors 
swimming in the wateT. After a 
half hour we were picked up by a 
motor launch and landed at Merry’s 
Point.” 

For three days after the attack 
he worked at the old Navy Hos- 
pital helping to identify the dead 
and assisting with burial. He later 
spent three months aiding in evac- 
uating families and dependents 
from the Islands. 

The Forsanders have three chil- 
dren, two married daughters and 
a son. 

They hold the record as being 
the only family in the Navy dur- 
ing WWII with both father and 
son serving as chaplains at the 
same time. CAPT Forsander’s son 
spent four years as a chaplain on 
the East Coast and aboard two 
ships in Pacific forward areas.

vieventh-hour legislation aimed at boosting military pay for active 
ired personnel by 10 per cent was introduced in Congress (re- 
bhv) w ith bi-partisan backing of Rep. James E. Van Zandt (R-Pa.) 
Armed Services Committee and Senators Harley Kilgore (D- 

WVa.) and Estes Kefauver (D- 
Tenn.), members of the Appropri- 
ations and Armed Services Com- 
mittees, respectively. 

Meantime, it became known that 
Mr. Charles R. Hook, w T ho was 
chairman of the commission which 
studied military pay scales prior 
to introduction of the Career Com- 
pensation Act in 1949, has made a 
new study on military pay. 

Press reports said that Mr. 
Hook’s report to the Defense De- 
partment alleged that officers in 
higher ranks were receiving high- 
er pay than in comparative civil- 
ian employment. 

On Thursday, July 8 a statement 
was issued which said that these 
reports were erroneous. 

It was stated that Mr. Hook, 
asked by Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson to bring the 
Hook Commission inquiry up to 
date, submitted a “confidential 
study” to the Pentagon. 

This hastily contrived report, 
written by someone other than Mr. 
Hook himself, assessed arbitrary 
values on fringe benefits and con- 
cluded generally that enlisted men 
and officers in lower ranks are re- 
ceiving adequate compensation in 
relationship to that prevailing in 
industry, when all benefits are 
taken into consideration. 

There was a considerable feeling 
among top civilian and military 
officials at the Pentagon who saw 
the “confidential study” that the 
valuations for the fringe benefits 
were open to serious question and 
that they distorted the pay picture. 

The document indicated, how- 
ever, that pay scales for officers in 
the rank of colonel and above 
(captain in the Navy) were out of 
line with those in industry. 

Because the Pentagon had no 
intention whatsoever to ask for 
legislation to boost military pay 
for only a relatively small number 
of personnel, the report from Mr. 
Hook was not made public as THE 
JOURNAL went to press. The 
belief was that its publication 
could lead to misunderstandings 
in and out of the Armed Forces. 

This report, it is learned on good 
authority, suggested that a new 
study be made into the possibility 
of lumping all military remunera- 
tion in one package — namely by 
putting pay and allowances to- 
gether and making it all subject 
to taxation. 

This has been rejected by Pen- 
tagon manpower officials in the 
past, although Defense Comptroll- 
er experts, as well as those at the 
Budget Bureau, have plugged for 
such action on numerous occasions.

LT Virginia E. Jones, NC, USN, 
will act as Navy escort for Lieu- 
tenant Genevieve de Galard-Ter- 
raube, “AngeJ of Dien Bien Phu,” 
during the latter’s visit to the 
United States. The twenty-nine- 
year-old French Air Force Nurse 
was the only woman at Dien Bien 
Phu, and was captured by the 
Communists upon the fall of the 
fort. She was later released with 
other prisoners. 

At the request of Congress and 
the President, Mile. Galard-Ter- 
raube was invited to visit the 
United States as an honored guest.

While good craftsmanship is im- 
portant and desirable, photo tech- 
nique will be a secondary factor.

In addition, the following state- 
ment must be signed by each con- 
testant and witnessed by his spe- 
cial services officer: “I have read 
and agreed to abide by the rules 
and regulations governing the 
Fifth Inter-Service Photography 
Contest.

Members and former members 
of the Navy and Marine Corps may 
now accept foreign awards for 
service in Korea. 

The foreign nation tendering the 
decorations, orders, or emblems 
must be participating with or un- 
der the United Nations command 
and the award must be identical to 
those which are conferred upon 
members of their own military 
forces. 

Under a recent law, servicemen 
who served in specified units after 
June 26, 1950, within the territorial 
limits of Korea or in Korean 
waters are entitled to wear the Ko- 
rean Presidential Unit Citation.

CDR John E. Nardini, MC, USN 
recently relieved CAPT T. W. Mc- 
Daniel, MC, USN as Chief of Neu- 
rospychiatry. Dr. Nardini comes 
to us from USNH San Diego, Cal. 
where he was Chief of the Neuro- 
psychiatric Service there. 

Commander Nardini is a gradu- 
ate of the College of Liberal Arts 
and Sciences and the Medical 
School, Temple University. Im- 
mediately after his M.D. in 1938, 
he joined the Navy where he un- 
derwent internship at USNH Phil- 
adelphia. 

The Doctor took his residency A 
psychiatry at Fort Worth, Tex. and 
later a residency in neurology here 
in 1950. While here he also served 
as the Officer in Charge of the 
Neuropsychiatric SOQ. He further- 
ed his studies in his field at the 
New York Neurological Institute, 
Columbia University, where he had 
a fellowship in clinical neurology, 
1951-52. Before reporting here on 
July 19, the doctor was Chief of 
Neurology and later Chief of Neu- 
ropsychiatry at USNH Chelsea, 
Mass, and Chief of Neuropsychiatry 
at USNH San Diego. 

In 1940 Dr. Nardini was at- 
tached to the 4th Marine Regi- 
mental Hospital in Shanghai, China. 

In March, 1941 his outfit was 
evacuated to Olongopo, Philippine 
Islands where they joined USAFFE 
(U. S. Armed Forces Far East). 

The 4th was assigned beach de- 
fenses on Corregidor. There he re- 
mained until April 6, 1942 when 
he was transferred to Bataan. 

Three days after his transfer to 
Bataan, on April 9, the peninsula 
fell and he, along with thousands 
of ctheTs, was made prisoner. The 
next three years and five months 
were a horror of insecurity; forced 
labor; inadequate food, clothing, 
sanitation; brutality from the cap- 
tors and, as it seemed then, a to- 
tally blank outlook for future de- 
liverance. 

He was released in September 
1945 and, after eight months of 
sick list and rehabilitation, was re- 
turned to full active duty as the 
Executive Officer of the U. S. Naval 
Medical Unit, U. S. Public Health 
Hcspital, Fort Worth, Tex. 


CAPT Ralph William Taylor, DC, USN, Commanding Officer of the 
Naval Dental School, was selected early last week for the rank of rear 
admiral.

BuMed, Dental, Med. Service Corps 
To Fete Triple August Anniversary 

Naval Medical installations throughout the world will commemorate 
three important milestones in the history of the Medical Department of 
the Navy during the month of August: the 112th anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, one of the five original 
Bureaus of the Navy Department, on August 31; the 42nd anniversary of 
the Navy’s Dental Corps, on August 22; and the 7th anniversary of the 


brated on Aug. 4. 

Although the history of the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery dates 
only from August 31, 1842, the his- 
tory and traditions of the Medical 
Department of the Navy and the 
accomplishments of medical per- 
sonnel begin with the history of 
the American nation. 

In the list of officers of the fleet 
commanded by Esek Hopkins, the 
first and only Naval officer to bear 
the title of Commander-in-Chief 
of (he United States Navy, the name 
of Joseph Harrison, Surgeon, ap- 
pears as on board the “Alfred,” the 
vessel on which John Paul Jones 
hoisted the first American flag 
flown by an American man-of-war. 
It is highly probable that other 
surgeons sailed with this fleet for 
the Act of 1775 made provision for 
the payment of four shares of prize 
money to the surgeons of this 
squadron. 

When the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery was established in 
1842, Surgeon William Paul Cril- 
lon Barton was selected by the 
Secretary of the Navy as the first 
chief. He was appointed by Presi- 
dent Tyler, the 10th President of 
the United States. 

Dental Surgeons Needed 

The need for dental surgeons be- 
gan to be officially recognized and 
expressed as early as 1870. Sur- 
geon General Tryon, and later Sur- 
geon General Rixey, strongly ad- 
vocated their employment. Sur- 
geon General Rixey urged the cre- 
ation of a Naval Dental Corps and 
pressed for enactment of legisla- 
tion, but it was not until Surgeon 
General Stokes’ administration that 
the bill creating the Dental Corps 
was finally passed, and the Dental 
Corps established on August 22, 
1912. 

MSC Act Passed 

On October 22, 1945, Vice Ad- 
miral Ross T. McIntyre, MC, USN, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, ini- 
tiated correspondence urging that 
certain legislation “intended to 
keep the Medical Department 
abreast with the Navy and with 
the accomplishments and plans of 
the Medical Departments of other 
Federal Services” be expedited. In 
this letter, he requested that the

Aviation Med, Meeting 

CAPT Langdon C. Newman, MC, 
USN, Director, Aviation Medicine 
Division, BuMed, and CAPT Wil- 
bur E. Kellum, MC, USN, Com- 
manding Officer, Naval Medical 
Research Institute, represented the 
Navy at a meeting of the Advisory 
Committee of the Aviation Medi- 
cine Panel, American Board of 
Preventive Medicine, held in Balti- 
more August 28-30. This was the 
last scheduled meeting of this com- 
mittee which was formed in 1953 
to review the application of those 
flight surgeons seeking admission 
to the Founders Group of the 
Aviation Medicine Board. 

When Aviation Medicine was ac- 
cepted in 1953 as a sub-specialty of 
th American Board of Preventive 
Medicine, Navy flight surgeons and 
aviation medical examiners became 
eligible to qualify for Board certi- 
fication in Aviation Medicine. At 
that time, also, a Founders Group 
consisting of a limited number of 
flight surgeons was authorized to 
implement the formation of the 
Aviation Medicine Board, and the 
Advisory Committee of the Avia- 
tion Medicine Panel was estab- 
lished. This ten member Commit- 
tee, composed of 2 Navy, 2 Air 
Force and 6 Civilian members will 
make its final recommendations 
concerning membership in the 
Founders Group to the American 
Board of Preventive Medicine fol- 
lowing a review of the applications 
submitted.

The certificates were issued on 
August 16 by RADM L. O. Stone, 
Commanding Officer of NNMC. 
The certificates read: “. . . This is 
to certify that (the donor) has do- 
nated eight pints of blood to the 
U. S. Naval Medical Center. This 
generous contribution to save the 
lives of men and women at home 
and abroad exemplifies the spirit 
of a truly patriotic American.” 

The Certificates of Appreciation 
are part of a new program insti- 
tuted by the Blood Bank of the 
Naval Medical School in an effort 
to ratify the alarmingly sharp de- 
cline of blood donations during the 
past months. 

As a further incentive to partici- 
pate in this worthy program the 
Commanding Officer has autho- 
rized that donors may be allowed 
time off from their duties when 
blood is given. 

The quota established for the 
National Naval Medical Center is 
fifty pints a month. Of that the 
Naval Hospital is responsible for 
fifteen, NMS and NDS for ten each, 
NNMC for seven, NMRI for five! 
and NSHA for three pints. The 
totals for July showed forty six 
pints donated, only four short of 
the fifty allocated to the Center. 

A factor which could account for 
a large portion of the significant 
rise in the blood donations for July 
are the representatives who have 
been selected from each command 
to help in promoting this program.

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Do You Annoy Your Wife?

Some cynic has defined marriage as a battleground on which a man 
and woman engage themselves to a finish fight. Of course this definition 
is not true. Yet it remains true that friction is a natural by-product of 
such a close relationship. The sexes are psychologically diverse; they 
are meant to complement each other, but their diversity can also be a 
source of great annoyance. 

A marriage to be suggessful, must be based on the mutual deter- 
mination to make allowances for the faults of one’s partner, to be honest 
enough to recognize and struggle against one’s own faults. 

A writer of a syndicated column that appears in many newspapers 
gave the following check-list of masculine faults which wives find 
most annoying: 

1. Impatience. The husband expects the wife to attend to 
all the needs of the home and children, and yet be ready at his beck 
and call every moment. 

2. The husband feels that he should be as free as a bird in his 
home. “Caring for the children and keeping the home in order is 
my wife’s job,” he says. Thus he works 40 hours a week and his 
wife works 72. 

3. Complete lack of gratitude and indifference to wife’s services. 
Only when something isn’t done does the husband notice or com- 
plain. 

4. Contribute little if anything to the training and guidance of 
the children. 

5. Untidiness. Doesn’t even make a pretense of keeping things 
in order. 

6. Extremely reluctant to admit he is ever wrong in any way. 

7. Never takes his wife out to any social gathering unless ab- 
solutely forced to do so. 

8. Makes off-hand but maddening suggestions about “getting 
the household work better organized and not wasting so much time.” 
Many a husband, we daresay, can find ample scope for self-reproach 

in the above list, and do more to avoid friction in the home, if he 
strives manfully to overcome his failings. No one becomes a saint over- 
night, but at least a conscious effort can be made, and any effort made in 
this direction will certainly pay rich dividends in accompanying family 
peace.

AGE: 18 to 60 years. Civilian 
minors must have written consent 
of parent or legal gardian. 

WEIGHT: 110 lbs. for one pint. 

BLOOD PRESURE: Diastolic not 
over 100.

(Donors with systolic pressure be- 
tween 180-200 will be screened by 
a Medical Officer.) 

HEMOGLOBIN: Female: 12.5 
grams or specific gravity of 1.053. 
Male: 13.5 grams of specific gravity

FREQUENCY: Not more often 
than every eight weeks. (Five 
times a year.)

Non-supervised lenders, mostly 
mortgage brokers, must get the 
prior approval of VA before mak- 
ing GI loans. 

^ As a result of the easing of the 
GI mortgage money market since 
the beginning of the year, the 
number ai home loan applications 
has increased sharply. During June, 
VA received 46,239 loan applica- 
tions which was a 75 per cent in- 
crease over the 26,454 received in 
June 1953. 

VA estimates that approximately 
24,000 of the 46.239 loan applica- 
tions received during June came 
from supervised lenders. Of the 
24,000, only about 9,600 were pro- 
cessed by supervised lenders auto- 
matically. 

Thus, if all of the June loans 
originated by supervised lenders 
were processed by them on the 
automatic basis, overloaded VA 
offices would have been saved the 
necessity of reviewing nearly 15,- 
000 applications for prior approval, 
VA said. 

In addition, the veteran-appli- 
cant would have been in his home 
a week or two sooner on the aver- 
age, VA added. 

In view of the increasing work 
loads in VA offices and the desira- 
bility of closing GI loans with the 
least possible delay, VA asked sup- 
ervised lenders who have been 
sending in loan applications for 
VA’s prior approval to reconsider 
their practices.

The program calls for organized 
reserve forces of 3,055,894 men im- 
mediately available in combat 
units, in time of .war. Of these, 
1,692,235 would be in “fully 
trained, manned and equipped di- 
visions” that could be called up 
“within an hour” by the Army. The 
remainder would be in Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, Air Force and Coast 
Guard reserves. 

“The whole thing is geared to 
the day of active war with the 
Soviet Union,” Dr. Hannah empha- 
sized. 

Plans to cut the active forces to 
2.S15.000 by mid-1957 have been 
abandoned, he said, and there will 
be a leveling off next June 30 at 
3,04 7.000. 

The present maximum require- 
ment of a total of eight years active 
’end reserve duty would be re- 
ined. However, each year in 
excess of 24 months spent on active 
duty would count as two years of 
reserve time.

Admiral Robert B. Carney, Chief 
of Naval Operations recently gave 
an address before the 55th National 
Encampment of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars at Philadelphia, Pa. 
The CNO s talk concerned military 
morale and strived to point out the 
great need for high morale in our 
Services. 

Commenting on the present state 
of morale, the Admiral said: “The 
morale of the individual who is 
serving his country in uniform is 
not in bad shape and they can be 
depended upon to meet the obli- 
gation of service.” 

On the question of attracting 
men to choose the service as a ca- 
reer, however, the Admiral had 
this to say: “There is not sufficient 
pride in the military service, nor 
are the rewards of military service 
sufficient to attract and hold the in- 
dividual.” 

More specifically on the question 
of morale, he added: “Morale can 
not be measured in terms of an- 
nual income; nor even in terms of 
fiag-waving and parades passing 
by; it is something more intangible 
and related to a man’s sense of 
values and basic motivation for 
living; the value that a man sets on 
preservation of the dignity of the 
human race, the preservation of 
his own culture and traditions, his 
fundamental respect for the truth, 
his faith in a government by law 
rather than men, his belief in the 
freedoms of expression and wor- 
ship, his faith in our system of free 
enterprise and his faith in God— 
it is within the composite blend of 
such factors as these that we find 
the greater influence on man’s 
morale. When considered in this 
light, it becomes clear that the 
contract a fighting man has with 
his service is dwarfed by an in- 
tangible contract that he has with 
the future of humanity. And it is 
the spiritual fire inside the fighter’s 
heart that ultimately determines 
who will be the winner and who 
will quail. 

“All this is not to say that the 
more tangible rewards of service 
life should be ignored, for indeed, 
they are symbolic of the relative 
importance attached by our peo- 
ple and their leaders to the pro- 
fession of arms as compared to 
other fields of endeavor.” 

According to the Admiral the re- 
sponsibility of high morale is to be 
shared by the military leaders, but 
also by the citizenry. “The mili- 
tary leadership must not be com- 
placent with respect to its operat- 
ing schedules and methods . 
must be made to humanize the op- 
erating conditions . . . consistant 
with our inescapable responsibili- 
ties . . . imposed upon us by the 
security needs of our country.” The 
citizenry and their representatives 
“can watch out for . . . such mat- 
ters as medical care for dependents 
and keeping pay rates in equitable 
proportion to taxes and the cost of 
living index.”

NEWS BRIEFS 

The Dependent Housing Bill au- 
thorizing family quarters for per- 
sonnel of the military services has 
been passed by the House. As it 
stands now, the bill provides for 
a total of 13,600 family units to be 
constructed at a cost of about $175 
million. This total includes the 
replacement of sub-standard hous- 
ing and the rehabilitation of other 
units. If the Senate adopts the re- 
port of its own Armed Services 
Committee, a conference report 
will be necessary. The Senate com- 
mittee approved the $175 million 
total but reduced the number of 
units to 1,200 (AFPS). 
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Here are the new warrant offi- 
cers insignia which have been ap- 
proved by all four services. The 
Navy will use a Navy blue back- 
ground; the Marine Corps scarlet 
and the Air Force AF blue The 
Army has not decided on a color 
yet. W-l and W-2 insignia will 
have gold stripes; W-3 and W-4 
will have silver. (AFPS)

“As thy days , so shall thy strength be” — Deuteronomy 3 3:35 

You, who have worried and fretted, have denied yourself the great- 
est comfort and strength the world knows, if you have neglected to 
bring your perplexities and sorrows to God. Surely the present times 
make plain the fact that there are burdens which must be borne. When 
the Scriptures speak of this life, they do not present a dream where there 
is no sin or sorrow, but they portray life as it is. 

When you are in New York, stand some morning early at the end of 
Brooklyn or Manhattan bridge. Look at those subway trains, all packed 
with humanity, rushing by at two-minute intervals. Look at that end- 
less procession of men and women.

The two month early separation 
program is still in effect for en- 
listed members of the Regular 
Navy, Naval Reserve and Fleet 
Reserve whose normal separation

Those due for discharge from 
January 11-20 will be separated 
December 1-20, and personnel eli- 
gible for release January 21-31, 
will get out January 6-31. 

There is no need for submitting 
requests as personnel are notified 
automatically by their personnel 
office in time to qualify for early 
separation.

The Bureau of Naval Personnel 
has announced in BUPERSNOTE 
1418 of 3 September 1954 that the 
forthcoming examinations for ad- 
vancement in rate will not include 
examinations for advancement in 
the rates of HMC, HM1, DTC, DTI, 
and twenty eight others. 

The numbers of personnel on 
board in these rates, in relation to 
personnel requirements in these 
rates, are such that examinations 
for advancement must be tem- 
porarily suspended. 

Since restrictions on advance- 
ments are based on the current 
personnel situation, which varies 
between examining periods, this 
temporary suspension should not 
be construed to indicate that these 
rates will be omitted from exam-

LTJG Byung Kyu Chun, MC, 
ROK Navy, arrived in the United 
States February 24, 1954 for a 
course in General Laboratory Pro- 
cedures here at the Naval Medical 
School.

With the coming of autumn and the passing of summer, our thoughts 
turn from considering vacations and places of recreation to the more 
serious and lengthy problems of education. If we are parents, the 
physical difficulties of education — the problem of too many children for 
too few schools — had to be considered in our choice of a home. If we 
are not yet in the ranks of the married, we are not thereby free from 
educational dilemmas: we must prepare ourselves for further education. 

With all the opportunities for learning, with the great assistance of 
the “GI” bill, a few words on the true meaning of education might be 
welcomed by those in the market for the best there is. 

Strictly speaking, it is possible for a human being to live completely 
independent of all others, after he has reached maturity — (physical ma- 
turity, that is). He could ignore all connections with the past and need 
not be concerned about any requirements of the future. 

Very few men, thank God, are inclined to live in complete rejection 
of their fellowman. Even among those who have broken the laws of 
man, solitary confinement is a serious punishment because it deprives 
a man of the company his human nature demands. 

In order to live with thousands upon thousands of people, it is 
necessary that we know what makes them tick. We can only live with 
those we know and we can live closest to those we know and love. This 
then is the job of education. Its task is to prepare us to know what 
makes that nation next door act the way it does (history, philosophy, 
language, and the fine arts) or the man beside us react as he does (the 
physical sciences, medicine, psychology) and why all things are here in 
the first place (Religion and Theology, or the study of God). 

In short, it is the task of education to give you the best tools to do 
the best job of living; so that you can learn from the past to order the 
present as a guarantee of the future. Your education should be suited 
to your state in life but if it is well chosen, half of life’s difficulties have 
been removed.

VA Issues Date List 
For Veterans Under 
GI Bill Schooling 

Veterans Administration recent- 
ly issued a new roundup of dates 
and deadlines for veterans train- 
ing under the World War II and 
Korean GI Bills, and under Public 
Law 16 for the disabled. 

The roundup includes changes 
in deadline dates under a new law 
which went into effect August 20, 
1954. 

Under the Korean GI Bill, most 
veterans must begin training with- 
in three years after their separa- 
tion from service. 

Those who left the armed forces 
before August 20, 1951, must have 
started by August 20 of this year. 

Korean GI training must come 
to an end within eight years from 
the date of a veteran’s separation, 
or eight years from the end of the 
prsent emergency period, which- 
ever is first. 

Under the original World War 
II GI Bill, new enrollments stop- 
ped for nearly all veterans on July 
25, 1951. For the most part, those 
still in training began before the 
1951 cut-off date. 

The only World War II veterans 
still eligible to shirt are those who 
begin GI training within four 
years alter their discharge from 
World War II service. For example, 
a World War II veteran who got 
out of service late in 1950 still 
could start under the original law. 

With few exceptions, all World 
War II GI Bill training comes to an 
end on July 25, 1956. 

Under Public Law 16 for dis- 
abled World War II and Korean 
veterans, there is no deadline date 
for starting training. However, a 
veteran must begin his course in 
time to finish it by the wind-up 
date of the training program.

Leprosy Traced in 
Service; Tivo Cases 
Develop in Tattoo 

In the September 10 issue of the 
U. S. Navy Medical News Letter a 
comprehensive history of the inci- 
dence of Leprosy in the Armed 
Forces was presented. 

The earliest records available, 
those of men who served in the 
Spanish-American War, Boxer Re- 
bellion, or the Philippine Insur- 
rection, were traced down to and 
including men who served up until 
March 1953. 

The writer studied records of 77 
men who had served in the Armed 
Forces subsequent to 1940 and 
prior to March 1953. Of those 15 
showed signs of the disease prior 
to military service. Of the remain- 
ing 62, all except 7 had possible 
sources of infection which seemed 
more likely to have occurred dur- 
ing civilian life rather than during 
military service.. 

Four of the remaining 7 were 
born in Texas where the disease 
is endemic (peculiar to a district, 
or class of persons), but also had 
service which may have involved 
exposure. The remaining 3 cases 
showed infection in which military 
service during World War II is by 
far the most probable explanation. 

The article goes on to cite two 
additional cases which have been 
reported in Marines. Both were 
residents of the same town in 
Michigan prior to enlistment. They 
were tattooed at the same time by 
the same tattooer in June 1943 in 
Melbourne, Australia. Subse- 
quently, they served together in 
endemic areas in the Pacific. They 
developed tuberculoid leprosy dur- 
ing the first half of 1946. The first 
lesions in each case occurred in a 
tattooed area.

ASCP Holds First Clinical Workshop 
In Medical School Laboratories Here

During the early part of September, the Naval Medical School 
of the National Naval Medical Center was host to the first work- 
shop in clinical chemistry to be held by the American Society of 
Clinical Pathologists. 

The work-shop was conducted in an effort to formulate new 
ways and means of improving the 


standard of work undertaken in 
the clinical laboratories. The clin- 
ical pathologists were working in 
an effort to acquire first hand 
knowledge of special procedures 
and exacting techniques under- 
taken by their technical staffs. 

The work-shop held here was 
part of the annual meetings of the 
ASCP which were held in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in conjunction with 
the International Congress of Clin- 
ical Pathologists, which was held 
September 6 through 11 with 
headquarters at the Hotel Shore- 
ham in Washington. 

The Society Chairman of the 
work-shop meetings here was Dr. 
F. William Sunderman, who was 
one of the leading exponents for 
the need of such an endeavor. Lo- 
cal Chairman, making the many 
arrangements necessary for this 
type of gathering, was CDR V. E. 
Martens, MC, USN, Director of 
Laboratories of the Naval Medical 
School. 

The ASCP decided in early 
planning to devote the first work- 
shop to clinical hemoglobinometry, 
especially since hemoglobin is that 
component of blood which is most 
frequently measured in clinical 
laboratories. 

Owing to limitations of labora- 
tory space, only 120 fellows of the 
Society could be accepted for the 
work-shop session, while better 
than 200 members had to be turn- 
ed down. Selection of representa- 
tives was made with the hope that 
those who attended would return 
to their communities and set up 
similar programs for their col- 
leagues who did not have an op- 
portunity to attend.

The Commanding Officer, NNMC, designated last week, Oct. 3 
through 9 as Fire Prevention and Clean-up Week in commemoration of 
the Great Chicago Fire which occurred on Oct. 9, 1871. This is an annual 
observance proclaimed by the President and sponsored by the National 
Fire Protection Association. 

Included in the program during the week were the showing of fire 
fighting prevention films in the auditorium, demonstration of first aid 
fire fighting equipment, and a realistic drill in conjunction with the 
Montgomery County Fire Board. Open house in the Fire Department 
was conducted during the week, with the showing of various types of 
fire fighting apparatus. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 6, a fire drill was held in Building 112. After 
arriving at the scene, the NNMC Fire Chief found that more assistance 
was needed, and the Montgomery Fire Department was called to help 
extinguish the blaze and rescue those trapped by the fire or overcome 
with smoke. 

The “I Forgot” cemetery was placed across Taylor Road from the 
Fire House, displaying the headstones of those who either forgot or 
ignored the safety rules of fire prevention. 

During the week the Fire Chief and the Safety Officer of NNMC 
conducted inspection of the various commands and buildings.

Certain Vets Notv 
May Take Training 
Because of New Law 

The Veterans Administration an- 
nounced recently it will review 
many cases in its files of disabled 
World War II veterans disapproved 
for Public Law 16 training, to see 
whether they now might qualify 
under a new law extending the 
program for four years for some 
veterans. 

Cases to be reviewed are those 
originally turned down because 
veterans would not have had 
enough time to complete training 
by July 25, 1956, the wind-up of 
Public Law 16. Formerly, veter- 
ans were not permitted to begin 
unless it was certain they could 
finish by that date; there were no 
exceptions. 

The new law does allow for ex- 
ceptions. VA is looking in its files 
for the exceptional cases, so it may 
notify the veterans they have an- 
other chance for Public Law 16 
training, if they want it. 

Disabled World War II veterans 
who now may train beyond the 
1956 deadline must have been pre- 
vented from starting or finishing 
on time because of the following 
reasons: 

1. Their mental or physical con- 
dition was such as to make train- 
ing medically impossible. 

2. They originally had discharg- 
es barring them from training, but 
later had them changed to the type 
that would entitle them to train. 

3. They were late in establish- 
ing service - connected disability, 
one of the requirements for train- 
ing. 

The new deadline for veterans 
in the three categories is July 25, 
1960. However, veterans not in any 
of the special groupings still must 
complete their studies by July 25, 
1956. 

VA said that, upon request it 
will also review other cases of dis- 
abled World War II veterans un- 
able to begin training on time, be- 
cause of any of the three reasons.

Survivor of Two 
Bennington Blasts 
Conies Aboard NMS

Fred Radcliffe, HM1, USN, sur- 
vivor and hero of two Bennington 
explosions reported aboard re- 
cently for a course in Laboratory 
Technique. He was born in Nati- 
coke, Pa., 28 years ago. In No- 
vember 1944, Fred enlisted in the 
Navy at Wilkes-Barre, Pa. After 
taking Boot Camp training in 
Sampson, N.Y., he attended Hos- 
pital Corps School at San Diego. 

The close of WWII found Fred 
serving with the famed fourth 
marine division. This was just a 
start of Fleet Marine duty for Fred 
since he was in Korea with the 
First Division for two years. 

Upon returning from Korea, 
Fred was assigned duty in Phila- 
delphia. In July 1952, he was 
sent aboard the USS Bennington. 
The commissioning ceremonies 
were held on November 13, 1952 
at Brooklyn. 

In June 1953, while in underway 
training at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
a blast rocked the Bennington 
killing 11 men and wounding 32. 
Then again, the ill-fated ship was 
rocked by three repeated explos- 
ions on May 26th of this year, kil- 
ling 104 men and hospitalizing 285. 
Fred’s eye witness account of the 
tragedy is as follows: 

“It was about 0610, I had just 
finished holding reveille on the di- 
vision when the first explosion 
went off. I thought we had been 
hit by a torpedo since it came from

below. I was only about 100 feet 
from the explosion area. By the 
time I could get to Sick Bay there 
had been two more explosions. 
They were only about one minute 
apart. I didn’t have time to think 
of what I was doing or why, I 
just reported to my repair party 
and started tending to casualties. 
The sixty-six beds in sick bay 
were filled within fifteen minutes, 
and then we started laying them 
on the hangar deck. We started 
fluids and administered morphine 
immediately, later on we started 
dressing the wounds.” 

There were only 27 corpsmen 
and one doctor attending to cas- 
ualties since one corpsman and 
one medical officer had been killed 
in the blast. 

“We evacuated the worst ones 
to Newport by helicopter,” Rad- 
cliffe said, "and when we arrived 
at Quonset there were at least 
thirty ambulances waiting for us 
on the dock.” 

Radcliffe feels that the ships’ 
constant first aid training program 
was responsible for saving a large 
number of lives. 

Fred’s wife, Carol and their 
four year old son, Fred, Jr., re- 
side in Naticoke at the present 
time.

The Bureau of Naval Personnel has announced, in Supers Instruc- 
tion 1430.7A, a new method of computing of final multiples to be used 

in subsequent examinations for advancement of enlisted personnel.

points while the new system al- 
lows for a possible score of 150 
points with the additional points 
all stemming from service and 
awards. 

Irrespective of the total number 
of points amassed, to be considered 
for advancement, an applicant 
must, of course, successfully pass 
the written professional examina- 
tion and any practical tests re- 
quired. 

A comparative analysis of the 
new and old systems of comput- 
ing the final multiple is as follows:

The above factors are determin- 
ed as follows: 

a. The examination score is de- 
termined by the U.S. Naval Ex- 
amining Center on a 0-80 basis. 

b. Total active service in years 
is determined by multiplying the 
number of years of service, carried 
to two decimal places, by 2. 

c. Service in pay grade is deter- 
mined in the same manner as total 
active service. 

d. Credits for awards are as fol- 
lows: 8.00 for each Medal of Hon- 
or; 7.00 for each Navy Cross, Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross (Army), 
Distinguished Service Medal, Sil- 
ver Star Medal, Legion of Merit, 
and Distinguished Flying Cross; 

6.00 for each Navy and Marine 
Corps Medal, Soldier’s Medal 
(Army), Bronze Star Medal, Air 
Medal, Gold Life Saving Medal, 
and Silver Life Saving Medal; 

5.00 for each Commendation Rib- 
bon, Presidential Unit Citation 
(only if entitled to wear with 
star), Distinguished Unit Badge 
(Army), Navy Unit Commenda- 
tion, and Letter of Commendation 
(without authority to wear Com- 
mendation Ribbon) addressed per- 
sonally to the individual from the 
President, Secretary of Defense, 
Secretary of Navy, or Chief of 
Naval Operations; and 4.00 for 
each Purple Heart and Navy Good 
Conduct Medal or clasp earned. 

As becomes apparent on inspec- 
tion of the above breakdown, the 
new method of computing final 
multiples has been designed to 
bring about more equitable oppor- 
tunities for advancement of those 
“old salts” who have been away 
from “book learning” for some 
time and are, therefore, less fa- 
miliar with many of the purely 
theoretical aspects of their tech- 
nical fields. Personnel experi- 
enced in their field, as well as 
those who have distinguished 
themselves by outstanding per- 
formance, with the adoption of this 
new credit system, will find ad- 
vancement less difficult.

ISMS Training Program 

Ninety-seven officers of the re- 
serve branches of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force medical departments 
participated in the Medical Mili- 
tary Training Program held at the 
Naval Medical School from Oct. 11 
through 22. 

From the Naval Reserve, seven- 
teen Medical Corps, two Medical 
Service Corps, twenty-three Den- 
tal Corps, one Line and two Nurse 
Corps officers were present. Thirty- 
five Army reserve and seventeen 
Air Force reserve officers rounded 
out the total of ninety-seven par- 
ticipants. 

Introductory remarks were made 
by CAPT R. L. Ware, MC, Com- 
manding Officer of the Naval Med- 
ical School, and a welcoming ad- 
dress was made by RADM L. O. 
Stone, MC, Commanding Officer of 
the National Naval Medical Cen- 
ter. 

During the two week training 
period the officers made field trips 
to the National Institutes of Health, 
the Naval Gun Factory and tours 
of the National Naval Medical 
Center. 

Included in the impressive sub- 
jects for study were lectures on 
the medical department’s interest 
in Nuclear Weapons, Psychosomat- 
ic Medicine, Thermal and Cold in- 
juries, Chemical and Biological 
Warfare, the use of Isotopes in 
Medicine. Medical Aspects of Civil 
Defense, and many others perti- 
nent to new developments in mili- 
tary medicine. 

RADM Lamont Pugh, MC, Sur- 
geon General of the Navy, pre- 
sented the closing remarks to the 
symposium. 


Stiff Penalties To 
Be Meted ( )ut for 
AW ( )L Offenses Soon 

The occurence of AWOL offenses 
in the armed forces is expected to 
drop sharply as a result of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s executive order 
setting up stiffer penalties for go- 
ing over the hill. 

The Navy Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral has stated that the new pro- 
visions calling for heavier penal- 
ties will not be put into effect until 
Nov. 1. 

The order amends sections of 
the U. S. Manual for Courts-Mar- 
tial, and among other things, metes 
out dishonorable discharges in 
more cases than before, and pro- 
vides for longer prison terms at 
hard labor for shorter unauthor- 
ized absences. 

Here is a breakdown of the 
changes in maximum punishment 
brought about by the executive 
order: 

Going AWOL from unit, organi- 
zation or other place of duty for 
not more than three days — confine- 
ment at hard labor and forfeiture 
of two-thirds pay per month, not 
to exceed one month. 

For more than three days, but 
less than 30 — confinement at hard 
labor and forfeiture of two-thirds 
pay per month, not to exceed six 
months. 

For more than 30 days — dishon- 
orable discharge, forfeiture of all 
pay and allowances, and confine- 
ment not to exceed one year. 

Previously, the dishonorable dis- 
charge and forfeiture of all pay 
was given out only when a man 
had been AWOL for 60 days or 
more AWOL periods up to 60 days 
previously had a maximum pen- 
alty of three days’ hard labor and 
forfeiture of not more than two 
days’ pay for each day absent. 

Under the new provisions, a man 
who now misses movement of his 
ship, aircraft or unit “through de- 
sign’’ can expect a dishonorable 
discharge, forfeiture of all pay and 
allowances, and confinement at 
hard labor not to exceed one year. 
Previously the confinement was 
limited to six months 

Those who miss their ship or 
outfit “through neglect’’ can get a 
bad conduct discharge, forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances and con- 
finement at hard labor not to ex- 
ceed six months. Up to now, the 
confinement was limited to three 
months. 

The maximum punishments for 
other types of AWOL offenses 
were not changed by the new 
order. 

A new section was written into 
the Manual. It provides that if 
a man is found guilty of an offense 
for which a dishonorable discharge 
is not authorized, he’ll still get a 
dishonorable discharge, forfeit all 
pay and get a year at hard labor 
if he’s had three or more previous 
convictions on his record during 
the previous year.

In ceremonies conducted in the Commanding Officer’s Board Room, 
Alfred M. Vollmert, HMC, USN, was presented with the Commendation 
Ribbon recently. The award was made by RADM L. O Stone CO 
NNMC. 

The commendation reads: “For courageous conduct in saving the 
victim of an exploded mine from possible further injury or death in 

Korea on 7 October 1953. 

“Notified that a Marine had been 
seriously wounded in a densely 
brush-covered mine field. Voll- 
mert, accompanied by two com- 
panions. immediately entered the 
uncharted field in search of the 
victim.

Navy Develops New 
Dog-Tag Type Motor 
I o Check Radiation 

The Navy has developed a spe- 
cial kind of glass which changes 
in color when exposed to atomic 
radiation. 

In the form of “dog tag’’ lockets, 
the glass already has been used to 
monitor personnel against over- 



weapons. 

The Navy said that the glass ap- 
pears likely to fill the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s need for a 
low-cost, easy-to-use device for 
measuring the amount of high-in- 
tensity radiation required to pas- 
teurize or sterilize food and drugs. 

Normally colorless under ultra- 
violet light, it turns orange or 
fluorescent under such light after 
exposure to radiation. 

When used for personnel safety, 
the dog tag meter has a range of 
10 to 600 roentgens (the unit of 
radiation measure), and will not 
show any change of color visible 
to the naked eye. 

However, in experiments on ster- 
ilizing food and drugs, radiation 
intensities ranging up to several 
million roentgens are used. In 
these cases the glass dosimeters 
show changes in color that can be 
seen by the naked eye. 

The chief advantages of the new 
glass arc its low cost and the ease 
with which it can be produced. It

Do You Annoy Your Husband? 

Tti a previous Chaplain s Corner Column, we listed certain annoy- 
ances commonly perpetrated by husbands and which are in the very 
nature of things a source of friction in marriage. We promised to bal- 
ance the score and publish a list of the annoyances by which wives can 
cause friction in their marriages. 

The list is by no means comprehensive. We would like to note that 
we are concerned here with small faults not major offenses as adultery 
or habitual drunkeness. These are calculated not only to disturb the 
smooth running of marital life, but to put a stop to it altogether. They 
are like a monkey wrench thrown into the machinery. We deal here 
with fine grains of sand, which allow the machinery to run, but in a 
grinding, grating sort of way. 

Husbands say that the following are a few of the annoyances by 
which wives can cause friction in their marriages: 

1. Nagging, in any form. “A nagging wife is like a leaky roof,” 
says the wise man in the Bible. Nagging is a fruitful source of discord. 

2. Constant complaining and whining. Wives who are forever 
bewailing their lot generate an atmosphere of complete gloom in the 
home. 

3. Excessive neatness. A man likes to see his home neat and clean, 
but some wives make a fetish out of it. A man should not have to walk 
about his own house in fear and trembling, afraid to put ashes in the ash 
tray lest his wife be upset. 

4. Curiosity. Women have no monopoly on this fault, but husbands 
are likely to feel that their wives are a little too much on the prying 
side. 

5. Talkativeness. There are many times when it is a virtue to be 
cheerfully talkative. But every wife should realize that there may be 
times when a man just isn’t in a talkative mood. 

6. Too much attachment to in-laws. This fault of course works both 
ways. 

7. Too much emotionalism. A woman by nature is more emotional 
than a man, and there can be no fault in the fact itself. What a man 
objects to is for his wife to let herself be so ruled by her emotions that 
she goes on regular emotional binges with floods of tears and all the rest, 
and sometimes doesn’t even know why. 

8. Inability to relax and take it easy. 

Much friction in marriage will be avoided if all concerned will have 
the humility to recognize such faults as immediately concern them, and 
the courage to struggle courageously to overcome them. “Wives be 
subject to your husbands as is becoming in the Lord. Husbands, love 
your wives and do not be bitter towards them.

CDR R. C. Martins, 
Brazilian Doctor, 

Al NNMC for Study 

Renato Campos Martins, Capitao 
de Fragata Md., the Brazilian Navy 
equivalent of our Medical Corps 
Commander, is presently observ- 
ing procedures followed at the 
Blood Bank of the Naval Medical 
School. 

This is Commander Martins’ 
first visit to the United States. He 
will devote the first six months of 
his stay at the National Naval 
Medical Center to work in hema- 
tology, serology, bio-chemistry and 
bacteriology. After that time he 
hopes to study procedures used in 
the hospital adminstration branch. 

When Dr. Martins returns to 
Brazil his first objective will be 
to organize the first blood bank at 
the Naval Central Hospital in Rio 
dc Janeiro. 

Dr. Martins was last at sea in 
1950. In the Brazilian Navy, Medi- 
cal officers with the rank of Com- 
mander and. above are never sent 
to sea. Their duty is confined to 
work in the hospital installations 
ashore. 

For the past two years CDR 
Martins has been in command of 
the corpsman training schools at 
the naval hospitals in Rio. Because 
of the lack of nurses in his country, 
the Doctor states that there are 
very few nurses in the Navy. All 
of the nursing work is undertaken

by the corpsmen, who attend an 
eighteen month course of instruc- 
tion. Most of the technical work 
^ handled by civilians. 

Because of the Doctor’s high rank 
he is highly interested in the or- 
ganization and administration of 
the hospital. In the future his du- 
ties will lie in the administrative 
bianch of the medical corps. 

The Commander was born in Rio 
de Janeiro, and attended the Uni- 
versity of Brazil for six years, 
graduating in 1932 with the degree 
of Diplomate of Medicine. He 
entered the Navy in 1933, and dur- 
ing 1936-7 he took post-graduate 
work at the Institute O-valdo 
Cruz, studying the technical facets 
of laboratory procedures. 


CDR E. P. Cronkite Presented Ribbon 
For Work on Atomic Bomb Victims

On Nov. 5 CAPT Wilbur E. Kellum, MC, USN, Commanding Officer, 
Naval Medical Research Institute, presented the Commendation Ribbon 
with Metal Pendant to CDR Eugene P. Cronkite, MC, USN. The award 
was from the Secretary of the Army. 

CDR Cronkite distinguished himself while serving with an Army, 

Navy, Air Force task force con- 
ducting atomic tests at the Mar- 
shall Islands from March 7 to May 
7, 1954. 

Subsequent to a thermonuclear 
explosion, native and American 
personnel received radiation suf- 
ficient to require immediate action. 
CDR Cronkite was appointed to 
assemble a medical team to pro- 
vide the special treatment. Within 
hours he had selected the person- 
nel and equipment and was under- 


Dr. Fontana Returns 
From European l our: 
Leaves Active Duty 

LT Vincent J. Fontana, MC, 
USNR, Chief of the Allergy Ser- 
vice of the Naval Hospital, Be- 
thesda, accompanied the Deputy 
Secretary of Defense, Robert B. 
Anderson, on his tour of military 
establishments in England and the 
continent, as the physician in the 
party. The Secretary left Wash- 
ington on Sept. 24 and returned 
Oct. 27, 1954. 

During the inspection, tour the 
party visited installations in Ger- 
many, Holland, Australia, Italy, 
Turkey, Greece, France, England 
and Spain.

He is certified by the American 
Board of Pediatrics, and is a mem- 
ber of the American Academy of 
Allergists, the American Federa- 
tion of Clinical Research and the 
American Medical Association. 

CO’s Told To Push 
INew Re-up Program 

Commanding officers of ships and 
stations throughout the Navy have 
been ordered to set up an “aggress- 
sive” reenlistment program within 
each command. 

VADM James L. Holloway, Jr., 
Chief of Naval Personnel, pointed 
out that the re-up rate is well 
below what it should be. He as- 
serted that the declining reenlist- 
ment rate, particularly among 
those completing their first and 
second enlistments, is one of the 
major problems now confronting 
the Navy. 

“1 nless effective action is taken, 
reenlistment rates for the next 
several years will be critically 
low and may adversely affect the 
combat readiness of the Navv ” 
he warned. 

To help cut the nose-diving re- 
enlistment rate the Bureau of Na- 
val Personnel has eased one of its 
reonlistment qualifications. The re 
requirement that those men serv- 
ing in a first enlistment as an E-3 
or below must have passed a ser- 
vice-wide competition exam for 
advancement to E-4 before they 
can reenlist has been dropped '

way to the forward area. His di- 
rection of the project was such that 
all the casualties were able to 
make rapid recovery. 

Doctor Cronkite received his 
M.D. from Stanford University in 
1940, and entered the Medical 
Corps of the Navy in January, 1942. 
He served as hematologist for 
Operation Crossroads, the atomic 
bomb tests at Bikini, and subse- 
quent nuclear tests. He is the 
author of numerous scientific ar- 
ticles on blood and plasma, their 
derivatives and use in military 
medicine, medical effects of atomic 
bombs, effects of ionizing radia- 
tion, etc. 

CDR Cronkite, who has served 
as Head of the Hematology Divi- 
sion at the Naval Medical Research 
Institute since 1946, resigned his 
commission on Sept. 30 to accept 
a position in the Medical Depart- 
ment at the Brookhaven National 
Laboratory in Upton. Long Island.

Probably there’s something wrong with my sense of humor, because 
stories that appeal to me are often received by others in bored silence. 
For instance, the story of the elephant and the mouse. The elephant 
said to the mouse, “You are the puniest, most insignificant creature I 

ever saw. “But I’m not always this little,” the mouse sqeaked, “Fve 
been sick.” 

No doubt it is the theological overtone of that story that appeals 
to me. We are men, of course, and not mice. But it isn’t convincing to 
God to hear one man say, “I’m a lot better than that fellow over there 
who was just sentenced to six years for burglary.” Judging by mouse 
standards, one mouse may be more impressive than another. By hu- 
man standards some men are much better than others. But when 
measured in the divine scale, we are all tiny folks in our pretensions to 
virtue, and in great need of forgiveness. 

Regardless of what kind of animal life we wish to compare ourselves 
with, we must get out into the vast area of eternity and try to see our- 
selves as God sees us. We have to lay aside our claims that we may be 
a little better than some other people. How tiny has been our willingness 
to bear one another’s burdens. (And those who have been bravest in 
bearing burdens are those who most readily acknowledge their failures.) 
How little we have loved one another with such love as Jesus demon- 
strates. 


The trouble with us is that most of us give ourselves a passing 
grade in our self-examination. Reds in Russia truly believe they are 
the good people, who have purged themselves of capitalistic aggression 
and are now working unceasingly to bring heaven on earth. Bank rob- 
bers in our Federal penitentaries believe they have good reason for tak- 
ing action against a social system which hasn’t rewarded them as they 
deserve. And church people are inclined to believe that God must be 
satisfied with us because we give the “top of the barrell” for Church and 
Charity. 


Our claims to virtue should shrivel and disappear when we come to 
faith in the Christ of Calvary. There was committed a crime in which 
the good and evil people shared. The central truth about history and 
humanity is revealed there. We are all in the crowd that crucifies Him. 
As soon as we acknowledge that, the loving mercy of God lifts us up from 
our despair. Then the tide of the new life He has won for us begins 
circulating in our system.

It is a saga of 
the Viking Age in the tenth cen- 
tury and is filled with heroic ad- 
venture, slaughter, piracy and pil- 
lage as the Norse Giants sailed the 
Northern Seas to conquer or be 
conquered. 

Dorothy Roberts has just writ- 
ten her second novel about the 
Knights of the Round Table. 
LAUNCELOT, MY BROTHER is 
the story of the search for the Holy 
Grail and is the story too of 
Luncelot’s love for Guinivere and 
of how a nation was destroyed by 
that love . 

For readers who like a more re- 
cent setting, there is Jere Wheel- 
wright’s THE GRAY CAPTAIN, 
the story of a single Company of 
the Army of North Virginia in 
the Civil War. This is I Company 
of the 2nd Maryland Infantry; 
Captain Stowell is a man of 60, too 
old and tired for the strain of war 
but with an inner strength that 
makes him a magnificent leader. 
Here is war as the men of the 
line fought it with its blisteis, dust, 
fatigue, humor and suffering, writ- 
ten without pretense or sentiment.

^Hgrossman F. C. Osmers Speaks Here 



Summarizing an address on Per- 
sonal Leadership delivered before 
approximately 1,000 Navy Depart- 
ment officers in the Departmental 
Auditorium recently, Admiral Rob- 
ert B. Carney, USN, Chief of Naval 
Operations, said: “First, Navy life 
is a tougher life than it used to be; 
and because it is tougher, leader- 
ship must be of a higher quality 
than ever before. Officers must 
be above criticism in their appear- 
ance, in their deportment, in the 
matter of professional qualifica- 
tions, and in their relationships 
with their subordinates. No officer 
who is sloppy in his demeanor, his 
performance of duty, or his ap- 
pearance is measuring up to the 
standard. 

Every officer must measure up 
to the requirements of the billet 
to which he is assigned. The 
reserve officer must accept the 
extra load to fully qualify in a 
shorter time and with less training 
than is vouchsafed the regular. 
The regular officer must assume 
the heavy responsibility of perfec- 
tion, in performance and in dedi- 
cation to his service. 

“Within the regular component 
continued emphasis must be given 
to the development of the well- 
rounded career officer, the type 
that will provide judgment and 
breadth of view based on wide and 
varied experience. It is no less im- 
portant to provide adequate in- 
centive to the people who are spe- 
cializing. Exceptional contributions 
and outstanding contributions at 
all levels and in all branches of 
the Navy, as in civilian life, must 
he adequately rewarded if our best 
brains are to be kept on the cut- 
ting edge of progress. 

“Second, when we look about us 
in this era of technological transi- 
tioning surely we must conclude 
that in spite of the hard schedule 
and the hours involved, that some- 
thing electric is in the air; and 
that sailors are privileged 

to w*ork in 'one of the most in- 
vesting; diversified and promising 
professions' of today. 

“Third, individual opportunity is 
there to be grasped by him who 
has the industriousness, the wit, 
and the tenacity of purpose to 
strive for it. The Navy is not a 
pliilanthropical organization for 
the security of the individual, but 
it does offer advantages of security 
in some measure compensating for 
the benefits that civilian life might 
offer to us. Fundamentally, how- 
ever, the Navy is a highly com- 
petitive organization — and it should 
be War is highly competitive; we 
are trying to train people to en- 
dure the hardships and strains of 
war and we would be doing our- 
selves and our country a disser- 
vice to adopt measures which 
would soften the fiber of men in 
uniform. The Navy should be 
highly competitive and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, marked success in any 
walk of life is ensured only by 
stiff competition. 

“In conclusion, I would say to 
you that I believe the Navy enjoys 
a good position with the people 
of the United States today. It is 
a complex and swiftly-moving pro- 
fession wh ch constitutes a chal- 
lenge to the best that a man has 
offer. It offers line goals for

The Navy is conducting a study, 
under CAPT Philip W. Snyder, 
Commander of the Boston Naval 
Shipyard, to determine how the 
wrong steam pipes were installed 
in the newly commissioned Nau- 
tilus. 

The same defective piping which 
must be replaced in the Nautilus 
has been discovered in the land 
prototype of the power plant of 
the second atom -powered sub. 

That prototype, at West Milton, 
N.Y., is being built by Electric 
Boat, builders of the Nautilus and 
of the second sub, the Sea Wolf. 
The lines in the land prototype of 
the Nautilus power plant also are 
being checked, although that 
plant, in central Idaho, has been

Now Chief at NSHA 
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LCDR B. E. llcuer 
Loaves Service for 
Civilian Pastorship 

LCDR Bernard E. Heuer, CHC, 
USNR, will preach his final ser- 
mon at NNMC on Nov. 28 at the 
Morning Divine Worship Service. 
The Chaplain returns to civilian 
life where he has accepted a call 
as pastor of St. John’s Lutheran 
Church, Greenville, Ohio.

On Tuesday, November 16, 1954, 
HM1 William J. Weir, an instruc- 
tor at NSHA, changed both his 
uniform and his rate designation 
to HMCA. HMC Weir has the dis- 
tinction of being the only repre- 
sentative of the NNMC to join the 
ranks of the Navy’s Chief Petty 
Officers at this time. The advance- 
ment was made as the result of 
the competitive examinations held 
last February. 

The new Chief entered the Navy 
in New York City on February 2, 
1938. After World War II, he left 
the Navy and joined the Merchant 
Marine as a Lieutenant. He at- 
tended Rutgers University and was 
employed as an accountant by the 
Huffman & Boyle Furniture Co., 
Hackensack, N. J. He returned to 
the Navy in February, 1951. 

After his return to the Navy, 
Chief Weir served with a Marine 
Rifle Company during the Korean 
Campaign. His most unusual ex- 
perience in the Navy, however, oc- 
curred while he was serving aboard 
the USS Redfish (SS 395) when 
the vessel, participating in an Arc- 
tic Expedition in 1952, went within 
400 miles of the North Pole, further 
north in the Pacific Ocean than any 
other Navy ship has ever been. 

In addition to the USS Redfish, 
Chief Weir has also served aboard 
the USS Nashville, USS New York, 
USS Denebola, USS Widgeon, USS 
Sunfish, and with the 6th Def. Bn., 
during World War II, and with the 
1st Mar Div, FMF, during the Ko- 
rean war.

Fieri Reserve Assn. 

Calls for 6 Percent 
Servicemen’s Raise 

During the annual convention of 
the Fleet Reserve Association held 
in San Diego more than 1400 dele- 
gates unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution calling for a six-percent 
across-the-board pay increase for 
all service personnel. 

In addition to the six-percent 
pay increase, resolutions were 
adopted calling for: 

(1) Granting to retired military 
personnel the same income tax ex- 
emptions received by all other 
government employees. 

(2) Passage of a new medical 
care program for dependents of 
servicemen, both active and re- 
tired. 

(3) Ex-enlisted men serving 
under temporary commissions to 
retire after 20 years in the highest 
rank satisfactorily held. 

(4) Trailer owners to collect 
mileage allowance in lieu of trans- 
portation of family and household 
goods. 

(5) A bill to insure that “ser- 
vice benefits, other than pay” that 
are in effect upon enlistment 
would be in effect upon discharge. 

(6) Allowing servicemen to pass 
along unused GI Bill education 
benefits to their children. 

(7) Congress to re-establish the 
practice of an official “Navy Day” 
each year.

Modern Sweepers To 
Seek Pressure Mines 

The Navy is developing a mod- 
ern mine sweeper equipped with 
electronic equipment to locate pres- 
sure mines at the bottom of the 
sea. 

The pressure mine — a German 
invention acquired by Russia after 
WWII — rests on the ocean lloor. It 
is detonated when a ship passing 
over reduces the water pressure. 

The first of the 144-foot, 358- ton 
mine hunter class is being built at 
an estimated cost of $1,728,107 by 
the Consolidated Shipbuilding 
Corp., New York City. The wood- 
en-hull ship will be designed for 
mass production in the event of 
war. (AFPS)

Later he returned to the 
Navy as a LTJG, MC, USNR, on 
March 4, 1948, and became “regular 
Navy” Sept. 10, 1949. 

During his service career, the 
stockily-built LT has had duty at 
USNH, Long Beach, Calif.; USNH, 
St. Albans, N.Y.; aboard the USS 
Norton Sound and USS Juneau, and 
as an intern at Long Beach NH. 

He went on an experimental 
guided missile cruise to the equa- 
tor aboard the Norton Sound in 
1950 and saw service on the Juneau 
during the Korean War. 

The 36-year-old Californian has 
played several years of service bas- 
ketball and also has been on Navy

The USS Forrestal, the world’s 
largest combat vessel, will be 
launched Dec. 11 at Newport News, 
Va. Mrs. James V. Forrestal, wid- 
ow of the first U.S. Secretary of 
Defense, will sponsor the attack 
aircraft carrier named for her hus- 
band. 

The 1,036-ft. Forrestal, the first 
of a new and larger class of fast 
attack carriers, will be launched 
by flooding the graving dock where 
her keel was laid July 14, 1952, at 
the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Drydock Co. 

The commissioning date for the 
$200,000,000 warship has been ten- 
tatively set for the fall of 1955. 

Secretary of the Navy Charles 
S. Thomas will deliver the princi- 
pal address at the launching. 

With a crew of 466 officers and 
3,360 men, the carrier will carry 
about 90 planes. She is equipped 
to fuel both jet and propeller-driv- 
en aircraft. She has a standard 
displacement of 59,650 tons and 
can make a speed of more than 30 
knots. 

The Forrestal will have four 
deck elevators, an island acoustic- 
ally constructed to block out ex- 
ternal noise and an enclosed bow 
for improved sea-worthiness. The 
super-carrier will also have a 
canted deck to permit simultan- 
eous take-offs and landings, four 
steam catapults and air condition- 
ed quarters. The flight deck is 252 
feet wide

Dec. 15 Declared 
Safe Driving Day 
Throughout Land 


December 15, 1954 has been de- 
clared “S-D Day” or “Safe Driving 
Day.” Sponsored by the Presi- 
dent’s Action Committee for Traf- 
fic Safety in cooperation with var- 
ious national organizations, it is a 
day to demonstrate that traffic ac- 
cidents can be reduced materially 
when all motorists and pedestrians 
do their part. 

The purpose of S-D Day is to 
show that motorists and pedes- 
trians can eliminate traffic acci- 
dents by their own actions. By 
asking everyone in every state and 
community to join in a 24-hour 
demonstration, dramatic and con- 
vincing results can be achieved. 

S.D. Day will demonstrate that 
the place to attack the traffic safety 
problem is in the community, and 
that the responsibility rests upon 
each individual. It will implant in 
the minds of all motorists and pe- 
destrians the realization that, if 
they can greatly reduce accidents 
on S-D Day, they can do so every 
day in the year.

It isn’t unique in itself that CAPT Kirn should watch a team on 
which he once played, but CAPT Kirn didn’t sit in the stands, he sat 
in a wheelchair next to the players’ bench. Two decades ago “Bullet 

Lou” Kirn was a halfback for the 
Midshipmen during the 1929-30 
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The Board of Directors of the 
Navy Mutual Aid Association on 
November 19, 1954 voted to pay a 
$500 terminal dividend to the des- 
ignated beneficiary of any member 
whose death shall occur after 1200 
EST on that date.

2W basis and is in excellent finan- 
cial condition. This action by the 
Directors was based on the recom- 
mendations of two independent ac- 
tuaries who have just completed a 
comprehensive survey of the Asso- 
ciation’s operations. Future divi- 
dends will be determined annually 
by the Board of Directors.

During this time he has been 
cared for by a special watch 24 
hours a day, and for the past three 
months his constant companion 
during his waking hours has been 
Carl VV. Blanton. 

Blanton has had the privilege 
of watching a sick man, his patierit 
— for no one is closer to the pa- 
tient than the hospital corpsman — 
slowly take his first tentative step 
after months in bed. Watch him 
as unused muscles slowly began to 
re-assume their previous useful- 
ness. 

The 21-year-old HN is married 
to the former Miss Ivonne Fennell 
of Minot, N.D<» who was previously 
an enlisted Wave. 

Blanton met his wife-to-be while 
they were both attending Hospital 
Corps School at Bainbridge, Md., 
and they were married shortly 
after.

The famous sports adage, “the 
team that won’t be beat, can’t be 
beat,” in a singular sense, displays 
exactly the true spirit of CAPT 
Kirn. 

Today CAPT Kirn, a noted WW- 
II pilot in the Pacific, is recovering 
from a rare disease, known only 
as Guillain-Barre disease. 

There have been only a relative- 
ly few cases of the disease — named 
for two doctors who made a study 

R and the number of survivors 
is even fewer. 

The same indomitable fortitude 
which helped him crash through 
football lines in the thirties, has 
brought him through the most ser- 
ious phases of this rare paralysis 
He gives high credit to the battery 
of doctors, nurses and hospital 
corpsmen who attended him. 

March 1 of this year CAPT Kirn 
was admitted to the hospital after 
finding he couldn't squeeze the 
tooth paste tube as he tried to 
brush his teeth. 

Within 48 hours he was com- 
pletely paralyzed. An emergency 
tracheotomy was performed soon 
after. Then as the paralysis ad-

Crew’s Library : 


Service Topics for 
Sea sorts Reading 


Right now when your thoughts 
are all on Christmas and what will 
be put into your Christmas stock- 
ing, might be a good time to ask 
this conundrum: “How is Crew’s 
Library like Santa Claus?” The 
answer is, “It ain’t!” That jovial, 
old gentleman comes to you only 
once a year, arriving with great 
fanfare and sleighbells ringing 
while the Book cart comes over a 
hundred times a year, very qui- 
etly and unceremoniously, leaving 
as much of its load at your bedside 
as you care to choose. 

Among the new books to be 
found on the cart, are several of 
great interest to Navy men: 

Theodore Taylor, himself a Navy 
man, has written THE MAGNIFI- 
CENT MITSCHER, the story of 
that “tough, taciturn fighter” 
whose carriers led the attack across 
the Pacific. We get a picture of 
Mitscher the man, whose life was 
an exciting human adventure, as 
well as the growth of naval avia- 
tion in which he was one of the 
pioneers. 

Another book covering another 
phase of the battle of the Pacific 
but written from a completely dif- 
ferent angle, is SUNK, by Mochit- 
sura Hashimoto, one of the four 
surviving commanders of the Jap- 
anese submarine fleet. It contains 
incredible stories of lack of equip- 
ment, especially of radar, of tor- 
pedo rationing, and outmoded 
strategy as well as giving us fas- 
cinating glimpses of Japanese psy- 
chology. 

In Morison’s history of U.S. Na- 
val operations in World War II, 
Volume nine has just been receiv- 
ed. Called SICILY, SALERNO, 
ANZIO, it continues the stoiy of 
the Atlantic war begun in Volume 
two and covers the period from 
January 1943 to June 1944, when 
the Navy distinguished itself in 
landing the Army and in support- 
ing the troops fighting ashore with 
gunfire. This volume is full of con- 
troversial subjects and the author’s 
conclusion is that the Italian cam- 
paign and the whole Sicilian oper- 
ation was ill conceived but that, 
like the Wilderness Campaign of 
1864, “was fought because it had 
to be fought.”

power of the fleet. It is further 
expected to cut down on the losses 
among the first assault waves of 
marines or soldiers in an attack 
on enemy land from the sea. 

The ship, which arrived here 
under tow from Seattle, will un- 
dergo conversion at the San Fran- 
cisco Naval Shipyard at Hunter’s 
Point in early April 1955. 

Work on the ship will involve 
removal of conventional topside 
aircraft handling gear, replacing 
two small elevators with a single 
large one to handle heavier loads, 
and construction of greatly en- 
larged troop quarters. 

The number of jeep carriers to 
be converted into assault helicop- 
ter transports has not yet been 
determined. There are 34 in the 
Reserve Fleet.

The word “Christmas” comes originally from the two

Perhaps the most characteristic single feature of Christ™ • 
the decorating of the Christmas tree, a custom which original 
in Germany more than three hundred years ago. The ° 
set up fir trees in their parlors and decorated them with apDl P ' e 
wafers, paper roses, gold foil, and sweets. A star was placed t 
the top of the tree to represent the star that guided the Thr 
Wise Men. Christmas trees were not generally used in England 
until 1846. when Queen Victoria and Prince Albert made them 
fashionable. 

The custom of placing a lighted candle in the window on 
Christmas Eve comes from rural Austria. The people placed this 
lierht so that the Christ Child might not stumble as he passed 
through the village. 

It is thought that the legend of Santa Claus had its origin 
in Nichols, Bishop of Myra, who lived in the fourth centurv 
After his death he became the patron saint of several cities and 
later the special patron saint of children. St. Nicholas’ Day was 
originally celebrated about the middle of December as a chil- 
dren’s festival. Santa Claus is known by various names: St 
Nicholas, in Holland; Kris Kringle, in Germany; Pere Noel, in 
France; and so on. 

The belief that Santa Claus comes down the chimney devel- 
oped from the old English custom of sweeping down the chimney 
at New Year’s in order to bring good luck upon the house. 

In the time of the Roman Empire, gifts were given at New 
Year’s as charms for the new year. It was thought that if the 
beginning of the year was auspicious, the entire year would be 
favorable. 

Decorating with greens at Christmas time is also a survival 
of ancient practices. The statues of their gods were ornamented 
with evergreen as. a symbol of everlasting life. Holly was used 
as a decoration in England because the thorny leaves represented 
the thorns which Christ wore on the cross and the little red 
berries symbolized the drops of blood. The Druids and the an- 
cient Celts had great reverance for the mistletoe, which was used 
in many kinds of healing, and they made an important ceremony 
of collecting the mistletoe for the festival of the winter solstice. 

The custom of hanging up a stocking on Christmas Eve comes 
from Holland. Little Dutch boys and girls place all the wooden 
shoes of the family in front of the fireplace for St. Nicholas to 
fill. Americans improved on this custom by substituting a stock- 
ing for a shoe.

An Army-Navy-Air Force team 
of medical technicians, headed by 
Dr. Herman I. Chin of the USAF 
School of Aviation Medicine, has 
embarked on a four-month experi- 
ment to find a good cure for “mo- 
tion sickness.” 

The team, actually, will embark 
10 times aboard trans-Atlantic 
troop transports and will test 11 
new drugs with the help of some 
10,000 volunteers. 

The team, backed by the Defense 
Department, is seeking a drug 
which will give maximum pro- 
tection against motion sickness 
without any side effects. Drugs 
used in the past have produced 
drowsiness, dry mouth, headaches 
and blurred vision. 

All branches of the Armed Forc- 
es are interested in the project. 
The AF will be able to collect data 
that would take months to collect 
in aircraft. The cost will be negli- 
gible because the troop ships have 
to make the crossings anyway. 

Dr. Chinn, an experienced stu- 
dent of motion sickness, was the 
winner of the 1950 Armed Forces 
Welcome Award for his research 
in this field. 

He has, incidentally, never been 
seasick or airsick. (AFPS)

The Chaplain’s Corne 
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When you are discharged from 
the Navy or are released to in- 
active duty, there are many things 
you should do. Some of these are 
voluntary but others are required. 

1. You should file a claim with 
the VA for any disability compen- 
sation you may be eligible for 
whether you intend to accept it or 
not. This action will put you on 
record with the VA and will ex- 
pedite any claim you or your de- 
pendents may make later. 

2. Have your discharge or sep- 
aration papers photostated and no- 
tarized. Keep your original papers 
in a safe place and use your photo- 
static copies. You’ll find that ap- 
plying for you* benefits will be 
easier and quicker because in al- 
most all cases you have to attach 
a copy of your papers to your ap- 
plication. 

3. Arrange to apply for new in- 
surance, resume or convert your 
old government policies and make 
arrangements to start paying 
premiums within 120 days. 

4. Find out what provisions of 
the Korean G.I. Bill you may be 
eligible for and familiarize your- 
self with all deadline dates involv- 
ed. Advisors of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration or of veterans organ- 
izations will be able to help you. 
Remember to use your C-number 
when contacting the VA. 

5. Apply within 90 days for re- 
employment if you intend to seek 
your old job. The government 
generally assures you that the job 
you left to go into service is yours 
after you get out. 

6. Register within 10 days (un- 
less you attained age 26 years on 
or before 30 August 1948) at your 
local draft board. This is a must 
because under law your draft 
board must know at all times any 
personal information which would 
have a bearing on your draft status. 
Actually, the idea is to give you a 
selective service classification so 
that you’ll know how you stand 
under present draft laws. 

7. Look into the reserve pro- 
grams and find your obligations 
under them. In general, if you’ve 
gone on active duty since 19 June 
1951, and have served less than 3 
years on active duty, you have an 
eight year military obligation. 
You’re automatically in the reserve 
when you get out of uniform for 
the period of time between eight 
years and your active duty time.

Idle Remark of 
Five Years Ago 
Becomes Reality 

The contributions of a young 
laboratory technician loaned to the 
Osaka National University, Osaka, 
Japan, for the purpose of indoc- 
trinating technicians in the Medi- 
cal School’s Central Clinical Lab- 
oratory, has attracted much atten- 
tion among medical circles in 
Japan. Behind the scenes there is 
the story of a friendship that de- 
veloped between Dr. Toru Miyaji, 
pathologist at Osaka National Uni- 
versity, and William L. Jones, 
HM1, of the U. S. Navy Fleet Epi- 
demic Disease Control Unit No. 
Two. 

Dr. Miyaji was invited to the 
American National Cancer Labora- 
tory in Sep. 1949. While in the Unit- 
ed States, he lived in a suburb of 
Washington, and next door to 
Jones. They became acquainted and 
gradually a friendship developed. 
One day Dr. Miyaji asked Jones in 
a joking way to come to Japan to 
help him set up a laboratory on. 
the same pattern as the National 
Naval Medical Center. Jones an- 
swered, “sure — any time.” 

Since that time, the Laboratory 
at Osaka University has material- 
ized and quite by chance Jones was 
assigned to the Far East. When 
Dr. Miyaji learned of this, he asked 
the proper authorities if Jones 
might help him set up the labora- 
tory procedures. Permission was 
granted and a casual remark made 
five years previously became a 
reality. 

While in Osaka, Jones taught 
the medical technicians methods he 
had learned as a Naval Laboratory 
Technician. These methods, as 
Dr. Miyaji explained, “were found 
more accurate and simple than had 
been carried out in this country 
hitherto”; Jones . . .“has done a 
three month's job in one month, 
making the almost impossible pos- 
sible, despite the barrier of lan- 
guage.”

Med. Technicians 
May Get Credit on 
Civilian Degrees 

An experimental project that 
may help enlisted medical person- 
nel obtain civilian professional 
credit for their service experience 
is ready to get underway. 

Detailed questionnaires will he 
sent to 15,000 technicians in Armed 
Forces medical facilities started 
about Feb. 1. The answers will he 
studied to determine whether med- 
ical technicians are interested in 
continuing in similar work in ci- 
vilian life. 

If enough of them express in- 
terest in immediate employment 
in the field in which they gained 
military experience, the National 
League for Nursing will try to ar- 
range credit for them toward a 
nursing certificate or diploma. 

The League also will try to set 
standards whereby enlisted medi- 
cal personnel can, upon their dis- 
charge, be employed at salaries in 
keeping with their military train- 
ing and experience. 

In 1952 the League conducted an 
informal study of 6000 Navy hos- 
pital ( orpsmen and found that 
almost II) percent them would like 
to remain in the health field as 
civilians, but were reluctant to do 
so because they receive no profes- 
sional recognition for their mill 
tary experience. (AFPS)

Grantland Rice Story 
For Sports Readers 

All of our sports fans will be 
interested in a new book called 
THE TUMULT AND THE SHOUT- 
ING, Grantland Rice’s autobiogra- 
phy. Included with his own story, 
are affectionate reminiscences of 
players, coaches and sports writ- 
ers. From his first great story of 
Ty Cobb, we follow his enthusi- 
asms through the years as he in- 
terviews Walter Hagen, Bobby 
Jones, Bill Tilden, Jack Dempsey, 
Jim Thorpe and Babe Ruth, as 
well as many others, many of 
whom he encouraged and built up 
to national sports heroes. Rice has 
been called “the evangelist of fun” 
and his joy in living and his phil- 
osophy of valuing the game for its 
own sake make his story worth 
while reading. 

Another new autobiography is 
Ben Hecht’s, A CHILD OF THE 
CENTURY; to read it is to spend 
hours in the company of a bril- 
liant, unpredictable, original think- 
er. He writes about every subject 
that ever interested him: love, 
money, religion, God and country, 
Hollywood, journalism. You may 
violently disagree with him at 
times, but you will always enjoy 
his opinions and you will never 
find him dull. 

Fulton Oursler’s stories and ar- 
ticles have been brought together 
by his friends in an inspirational 
book called LIGHTS ALONG THE 
SHORE. The subjects included 
have a wide range of interests and 
give us a sampling of Oursler’s 
insight and beliefs. This enter- 
t a i n i n g and enlightening book 
serves well as a memorial to 
Oursler.

Your Income Tax 

1954 Returns Are 
Due on April 15 

(This is the first in a series of 
articles on filing Federal income 
tax returns for the year 1954 ) 

In August 1954, Congress enacted 
into law a new Internal Revenue 
Code which revised existing in- 
come tax statutes in several ways. 
One change is an extra month add- 
ed to the deadline for filing income

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soon be here and many servicemen 
and their families are beginning to 
sit down to compute their 1954 in- 
come tax bills. 

The NNMC News will present 
during the next four issues a series 
of articles prepared by the Armed 
B'orces Press Service reviewing the 
more important aspects of filing an 
income tax form and how service- 
men can best benefit from provi- 
sions in the new code. 

Under the law, all persons who 
earn $600 or more or who have had 
income tax withheld from their 
wages although they were under 
$600 must file an income tax re- 
turn. This includes those who are 
self-employed, minors, professional 
persons, working wives, servicemen 
and pensioners. Those who earn 
under $600 and had tax withheld 
should file in order to have the tax 
money returned to them. 

About the only exceptions are 
enlisted men and warrant officers 
while serving in a combat zone or 
hospitalized outside the zone for a 
period of 180 days as a result of 
wounds, sickness or injury which 
occurred in the zone. 

The forms used in filing income 
tax returns are 1040 A and 1040— the 
so-called short form and long form 
respectively. Form 1040A is ordi- 
narily used if income is less than 
$5,000 and if not more than $100 of 
it came from a source not subject 
to withholding tax, such as divi- 
dends, interest, prizes, odd jobs and 
the like. No money is sent to the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue along 
with the form 1040A. 

Form 1040 is used by taxpayers 
who are not authorized to use 
1040A or choose not to do so. By 
using 1040. the tax is computed by 
the individual through the use of a 
tax table or a tax rate schedule. If 
any money is owed to the govern- 
ment above the tax withheld, it is 
sent along with the form. 

Most single persons with only one 
source of income use the short form 
whereas most heads of households 
and those with exceptional deduc- 
tions or exemptions use the long 

form. Married couples have tht 
option of filing either a joint return

Enlisted Schooling 
Policies Overhauled 
Al NDS Conference 

The conference of the adminis- 
trator* of dental technicians schools 
held at the Naval Dental School 
NNMC. in December, covered a 
number of important matters in 
the field of enlisted training. One 
of the moat important of these was 
a recommendation that Class A 
school graduates be permitted to 
go directly into Class C prosthetic 
schools without any Intervening 
duty, and that a class be convened 
in the Class C schools every three 
months instead of every six months 
as in the past. 

Thu would have a number of 
advantages first. Class A gradu- 
ote*. selected by aptitude test, will 
go directly into Class C school with 
study habits formed and motiva- 
tion high Second, the Navy will 
have the advantage of their ser- 
vices for a longer time Third, by 
graduating a class every three 
months, the "feast and famine" 
periods caused by graduating a 
class only every six months will be 
avoided 

It b planned to convene the first 
class of thb type In April. 1999

Med. School CO, Becomes Surgeon General

On Feb fl, 19S5, the Senate 
confirmed President Eisenhow- 
er’s appointment of Rear Ad- 
miral Bartholomew W HoRan, 
MC. USN as Surgeon General 
of the Navy and Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery. to succeed Rear Admiral 
H. Lamont Pugh. MC. USN 

The new Surgeon General is the 
third to be appointed to this of- 
fice while serving as Deputy Sur- 
geon Crneral and Assbtant Chief 
of the Bureau The first to be so 
appointed was P J GorwiU. whose 
term of office was from IMS to 
IB®, and the second was Rear 
Admiral Pugh, who took hb oath 
of office January 29. 1931. 

Before succeding Rear Admiral 
Clarence J. Brown. MC. USN. on 
May I. 1994 as Assistant Chief of 
the Bureau and Deputy Surgeon 
General. Admiral Hogan served 
simultaneously as Fleet Medical 
Officer. Staff, Commander in Chief. 
U S. Pacific Fleet, and Chief of 
SUIT fc»T Medical Matter to the 
Commander In Chief. Pacific 

A veteran of over 29 year* Naval 
service, he has served In countless 
capacities both in the United 
States and abroad. 

He was formerly ExecuUve Of- 
ficer of the Naval HosplUI here 
from June 1M? to Nov 1949: re- 
turning la 1990. hr commanded 
the Naval Medical School until 
July 1991 when he became Com- 
manding Officer of the Naval Hos- 
pital. 

He continued to serve in that 
capacity until July. 1993 when he 
assumed the duties as Pacific Fleet 
Surgeon. 

Admiral Hogan is a Fellow of 
the American Medical Association. 
American College of Physicians, 
and American Psychiatric Associ- 
ation. A diplomate of the Ameri- 
can Board of Psychiatry and Neu- 
rology. a member of the Ameri- 
can College of Hospital Adminis- 
trator*. a member of the House of 
Delegates of the American Hos- 
pital Association, and a member of 
the House of Delegates of the 
American Medical Association. 

He is an Examiner for the Amer- 
ican Board of Psychiatry and Neu- 
rology and an Associate Professor 
of Psychiatry. Georgetown Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. Wash- 
ington. D. C 

In 1949 he received the Honor- 
ary Degree of Doctor of Laws 
from Mt. Saint Mary's College. 
Kmmitsburg, Maryland, and an 
Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
Law* from Vlilanova College In 
June. 1994. 


During World War II. Admiral 
Hogan served as Senior Medical 
Officer aboard the USS Wasp He 
was aboard that carrier when she 
was torpedoed and *unk by a Jap- 
anese submarine on September 18. 
1942. For heroic service during 
th*s action he (then Commander) 
received the Silver Star Medal. 

Also, for outstanding heroism on 
th< same day after the personnel 
of the Wasp had been rescued 
from flaming oil-covered sea by 
the USS Duncan. Admiral Hogan, 
in spite of serious bums on both 
hards and several fractured rite. 
Immediately took active charge of 
caring for the many pamfullv in- 
jured earned aboard the Duncan. 
For this action he was awarded the 
Navy and Mannc Corps Medal.

An experimental col..,-’ radar s< i 
that shows plane* and land 
In two colors has been umvtled b> 

the Navy. 

Developed by the Chroma It. 
Television Laboratory. Inc. llu 
was built around a tub*- ong.n l!* 
designed for color TV The 
produce* two colors on a screen, 
but scientists said a third could be 
produced without a great techni- 
cal difficulty. 

Ordinary monochrome radar sets 
produce only one color on their 
wrrens. but the color model *ho*** 
airplanes as bright orange dot* 
traveling over ehartreuse colored 
land areas. 

The color is made possible by 
using basic principle* that go vein 
color television. The set is rigg.-d 
so that planes at high levels pr*»- 
duce an orange color on the screen, 
while those traveling at low alti- 
tudes show up in a green hue 

One set enlist said that color ra- 
dar* advantage over monochrome 
has not been fully established hut 
it does give greater visual aid to 
the radar operator. The *el h even

It is a world of Goliath and Sampson and Gulliver ns opposed to David and th* 
Lilliputians It is a world of things at "the beginning ", where all is new and 
undoubtedly awesome, to its inhabitants This. thrn. is T-5 where the new- 
born infants of servicemen receive their introduction into a new world. 

The word "nursery" today U almost synonymous with "woman" Wc 
somehow immediately identify "new baby” with "new mother", “nursery 
with "nurse” Four young men of the Naval Hospital, however, can qualify 
for the position of "nurse to new infants” The versatile Hospital Corpsmen 
rub elbow's with the best nurse* when it comes to feeding, changing and 
generally caring for the little tykes. These husky men present a strange con- 
trast to the minute charges in their care as they deftly maneuver diaper* inti' 
place, feed and weigh them. 

The first reaction a corpsman has upon being assigned to the nursery u a 
slight case of jitters about working with such tiny people, and u bit of em- 
barrassment at the thought. Both soon disappear as the hew man becomes 
orientated to his new job. Soon, among the mcle of voices yelling for their 
dinner, he discovers that first one and then another of the tiny tykes become* 
distinguishable from the rest A rorpsman * education In this "young" art 
starts on his Aist day when he is taught the "how" and. more practicably, 
shown the "why". 

' After awhile”, stated one of the Corpsmen. "the job becomes more than 
Just another Job. You gain real interest in the babes and. well, it s Just like 
the popular song says, they 'have the town in a whirl'. ' 

Said another. "This is an era when wc hear constantly that woman is 
invading th man's world. Here we are working the reverse.” And. we might 
add. quite well, too. 

A typical day in these corpsmen's lives would be assisting the doctor with 
physical examinations and procedures, the admitting of the new -born which 
includes a visual survey for abnormalities. weighing, bathing, and taking of 
measurements of chest, abdomen, head and over-all length, and. for each 
newcomer, and an introduction Into modern medicine — a shot of Vitamin K 

We cannot sum up the article more forcefully than by this quote: "Besides 
being an interesting — if somewhut noisy — job, it is a good preparation for 
the future birth of our own little ones."

The arrival of these first Egyp- 
tian students is an important ex- 
ample of what can be done under 
the “Atomic Power for Peace” 
program which President Eisen- 
hower presented before the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions on December 8, 1953. 

These Egyptian scientists will 
study the use of radioisotopes in 
this country. It is planned to ex- 
pand the Egyptian project to in- 
clude the use of radioisotopes in 
other fields such as agriculture 
and industry. Assisting in this 
program will be many universities 
throughout the country. Over 


Laboratory will be purchased by 
the Egyptian government and as- 
sembled at the National Naval 
Medical Center in order that the 
trainees may operate their unit as 
a team for a period of three or 
four weeks before leaving for 
Cairo. 

Under present planning the Lab- 
oratory will be set up and in work- 
ing order in the Egyptian National 
Research Council building by July 
1 , 1955. 

In June Dr. Looney, Mr. Martin 
Colodzin, Radiation Physicist with 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Robert Wagner, HM1. radioisotope 
repairman in the Radioisotopes 
Laboratory of the Naval Medical 
Center, and Paul Novak, HMC, 
radioisotopes technician, will ac- 
company the trainees to Egypt 
to set up the laboratory.

The Chaplain on the USS Saipan (CVL-48) used to tell about the 
Prankish “gremlins” who bothered the aircraft pilots during World 
War II.

Purpose of the experiment is to 
find out if Navy cargo planes can 
be maintained by private firms 
without cost to the government 
and yet be immediately available 
in time of national emergency.

The group is made up of seven 
people, representing each of the six 
commands of the station Chair- 
man of the Committee is HMC 
James T. Chandler. Other mem- 
bers are: HMC Melvin Runkel, 
HMC T. F. Williams, HMC William 
J. Fenton, Jr., DTI D. G. Zaia, 
HM1 Harvey C. Schubert and 
PNSN Mary Lou Cox. 

The above people are your rep- 
resentatives. They are working for 
you. So, if you have any sugges- 
tions, it is they whom you should 
see. 

Chief Chandler, the Chairman, 
is from NMRI where he works in 
the Submarine and Diving Medi- 
cine Division. The Chief is in 
charge of the enlisted section there. 
Besides the Chairmanship of the 
Recreation Committee, he is the 
President of the CPO Mess and 
presides at the Club’s Board of 
Governors meeting. When the 
husky Texan was asked what he 
hoped to see accomplished by the 
Committee, he answered, “I hope 
to see the intramural program con- 
tinued at its present high peak of 
efficiency and to give maximum 
recreation on what funds we have 
to spend.”

HMC Stork of NMS 
Leaves Navy on 20 
To Become Student

March 1st marks an unforgetable 
event in the life of HMC James 
Mathew Stock, who concludes his 
twenty years and transfers to the 
Fleet Reserve on that date. The 
Chief has had a colorful career 
which actually began with his 
birth in Garden City, Missouri. 
When he was two years old, the 
family moved to Colorado and re- 
mained there until 1927, at which 
time the family again moved, this 
time to Wendell, Idaho. He was 
graduated from Wendell High 
School in 1934 and enlisted in the 
Navy at Boise, Idaho in 1935 
He went to San Diego for Boot 
Camp and IICS. Being one of five 
honor men in Corps School enab- 
led him a tour of duty at Mare 
Island Naval Hospital where he 
worked as an OR Tech for two 
years. He was then transferred 
to the USS Relief for a tour at 
sea. After completion of his sea 
duty, he was transferred to the 
Pharmacy-Chemistry school at the 
old Naval Medical School in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The three top men, Chief Stock 
included, were chosen for a course 
in analytical chemistry. After 
graduation from the Chemistry 
course in June of 1940, he remain- 
ed at NMS for duty and took night 
courses at George Washington 
University in Quantitative, Quali- 
tative and Organic Chemistry. 

In 1942 he was ordered to a mine 
sweeper and spent two years in 
the Pacific. In June of 1944 he 
was sent back to the States and 
appointed Warrant Pharmacist. He 
then went to the USNH, Yosemite, 
California as Property Officer. 
Upon leaving there, he had a short

tour aboard an APA before be- 
coming the Asst. Receiving Offi- 
cer at the Medical Supply Depot 
in Oakland. At this time, he was 
appointed to Chief Warrant. 

In October 1947, he reverted 
back to CPO and was ordered to 
USNH, Honolulu, T.H.. for duty 
In the latter part of 1948, he came 
back to NMS and was assigned as 
Leading Chief of the General 
Chemistry Department and later 
as an Instructor in General Chem- 
istry School He received orders 
to the USS Repose in 1951 and 
upon his departure was awarded 
a commendation for the outstand 
mg performance of his duties while 
here at NMS. While awaiting the 
Repose in San Francisco, the Chief 
bought a home in Hayward, Cali- 
fornia, and settled his family 
there while he was in Korea. Even- 
tually, he wound up on the USS 
Whidby, as a member of FEDCU 
#2. At this time, the Chief re- 
ceived another commendation for 
meritorious service. 

In February of 1953, he trans- 
ferred back here to NMS and to 
his old assignment in General 
Chemistry, where lie has remain- 
ed until this time. His plans for

He succeeds Rear Admiral Bartholomew W. Hogan, MC, USN, 
who was appointed Surgeon General on February 15, 1955. 


RADM Malone New 
Navy Denial Chief; 
Relieves RADM Ryan 

In a ceremony held at the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery on 
March 3, 1955, Rear Admiral Ralph 
W. Malone, DC, USN, relieved 
Rear Admiral Daniel W. Ryan, DC, 
USN, as Assistant Chief for Den- 
tistry and Chief of the Dental Di- 
vision of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. Admiral 
Ryan, who has served in this posi- 
tion since February 1952, will be- 
come Inspector of Naval Dental 
Facilities on the Pacific Coast. 

Admiral Malone was born in 
Roxboro, N. C. on October 3, 1896. 
He was graduated from Emory 
Universiey (formerly Atlanta Sou- 
thern Dental College) in 1919 with 
the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery. 

During World War I, Admiral 
Malone served as an enlisted man 
in the Naval Reserve Force. He 
practiced as a civilian dentist from 
1919 to 1926, when he was com- 
missioned a Lieutenant (jg) in the 
Naval Dental Corps. He was ad- 
vanced to Rear Admiral in 1952. 

Widely known in the Washing- 
ton area, Admiral Malone served 
as Executive Officer of the Naval 
Dental School here from April 
1944 to June 1945, in addition to

cal School in Washington, and as 
Chief of the Personnel Branch in 
the Dental Division of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery.

Medical Training 
Course Held Here 
On Atomic Medicine 

Participating in a Medical Mili- 
tary Training Program March 7 
through 19 are 180 medical de- 
partment officers on reserve and 
active status from every branch 
of the Armed Forces coming from 
37 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The project was designed in 
February 1948 as an orientation 
program for the Medical Depart- 
ment, which includes Medical, 
Dental, Nurse Corps, Medical Ser- 
vice Corps, and Warrant Officers. 

The 156 visiting reserve officers 
and 24 Dental Officers from the 
Dental School here are partici- 
pating in the 21st of this series, 
which is a study of the Medical 
Aspects of Special Weapons and 
Radioactive Isotopes, related med- 
ical subjects and military prob- 
lems. 

Included in the agenda are such 
topics as: Use of Radioactive Iso- 
topes, Permissible Dosages and 
Calculated Risks, Nuclear Propul- 
sion, Diagnosis and Treatment of 
Radiation Injury, Disaster Use of 
Whole Blood, Medical Problems 
of Decontamination, and Tissue 
Transplants. 

The first week of the two week 
course was devoted to the study of 
newer types of weapons from the 
medical standpoint, while the sec- 
ond week will be given to 
group discussions on Military as 
well as medical subjects. The Den- 
tal Officers will receive their sec- 
ond week of instruction at the 
Naval Dental School. 


Before assuming his present du- 
ties RADM Bradley commanded 
the Naval Hospital at Oakland, 
California. 

Admiral Bradley, formerly Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Naval Hos- 
pital here from October 1949 to 
June of 1951, has had three other 
previous assignments in the Wash- 
ington area, having served under 
instruction for one year at the 
Naval Medical School in 1931, at 
the Naval Dispensary, and in the 
Planning Division of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery from July 
1945 to February 1949. 

A veteran of more than 28 years 
service in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy, Admiral Bradley was 
awarded the Legion of Merit dur- 
ing World War II while serving as 
Senior Medical Officer of an ad- 
vanced Naval base in the Solomon 
Islands area. 

He (then Captain i was cited for 
exceptionally meritorious conduct 
in caring for the casualties in the 
amphibious landing at Bouganville 
and directing their evacuation to 
comparatively safe areas. An ad- 
ministrator of keen foresight and 
broad vision, he planned and ex- 
pedited the construction of med- 
ical housing and effected efficient 
hospital service for the sick and 
wounded. 

In addition to the Legion of 
Merit, Rear Admiral Bradley 
wears the Second Nicaraguan 
Campaign Medal; American De- 
fense Service Medal; Asiatic-Pa- 
cific Victory Medal; and the Na- 
tional Defense Service Medal. He 
also has the Medal of Merit 
awarded him by the Government 
of Nicaragua.

Red Cross Fund Campaign Underway 

The 1955 Red Cross Fund Campaign is under way at the National 
Naval Medical Center. 

RADM L. O. Stone, MC, USN, is the Chairman for NNMC with 
Chaplain John H. Shilling serving as Vice Chairman. More than one 
hundred and fifty officers, doctors, nurses, corpsmen and civilians are 
working on the drive as Division Chairmen, Vice-Chairmen and Keymen. 
The drive will terminate on April 1. It is anticipated that last year’s 
total of $2,700.00 will be met or bettered. 

Here at NNMC the Red Cross is active in three major fields. 

Recreation Program for Patients 

This medically approved program includes ward movies, craft in- 
struction, hostess parties, sponsored parties, entertainment units, activ- 
ities such as games, bingo, quizzes, etc., and off-post trips. Christmas, 
Thanksgiving, Valentine and other special day programs were sponsored. 

During the year activities were: 2,340 Ward Activities, 1,440 Ward 
movies and 237 Off Post Trips. 

Case work program for Staff and Patients 

This is of a confidential nature and the service is given to patients 
and staff. An important tool is the network of 400 Red Cross Chapters 
that cover the country and insular possessions. Case work covers health 
and welfare reports, verification of emergency situations, loans or grants 
for personal or family needs, loans for emergency leave travel and coun- 
selling service. 

In 1954 case work services were given to 2,913 patients and 270 staff 
members. 132 loans were made in the amount of $4,798.00. Grants 
were made in the amount of $465.00. 254 loans were written off as grants. 

The Volunteer Program 

The Red Cross Staff makes use of many volunteers to conduct its 
program Also material and supplies (such as Christmas supplies and 
gift wrapping material) is supplied by the Potomac Camp and Washing- 
ton Council. 

Gray Ladies serve in the wards as shoppers, library representatives, 
conduct games and parties, etc. Gray Ladies served 23,100 hours last 
year. All other volunteers served 7,665 hours.

Vision Is Their Business 

To those of us blessed with the precious gift of eyesight it has become as 
much an accepted function as eating or breathing, but to a man who has lost 
his sight, only to regain it through modern medicine’s scientific advances, vis- 
ion holds a place above all others in giving pleasure. 

To better care for such a delicate organ as the eye, medicine, through sur- 
gical and optical methods, can compensate for the weaknesses brought on by 
age or injury, or the very inadequacies of nature herself. 

These medical procedures are the work of the Eye Clinic of the Naval Hos- 
pital. Here, under the direction of CAPT S J. Ryan, five medical officers, four 
hospital corpsmen and one nurse are constantly working to protect and prolong 
the eyesight of Servicemen, Dependents, and Veterans who come to them for 
treatment. 

In the Clinic the most advanced methods of eye care are given. Each day 
an average of forty patients are examined or treated, and sixty pairs of glasses 
are dispensed monthly to active duty Navy personnel. However, the primary 
mission of the Eye Clinic is not the fitting of glasses, but rather the treatment 
of diseased and injured eyes. 

The newest scientific instruments play a vital role in the work of the clinic. 
Instruments have been designed to take advantage of the transparency of the 
eye tissues and probe the miscoscopic details of the organ. 

A patient upon first entering the Clinic is given a thorough eye examina- 
tion. The eyes are first checked by refraction to determine whether or not 
there is any deviation from normal vision. Should the patient already wear 
glasses they are checked to ascertain that the prescription in use is correct 
under the new refraction. 

Upon the finding of abnormalities in the primary examinations, further 
studies may be made with any of a number of instruments specifically de- 
signed to evaluate various conditions: the Slit Lamp to view the condition of 
the inner eye: the Field Examination to find if there are any blind spots in his 
vision; the Tonometer to measure the pressure of the eye, and to see if Glau- 
coma, the greatest cause of blindness in adults, is in evidence. Many other 
technical examinations are given when warranted and in special cases.

The 24-year old HM3, who was

Their energy spent during a sec- 
ond-round overtime triumph over 
Anacostia NAS, 72-61, on Tues.,

As Final Approval of Bill Approaches 

Following a smashing victory in the House, the Armed Forces pay bill moved to the Senate 
for the expected brief hearings followed by the possibility of completed legislative and executive 
action by March 31. This would set the raises in motion April 1. Members of the Pentagon who 
have been assisting Congress with the measure are hopeful of speedy action. Senate sources, the 
NA\ \ TIMES reported, would not predict a passage date, although Senate Armed Services com- 
mittee officials ruled out lengthy hearings. 

Only eight or ten witnesses, headed By Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson, were scheduled 
to testify starting March 17. 

If the Senate committee or the Senate make any changes these will have to be compromised 
— with the House in an inter-cham-

An April passage date would 
put the raises into effect on May 1. 

The bill sailed through the 
House by a 399-1 vote, only Rep- 
resentative Taber (R., N. Y.) vot- 
ing against it. 

For nearly four hours of debate 
one Representative after another 
spoke in favor of the raise. No one 
spoke against a raise in principle 
or against any feature of the bill. 

This makes history in Congres- 
sional handling of service pay 
raises. 

Many of those who spoke for the 
bill predicted that much of the 
gross cost would be recovered in 
curbing expensive personnel turn- 
over. Congressmen criticized the 
evil of frequent station changes 
but admitted that most of these 
shifts were unavoidable because 
personnel had to be trained, as- 
signed and reassigned to replace 
those leaving the service. 

The bill passed the House ex- 
actly as the House Armed Services 
committee reported it. 

As of this writing no Senate op- 
position to the measure had been 
indicated. General opinion was 
that the group would okay the bill. 

Committee sources said testi- 
mony of officials probably would 
take at least two days, Mar. 17 
and 18. Analysis, mark-up and 
reporting of the measure, there- 
fore, could not take place before 
the following week. 

A few witnesses for “interested 
organizations” also may get a 
chance to support the bill some- 
where in the hearings. 

The small list of witnesses con- 
trasts sharply with the 30 who ap- 
peared before House Armed Serv- 
ice committee on the bill in four 
weeks of hearings. 

Here’s what the measure con- 
tains: 

Base Pay. Raises vary between 
six and 25 percent for the approxi- 
mately 2,000.000 servicemen in- 
cluded in the raises. The only 
servicemen who will not get more 
pay under the measure are officers 
with less than three years service 
and enlisted men with less than 
two. 

Flying and Submarine Pay. In 

many cases, the committee upped 
the Pentagon increases by $5. 

Other hazard pays. All increased 
10 percent, to $110 monthly for 
officers and $55 for enlisted men. 
Diving pay also boosted 

Retired Pay. All retired under 
pre-Career Compensation Act

4 Fish-like 9 Design 
Produces Fastest 
Underwater Craft 

The Navy has taken the wraps 
off an experimental submarine 
that is probably the fastest ever 
built. It has controls similar to an 
airplane and is shaped like a fish. 

The Navy has disclosed that for 
the past year it has been testing 
the USS Albacore. 

The Albacore was mapped out 
on the drawing board in 1948 and 
constructed at the Portsmouth, N. 
H.. Naval Shipyard. The Navy be- 
lieves that the Albacore’s fish like 
design may become the pattern 
for future nuclear powered subs. 

Because of this radical design, 
unusual methods are used to op- 
erate the ship. At least two men 
are needed at the controls, which 
are similar to those of an airplane. 
One man does the steering and 
one or two others control the 
depth. 

The Navy pointed out that al- 
though the Albacore is probably 
the fastest fleet sub for short runs, 
the atomic-power Nautilus has 
faster sustained speed. 

‘Our Navy ■* Explains 
PO Rate Seniority 

Seniority and precedence among 
the enlisted rates and ratings are 
clearly explained and defined, for 
the first time in any article or man- 
ual, in a feature appearing in the 
March 1 issue of “Our Navy” mag- 
azine. 

Official publications have been 
vague on this subject. The result 
is that there is now no single place 
where petty officers can instantly 
determine who is senior and who 
has precedence in any situation. 

The “Our Navy” article contains 
examples, tables and references to 
official sources in one easy-to-read 
pi esentation. The article is par- 
ticularly timely as the Navy De- 
partment is vastly concerned with 
the restoration of prestige of the 
petty officer.

‘A Thought for Lent’

r . The season of Lent— the Passiontide of Christ— is spiritually and 
liturgically a time for thought, for prayer and for resolution. 

It is psychologically impossible, I think, for a man to measure his 
relationship to Christ except in terms of the Lenten lessons. Christ was 
born for us which was a great boon to human-kind. He lived for us, 
and that is a great benefit. Both of these facts, we can understand by 
an easy analogy with human friendship. 

But the fact that Christ died for us — and this is the great fact for 
Lenten thought — is something we can adequately assess only in terms 
Gi Christ s personality. This vvus not only a great friend who deliberately 
bent to the dread cross, it was the God-man. It is only when we under- 
stand the infinite reaches that separate our human natures from the 
divine that we can get a meager glimmer of what Christ’s death was. 
It not only filled out his own definition of friendship in its ultimate 
beauty— death for a friend; it negotiated a fact that the most brazen 
human effrontery would not dare suggest — the subjection of Christ, 
the God-man, to the brutality and crudity of a criminal’s death. 

When we ram that massive fact into the tissues of our hearts, we 
begin feebly to understand the spell the Gallilean has woven for 2,000 
years of Christianity. The time of Lent with its deliberately somber 
emotional shadows liturgically appointed as a time for meditation on 
this final dereliction of Christ. Two thousand years of the greatest 
human intellection have not exhausted the idea and ten thousands would 
not suffice to drain it of its potential to forge men in the mold of Christ.

expense, as a rule, is provided only for the initial admission.

Commissary Plays Vital Roll In Morale 

There’s a saying that “the Army moves on its stomach.” This is not altogether different with 
the Navy, either, since “chow” is not only essential to maintenance of life, but is becomes a major 
morale factor on the Naval Installation. By the same token “a clean ship is a good ship”, a “well 
fed crew is a happy crew.” By these standards, NNMC can definitely be classified in the “happy” 
category. 

The food problem at NNMC is further complicated by the fact that it is not only designed for 
the upkeep of healthy men, but also for the sick. This necessitates, aside from regular prepara- 
tions, special care in cooking, in the making of special diets and the added problem of feeding, not 
only in the mess hall, but on the wards also. The combined operations of the Commissary Depart- 
ment are so huge that we could hardly cover, in a one page story, the entire workings of the 
Department. For this reason, the NEWS has decided to run, at a later date, a pictorial covering 
those specific preparations. This issue then will confine itself to the “regular chow”. 

For the sake of clarity, let’s follow Johnny Burns, HN, through a typical meal. He has just 
been relieved from watch and his stomach tells him that it is chow time. He enters the chow 
hall, procures a tray and silver and starts down the chow line. It is the evening meal. 

Typical of the Bill of Fare would be: a shrimp cocktail, baked ham, yams, string beans, sliced 
tomatoes, corn bread, butter, coffee, milk and cake. He spends perhaps a total of twenty-five min- 
utes eating the dinner which has been in preparation since 0900 that morning. The shrimp he ate 
was perhaps two ounces of the two hundred pounds necessary to feed the entire staff of the hos- 
pital. Their preparation entailed cooking, hand peeling and deveining. The sliced tomatoes, 
some three hundred and twenty-five pounds, were in preparation for many hours, since, when they 
were received they were inspected, cold stored, then later sliced and served. This meal, Johnny 
perhaps ate four and a half ounces of the six hundred pounds of ham which was cooked. As you 
can see, Johnny’s twenty-five minutes stay was prepared for long in advance! 

The Commissary Department works closely with the School of Hospital Administration in an 
instructing capacity. Each class which goes through the school spends three days in the Commis- 
sary observing the techniques of food receiving, inspecting, storage, preparation and serving. This 
phase of their training is part of their course in Food Service Management. 

Through this pictorial we feel that we can express the appreciation of the command to 
LCDR L. E. Bond, MSC, USN, Chief, Food Service Division and his staff for a magnificent job in 
providing excellent food for the personnel of this activity.

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CAPT Barr Develops Poeket Radio 
To Help in Fight on Heart Disease 



A new attack on the greatest of all killers, heart disease, is being 
made through newly developed pocket-size radio equipment, that broad- 
continuous measures of heart and lung activity. This equipment, 
conceived by CAPT Norman L. Barr, MC, USN, and developed under his 
direction in the Aviation Medicine Division of NMRI was displayed and 
Derated at the 26th Annual Meeting of the Aero Medical Association 
/hich was held in the Statler Hotel, Washington, D.C., March 21-23. 

The development is expected to 


make a significant contribution to 
- present knowledge of the heart

a Y+* and disease. 

i In the past, information on 

heart rates, heart sounds, and the 
< . influence of heart disease on 
breathing could be studied only 
when the patient was completely 
inactive in the hospital, clinic or 
t fetors office. Because of this, 
doctors may not know all the 
changes that occur during exer- 


ase. 


It will now be possible to follow 


the changes in heart and lung ac- 
tivity through a normal working 
day and then through an evening 
of play and a night of sleep; and 
to find out what the normals are 
for normal working people as well 
as the influence of work and exer- 
cise on the diseased heart. If the 
physician can not remain at his 
radio constantly, permanent rec- 
ords can be made on ink-writers 
and tapes for future study. 

The patient is supplied with a 
miniature radio the size of a pack- 
age of Kingsize cigarettes, and a 
battery power supply of similar 
size. A miniature electronic de- 
vice and another power supply of 
similar size picks up the heart 
waves, heart sounds and breath 
sounds and changes them to elec- 
trical impulses that can be han- 
dled by the transmitter. The total 
weight of the equipment worn by 
the patient is less than one pound. 
The equipment range is limited to 
the hospital grounds. 

The patient can go about his 
routine activities or take prescrib- 
ed exercise while the very small 
radio carried in his coat pocket 
sends continuous information to 
the physician. The doctor, with a 
radio receiver in his laboratory, 
can hear the patient’s heart beat, 
hear him breathe, and watch an 
automatic pen on the desk write 
the electrocardiograph record.

Instrument Warm l.i* 
Of Germ Attach by ^ 
Electronic Count 

The Army has developed an in- 
strument it believes will sol* ; the 
proolem of how to detect instantly 
a germ warfare attack. 

The invention— called an aero- 
soloscope — was developed by Nel- 
son E. Alexander for the Chemical 
Corps at Camp Detrick, Md, The 
’scope can measure and count— a! 
the rate of 100 per second— micro- 
scopic airborne germs, dust and 
moisture particles. It also can 
count radioactive particles. 

Airborne particles are passed 
through an -instrument which i | 
slows down their rate of flow so 
that each particle is individually 
illuminated in a photomultiplier 
tube. The tube and other elec- 
tronic equipment then determine 
the size of the particle by the 
amount of light it reflects. 

This information is then fed to 
a set of 12 dials, each of wfctth 
counts a different size particle. 

This method of counting is 1.000 
times faster than using the ordi- 
nary method of collecting sample 
and counting them under a micro- 
scope. 

The device will also aid sme* ; 
fighters in determining the source, 
size and number of dust partlc 
that fill smog-ridden air.

A new policy has been announc- 
ed by the Joint Travel Per Diem 
Committee permitting third class 
petty officers with more than four 
years service to move both depen- 
dents and household goods at gov- 
ernment expense. 

Under the new rule, effective 
April 1st, E-4s with less than four 
years service will not be eligible 
for either dependent travel or 
household goods allowance. Prev- 
iously, under the old rule, they 
were allowed 3000 pounds shipping 
privileges. 

AH P03s eligible for the 3000 
pounds movement as of March 31st 
will remain eligible, however, un- 
less demoted. 

Chiefly affected will be the E-3s 
who, under the old rule, would 
have qualified for the shipping al- 
lowance when advanced to E-4. 
They will now' have to wait until 
they have acquired four years ser- 
vice. 

The new policy means that E-4s 
due for separation this year, can 
now reenlist and move their fam- 
ilies to their next duty station. 
And, if it is a permanent change 
of station, they can ship up to 4500 
pounds of household goods all at 
government expense.

Michigan has begun the ma- 
chinery rolling for payment of 
the Korean veterans’ bonus. 

Veterans who resided in Michi- 
gan during the six months imme- 
diately preceding their entering 
service and who served honorably 
for more than 60 days in any 
branch including the Coast Guard 
between June 27, 1950, and Dec. 
31, 1953, are eligible for the bonus 

No one who has applied for or 
received similar payments from 
another state is eligible. 

If an eligible veteran has died, 
the suvriving, spouse, children,’ 
parents, brothers and sisters, in 
that order, may apply for the 
bonus. 

The Michigan bonus calls for 
payments of $10 for each month of 
service in the U.S. and $15 for 
each month of overseas duty. 
Maximum payment is $500.

The Defense Department is 
readying a $1,350,000,000 family 
housing program that it will pre- 
sent to Congress in the near future. 

The DOD hopes that Congress 
Will authorize that sum for the 
next five years to build about 
27,500 housing units each year for 
families of members of the Armed 
Forces. 

The appropriation for the pres- 
ent fiscal year totaled $75,000,000. 

The family housing proposal will 
go to Congress as part of the DOD 
public works program, which orig- 
inally was estimated at $1,910 000 - 
000. 

This figure, however, recently 
was increased by an extra $100,- 
000,000, which was added for more 
family housing. 

Hearings on the DOD Proposal 
will be held by the Armed Ser- 
vices and Appropriations Commit- 
tees of both the House and the 
Senate. 

No figures are available now on 
how the requested units would be 
apportioned among the services. 

Leaders of the services have 
stressed the need for family hous- 
ing and urged approval of the 
DOD five-year plan when it is pre- 
sented.

, In . our * ast Chaplain’s corner we narrated ways in which husbands 
d wives frequently irritate and annoy one another. Following out 
this theme of domestic relations is a query recently put to a chaplain 
by a sailor. His problem is this: 

“A wife is subject to just authority of her husband and must obey 
im in all things pertaining to that just authority. Does this permit a 
God-fearing husband to whip his wilfully disobedient wife (as a good 
father would chastise a wayward child) if he sincerely believes it would 
promote a holier marriage?” 

In answering this sailor, one has to point out that the just authority 
of a husband over his wife has very definite limitations. It is his right 
to decide how to make a living for his family, where the family should 
live in order that he may better fulfill his obligation of supporting it, 
and such things as pertain to the spiritual, moral and material well- 
being of the family. But even in these matters in which he possesses 
authority , a Christian husband and father will not be domineering over 
his wife; he will look upon her and treat her as a partner in directing 
and raising his family. 


He will even sometimes give in to the views and desires of his wife 
when he sees that more is to be gained by that than by demanding that 
his own every wish be followed. The wife should remember that, ac- 
cording to God’s will, the husband is the head of the house, but the 
husband should, while retaining his authority, try to make a complete 
partner out of his wife. 

Against this background it should be evident that a husband should 
never call on his authority as a reason for inflicting corporal punish- 
ment on his wife. There is no parallel between the right and duty of a 
father to punish his children and that of a husband to punish his wife. 
Corporal punishment may at times help children to recognize moral evil, 
which their minds could not as yet otherwise grasp. But such punish- 
ment inflicted on an adult woman would accomplish nothing other than 
to create bitterness and to kill love in the heart of a wife. Even in the 
case in which a wife seems to have become hopelessly selfish and irre- 
sponsible, the situation would not be improved by the husband’s resort- 
ing to corporal punishment. 

Therefore no “God-fearing husband” would even think for a mo- 
ment, much less seriously believe, that he would promote a holier and 
happier marriage between himself and his wife by raising his hand 
against her. Even though he is the head of the family, he is bound to 
love his wife “as his own flesh,” and the first sign of that love must be 
respect for her person as a woman and his wife. Any physical hurt 
inflicted on her marks the end of respect and the death of love.

Thr comer drug store has become as much an American institution as hoi- 
dog' and baseball, but take away the soda fountain and add to the hustle and 
lms( ] 0 behind the prescription counter and you would find a drug store not 
unlike the pharmacy of the Naval Hospital 

Under the direction of LTJG T W. Tober, MSC, USN, the six-man pharmacy 
>tjlT prepares and dispenses more than 13,000 separate medications monthly, with 
51 percent of the work devoted to out patient service. 

Of the staff, Mr. Tober, C. A Graham, HN and W. E. Smith, HM3, arc all 
registered pharmacists, while E. O. Heacox, HN, is in the process of taking his 
state-board examinations to become registered. Chief H. W. Edmundson and 
IfMl M L. Martin are graduates of the Naval School of Pharmacy. 

Although the pharmacy hours are set down to be 8:00 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
daily it might actually be said to remain open for 24 hours every day, for one of 
the pharmacy staff is always on call in the event of an emergency. 

In the air-conditioned store-room and pharmacy one could count at least 
1,000 different medications, which are replenished daily to keep a continuous high 
level of stock on hand. 

Within this count may be found many of the old triod-and-true remedies such 
as Brown Mixture, a cough expectorant, or any of the new, modern-day miracle 
drugs such as Mcticortin. the most recently advanced treatment for arthritis. 

Unlike the drug store “doc”, who prescribes the right pill for a cold or 
headache, one of the first and most strictly adhered to rules of the pharmacy is 
the requirement of a prescription signed by a doctor for all medicine, but with 
that signature comes the assurance that the correct medication, compounded 
exactly, is available at any time, day or night.

For what is probably the first 
time in the history of the military 
services, the government will pay 
a dislocation allowance to married 
servicemen and officers who make 
a permanent change of station. 

The regulation, which went into 
effect in April, provides that one 
month’s quarters allowance be 
paid over and above the normal 
monthly allowances at the com- 
pletion of the move from one sta- 
tion to another. A check with the 
Disbursing Office here, however, 
revealed that authority for such 
payments has been received, but 
that payment will be delayed until 
basic paper work has been estab- 
lished. This is expected in the 
near future. 

Here are some of the provisions 
of the regulation: 

1) The allowance will be paid 
only at the completion of the de- 
pendents’ move. In other words, 
it can’t be drawn, in advance. 

2) The only persons eligible for 
dislocation allowances are officers, 
warrant officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers in pay grades E-4 
(with more than four years ser- 
vice) through E-7, who have de- 
pendents. 

3) Enlisted men in pay grades 
E-l through E-4 (with four years 
or less service) even though mar- 
ried and drawing quarters allow- 
ances, are not eligible. 

The dislocation allowance will 
be paid only once during a fiscal 
* v ear, except in certain cases where 
the move is necessary to the best 
interest of the services. These 
cases will be decided by the ser- 
vices involved, 

5) The allowance may be paid 
more than once during a fiscal 
year for movements on a perma-

A-Blast Survi vors

The p> x in this trial is a little box into which sample coins are put 

tor the purpose of testing them for conformity to the standards set bv the 
government. 

Much the same type of thing is done in the United States mints, 
though not so formally. All this is done to see whether the half dollar 
you spent at the Navy Exchange yesterday actually meets the standards 
set for such a coin. To meet specifications it must have the ring and 
weight of integrity. 

The word “INTEGRITY” can also be applied to character. When so 
used, it becomes personal integrity and means “moral soundness with 
respect to truth and fair dealing”. In this moral sense integrity is the 
equivalent of conformity in thought, word and deed to the divine and 
human law. 

To achieve the maximum degree of personal integrity involves the 
acceptance and practice of noble principles. If what a man does is 
contrary to what he believes or says, his character can be said to sound 
with the dull thud of a counterfeit coin. If, on the other hand, what he 
practices matches his principles, and if those standards of his have moral 
worth, his character may be said to have the ring of integrity. 


Revealed Recently 

A decade’s study of Hiroshima 
atom-bomb victims has produced 
no evidence that the radiation will 
effect their decendants, the head of 
the United States medical mission 
there has reported. 

The main observable physical 
damage from the 1945 blast con- 
sisted of increased susceptibility 
to minor eye cataracts and to leu- 
kemia. The survey also found a 
few stunted babies. It covered 
70,000 offspring as well as surviv- 
ors of the explosion. 

The report was made by Dr. 
Robert H. Holmes, director of the 
U. S. Atomic Bomb Casualty Com- 
mission in Japan, in conjunction 
with the seventh annual scientific 
assembly of the American Acad- 
emy of General Practice. 

“The offspring of the exposed 
generations (at Hiroshima) up to 
now appear to be normal, healthy 
and happy,” Dr. Holmes said. 
“What the future will show' is a 
problem for further investigation.” 

Of the babies of 185 pregnant 
mothers within a mile and a half 
of the explosion, he said, only 
about 8 per cent “showed a sig- 
nificant defect that could be at- 
tributed to radiation.” 

The defects consisted of slightly 
small heads and some degree of 
mental retardation. 

Infertility among victims of 
heavy radiation exposure has 
proved temporary, he continued. 
Among the 70,000 babies, there 
was slight reduction in male 
births. That could have been due 
to other environmental factors, he 
said. 

A bigger than normal number of 
the heavy radiation victims have 
developed leukemia of the reg- 
ular type, Dr. Holmes reported. 

About 41 percent of those in the 
mile and a half radius have devel- 
oped cataracts not big enough to 
impair vision, as compared to 8 
percent of those in a nonexposed 
“control” group, he reported.

The sixth annual Armed Forces Day Open House is to be held at 
Bolling Air Force Base, May 21 and 22, it was announced recently. 

As tentatively scheduled, Saturday’s events will begin with a flag 
raising ceremony by the unified services at 11 a.m. Five minutes later, 
the Air Force will present a fire fighting demonstration, followed by a 
fly-by of light aircraft employed by the Army.

An All-Navy sports program for 
women has been set up, in accord- 
ance with Change No. 1 to BuPers 
Instruction 1710. IB This year All- 
Navy Eastern and Western Cham- 
pionships are being conducted in 
bowling, tennis, golf, swimming, 
volleyball, softball and basketball. 

This program has been estab- 
lished in order to develop maxi- 
mum personnel efficiency and a 
high standard of physical fitness 
by inducing the widest participa- 
tion in the Navy Sports program.

Surface A-Ships 
Being Developed 
For Global 



Navy 


The Navy probably will begin 
development this year of an atomic 
powered plant for surface ships. 
The forecast was made by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas 
following the successful trials of 
the first nuclear submarine, the 
Nautilus. 

Secretary Thomas’ prediction, of- 
cred in testimony last February 
before the House Appropriations 
Committee, was made public almost 
simultaneously with President Eis- 
enhower’s disclosure of plans to 
build a merchant ship powered by 
Nuclear energy. 

In a New York speech, the Presi- 
dent said such a vessel would be 
dispatched on an around-the-world 
good will mission, emphasizing the 
peaceful applications of atomic 
power. He indicated it would be 
able to circle the earth without re- 
fueling. 

Rep. Melvin Price (D. 111.), chair- 
man of the joint congressional sub- 
committee on atomic power, ex- 
pressed confidence Congress would 
grant the necessary money to build 
the unique merchant ship. He said 
building the latter would be “easy” 
compared to construction of the 
Nautilus. 

In his testimony, Secretary 
Thomas said that the Nautilus 
trials indicated her power plant 
w'ould be serviceable twice or 
three times as long as had been 
anticipated. He added that even 
more efficient plants are being 
readied for three additional atomic 
submarines now authorized 
(AFPS)

The Veterans Administration has 
announced that in the near future 
it plans to eliminate home mort- 
gages under the GI Bill which in- 
clude closing fees in overall loans 
to purchasers. 

The VA said this new* policy 
would effect less than one and one- 
half percent of loans now being 
made to veterans. 

When put into effect, the ruling 
will mean that mortgage compan- 
ies can not include such items as 
hazard insurance and title search 
fees in loans to veterans. 

The VA also says it has no inten- 
tion of stopping loans in which no 
down payments are required as 
long as they do not contain closing 
fees provisions. (AFPS)

To 
ease the trouble, the sand particle is coated with smooth pearl. The 
trouble made the shell deformed in shape, but created a pearl inside. 

So it is in life. Trials, hard knocks and rough paths may cause some 
scars, but proper attitudes within will wrap a coating of love around the 
irritation and produce rare jewels of character and life.

USS Mississippi during WW I and 
met his wife aboard that ship. 

Mrs. Marks was a first class 
Yeomanette with naval intelli- 
gence at the time and she came 
aboard the “Old Miss” to visit the 
ship during an "Open House” in 
New York Harbor in 1919, soon 
after which she was married to 
the chief. 

The chief has a daughter with 
the distinction of having been a 
member of the first class of 50 
women to become naval officers in 
1942.

The movie opens with a crash scene ... an ambulance rushes 
to the spot . . . sirens blaring, the ambulance arrives at a hospital 
^ • • emergency desk . . . Or, you turn on your radio . . . you hear, 

“Dr. So and So, call Emergency”. . . Your TV set, too . .“case 
in point . . .” 

The above are familiar to the public — they have become syn- 
onymous with their thoughts of "the American hospital.” Strangely 
enough, they are relatively true — sometimes the movies over- 
dramatize the situations, but by the same token, they are some- 
times under-dramatized, also. 

One thing is sure; the admission-emergency rooms of any 
hospital are always busy places. Take any hour of the twenty- 
four and go up to the Admission desk. You will find several pa- 
tients there — give or take a few minutes. 

The Department is headed by CDR G. E. Vaupel, MC, USN, 
who is the Medical Officer in Charge and by LTJG P. P. Bennett! 
MSC, USN. the Administrative Head. HMC R. L. Thomas is in 
charge of the enlisted section composed of Richard L. Marsh, HM3, 
James E. Gooch, HN, and the night corpsman B. E. Barrett HM3 
Two civilians, Mrs. E. S. Connell and Mrs. H S. Sweeny, both work 
in the Admissions end of the department. 

Medical Officers are assigned on a day to day basis. From 
0800 to 1230 one Medical Officer is on duty; another relieving him 
at 1230 until 1630 when they both assume JOOD duties and are on 
call until 0800 the next morning. At 1630 two interns take over 
the watch and are on constant duty until 0800 next morning. The 
doctors are provided with a sleeping room, which, as one intern 
volunteered: “is the sanctum which we rarely see.”

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Hospital To Try New Personnel 
Staffing System on Dependents Ramp 

Since early in February a trial plan has been underway in regard 
to the procurement and utilization of personnel in the dependents ser- 
vice of this hospital. 

The basic problem to be coped with was the lack of sufficient Wave 
personnel to properly care for the patients. This lack, though not im- 
mediately apparent, exists at the same time because requirements for 
the assignment of Waves to Special Departments has increased. Also 

there is no specified Wave allow- — 

, n ce for the hospital, they being 
detailed in the same category with 
male hospital corpsmen, thus with 
the same apparent number of 
Waves on board there are, in ac- 
tuality, less Waves available for 
ward duties. 

Some plan has become necessary 
whereby civilian personnel might 
be employed to fill the growing 
need for personnel to properly at- 
i tend to the needs of the patients. 

There were, and are, too few 
Navy Nurse Corps officers to 
fill all billets properly and ci- 
vilian nurses have been difficult 
to hire because of comparatively 
poor working conditions and vir- 
tually no outlook for advance- 
ment 

The plan, then, called for an in- 
crease in the utilization of civilian 
personnel, a modification of the 
policy regarding Wave personnel, 
and a more complete recognition 
of the qualification of civilian 
nurses. Then, to bring the plan 
into a workable stage, civilian per- 
sonnel would replace Waves and 
Navy Nujrse Corps officers on 
wards 126, 127, and 128 as well as, 
ultimately, in the clinics devoted 
to the care of female dependent 
personnel. 

With the plan in full operation 
only one Navy Nurse Corps officer 
* Quid be required for the three 
ward s mentioned, that officer l?e- 
'ng the Senior Nurse in charge of 
*hose wards. Waves would be 
utilized on ward duty for training 
°nly, being normally utilized in 
°|her departments, for special 
matches, and such other details as 
necessary to properly fill those bil-

57 th Anniversary 
For Hospital Corps 
Celebrated Jane 17 

On April 1, 1895, Commodore 
Jcmes Rufus Tryon, tenth Surgeon 
General of the Navy, wrote a let- 
ter to the Secretary of the Navy. 
In this letter, he said, “It is the 
Bureau’s intention to submit to the 
Department for approval prior to 
the next session of Congress, a 
reasonable measure to improve the 
status of Apothecaries or Pharma- 
cists in the Navy . . . The end to 
be obtained should be embraced in 
a bill for presentation to Congress 
“To organize a Hospital Corps of 
the Navy of the United States, to 
define its duty, and regulate its 
P a y”» giving the Pharmacists on 
shore stations and on board vessels 
of war the priviliges granted Pay- 
masters’ Clerks in the Navy; to be 
enlisted so as to have the advan- 
tage of continuous service, and the 
benefit of such retiring laws as 
may be passed for the lower grades 
of the Navy, and with increase of 
rank and pay aftei a period of 
long and faithful service. The pro- 
visions referred to should be em- 
braced in a separate bill providing 
for a Hospital Corps in the Navy, 
as has been done in our Army, and 
in all the prominent navies of the 
world.” 

Three years later— four months 
following the sinking of the USS 
Maine — the Hospital Corps of the 
Navy was established on June 17, 
1898. Its history since that date 
has been one of service in all 
parts of the world. Hospital corps- 
men have served ashore and afloat 
— in war and in peace — with dis- 
tinction. They have served in the 
wards and laboratories of Naval 
hospitals; in the sick bays of in- 
firmaries, dispensaries and ships; 
and in the field with the Marines 
and the Army. They have helped 
with the care of civilian popula- 
tions in tropical dependencies and

training; and (3) whose service-connected disability was not established 
in time.

After taking the ship back 
to the East Coast, via the canal, 
he was transferred to the USS Sai- 
pan, CVL-48, and subsequently to 
the U. S. Naval Amphibious base, 
Little Creek, Va. It was here that 
he was discharged in 1954. 

It only took two months of ci- 
vilian life to decide that the Navy 
was the place to be. Battles ven- 
tured to D. C. where he shipped 
over and was assigned to the Naval 
Gun Factory. He was transferred 
here for Lab School, went to the 
sick list, to the Receiving Station 
and finally back here in Center 
Command. 


On March 4, 1955, ADM Robert B. Carney, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions made remarks before the House Appropriations Committee con- 
cerning the mission of the U. S. Navy and the function of its carrier 
forces. Space does not permit the publication of the entire text. Pre- 
sented is a summarization of the Admiral’s remarks; a continuation 
will be made in following issues. All statements except those in italics 
are those of Admiral Carney. 

Missions of the Navy and Function of the Carrier Force 

The purpose of the Navy is to provide for security of the country 
and the support of national policy abroad which is accomplished by 
maintaining command of the seas for our purposes and those of our 
allies. 

‘For the United States, the naval missions of a war are derived from 
national policy and are influenced largely by geography and by certain 
economic facts of life . . . We want the areas of devastation and the rav- 
ages of war to be in enemy territory and not in our own. Today our over 
seas installations are very numerous and are world wide.’ These bases must 
be maintained and supplies must be transported for these and those of 
our allies. Air transport is necessary for critical materials and person- 
nel, but the bulk must be moved by sea transport. 

In order to maintain our control of the seas, we must have the 
ability to defeat anw threat to that control. The most significant of these 
threats are enemy air, submarine, and surface forces . . . The Soviets are 
building cruisers and destroyers in considerable numbers. Some of 
tnem may be used as raiders, and represent an antishipping potential 
. They remain as weapons which must be destroyed, and this will 
involve the effort of carrier air and our own submarines. In the case 
of enemy submarines, antisubmarine warfare will have to be employed. 

The air threat must be defeated. It is generally recognized that air 
superiority is essential to the ultimate success of operations on land sea 
or in the air . . . Air superiority is best achieved by offensive operations 
against enemy air bases and aireralt in the area of operations ... It is 
evident, then, that our Navy must be able to operate in the presence of 
and toward tne elimination of (an) air threat. As was proven conclus- 
ively in World VVar II, this cannot he done without a strong air arm 
which moves with and is an integral part of the naval forces This is 
the carrier task force. 

i he worst place to protect a target from . . . attack is at the target. 

I he best place is at the bases from which the airplane or submarine 
comes. Tne next best place is en route. 

Lai riei task forces are the heart and backbone of modern naval 
forces; they are the principal offensive power of a Navy ... I would 
like to emphasize the particular importance of carrier air support of and 
in fact making possible, the landings of our Army or our Fleet Marine 
Force against enemy opposition. 

It is true that the carrier force can augment the forces of other 
services as a collateral function ... It is also true that the carriers may 
b f , ust ‘ d , t0 apply mobile airpower at any point where the employment 
of land-based air might be less effective, less economical, delayed for 
lack of bases, or impossible. The charge sometimes made that carrier 
airpower is in competition with the Strategic Air Command is unfair 
and untrue. The might of carrier airpower is primarily directed at 
those enemy forces, and bases which support those torces, which threaten

X-Ray Field Tent 

A Navy hospitalman and ex- 
Centerite had an idea and the re- 
sult is a combat X-ray developing 
tent for the Armed Forces. 

Combat medics have been seek- 
ing a really lightweight and port- 
able dark-room for use in devel- 
oping X-ray film in the field. Up to 
now, they hav been forced to rely 
on relatively bulky, expensive 
units. 

Hospital Corpsman Second Class 
Gene Hammett, who attended and 
graduated from the X-ray Tech- 
nician School here in September 
1953, came up with a design of his 
own which attracted the attention 
of Navy experts. Hammett, upon 
graduation, was transferred to the 
Second Marine Division, Camp Le- 
jeune, N. C. where he conceived 
the design. Hammett was an HN 
when he attended school here. 

Following up on Hammett’s sug- 
gestions, the Naval Medical Field 
Research Laboratory at Camp Le- 
jeune designed a special nylon, 
rubberized fabric - covered tent. 
The prototype was fabricated by 
the Armed Services Medical Pro- 
curement Agency’s Development 
Branch, Ft. Totten, N. Y. 

The tent is outfitted with zip- 
pered openings to make the pro- 
ject completely light-proof. 

At a conference here recently, 
the unit was selected for use by 
all Services. It will cost about $300 
and weigh only 81 pounds.

vision of medical care for depen- 
dents and the training of doctors 
in the services. (AFPS)

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\\ ill Carrier Forces Still Be Useful To Control Sea In 1960’s^ 
thp e ^P ect the foregoing considerations to prevail throughout 

the decade of the 1960 s. The will to limit war is in fact like W to in- 
crease m direct proportion to the ability of each side to erase without 
warning the major civilized communities of the other and with the 
combined ability of both to poison the globe for all survivors. 

The question may now be asked whether the aircraft carrier will 
continue through the 1960's, to be the backbone of naval power 

Without depreciating in any way the promise of guided missiles as 
naval weapons, we conclude that the carrier’s usefulness will not de- 
f ° r ^.. fo . re s« eable future are special purpose weapons. 
There will be no substitute for the versatility of the small piloted air- 
craft as a . . . weapon for attacking the great variety of . . . targets. 

* ’ ^ - the trauied P 1,ot on the spot can make the prompt evaluation 
and decision necessary for selecting targets in a fast moving situation, 
or when intelligence is inadequate. This has partcular reference to the 
tactical use of weapons, both nuclear and conventional. 

The carrier is the one naval vessel usable alternately or simultane- 
ously against submarines and their bases, surface ships and their yards, 
aircraft and their airfields, and for support of amphibious, land, and air 
operations as well. 

The carrier force of the 1960’s will be able to launch both nuclear 
and conventional weapons in large numbers and variety. It will let us 
put naval weapons on the spot of action. As contrasted with other types 
of forces it allows us to assemble quickly great concentrations of power, 
move them about, and deploy them rapidly. It provides a base always 
usable without consultation or negotiation with a foreign government. 
It is not subject to capture. 

For these reasons we believe the carrier will continue to be the 
heart of the versatile naval power we will require for the foreseeable 
future, whatever deadly units we may develop for greater effectiveness 
in specialized tasks. 

If we are to maintain control of the sea with the carrier force as a 
primary tool, we shall have to make it adequate to achieve that control.

Old salts are in for a surprise if 
they report aboard the Navy’s 
newest inshore fire support ship, 
the Carronade, recently commis- 
sioned at the Navy Shipyard in 
Bremerton, Washington. 

A New York firm of industrial 
designers. Raymond Loewy Asso- 
ciates, was called in by the Navy’s 
Bureau of Ships to assist in de- 
signing the Carronade. As a re- 
sult, it boasts the latest improve- 
ments in shipboard living condi- 
tions. 

The plush ship features berths 
curtained off from recreation ar- 
eas, panels between parallel tiers 
of berths for privacy, individual 
bed lamps and writing tables. 

Additional comforts include 
four-place, plastic-covered tables 
and upholstered chairs which have 
replaced the long tables and 
benches in the crew’s mess. 

A boon to cooks is the modern 
galley with electric ovens, deep 
fryers, griddles, garbage disposal 
units and last, but not least, potato 
peelers. 

Artistic embellishments include 
woodcut and mural decorations. 
P r o g r a m-selecting loudspeakers 
have also been installed with in- 
dividual volume controls and 
sound similar to “hi-fi” sets. 

The Carronade is scheduled for 
assignment to the Pacific Amphib- 
ious Force at San Diego, Calif., 
after she reports to the 13th Naval 
District for acceptance trials and 
outfitting. 

She is the first of the Navy’s 
new inshore fire support ships. She 
is designed to replace the LSMR 
(medium landing ship, rocket) 
which was used during WWII for 
close-in fire support to ground 
troops. (AFPS)

VVe thus have a combination of aircraft, guided missiles, guns, and radar 
in providing a most formidable defense. 

I will not say that nuclear weapons cannot penetrate this detense, 
but I will say this: That the chances are as low or lower, and the 
enemy’s ratio of losses will be as high or higher, as against any other 
class of above-ground target one can name. 

The dynamics of defense against submarines are similar. . . • We

I can suggest no better test of the adequacy of a carrier force in 
1960 than to visualize such forces in enemy possession but not in ours.

In case you wonder about the 
treatment of this article — that’s 
the effect Dr. Johnston had on the 
writer. lie is an affable, ruddy - 
faced, and unassuming gentleman 
who would seem more in place at 
the bedside of some small patient 
with the measles in some small- 
town community — The Family 
Doctor that everyone remembers 
from childhood, dispensing smiles 
with the prescription.

To HMI Perry For Research 

Vernon P. Perry, HMI, will receive a Commendation Ribbon 
today in a ceremony in the Admiral’s Board Room. The citation 
accompanying the award is signed by the Secretary of the Navy, 
C. S. Thomas. It is expected that RADM L. O. Stone will present 
the award to the Naval Medical School corpsman. 

Perry is attached to the Tissue Bank as senior instructor in 
the Tissue Bank School. Much of his time, however, is spent at 
the National Institutes of Health 
where he is training in tissue cul- 
ture under Doctors W. R. Earle 
and V. J. Evans of the National 
Cancer Institute. It was while 
working at the Institute that he 
distinguished himself in the field 
of tissue culture and drew the rec- 
ognition of the Navy Department. 

Part of the citation accompany- 
ing Perry’s award is quoted: “Dis- 
playing unusual ability in the field 
of tissue culture. Perry carried out 
an exhaustive study of cultures of 
human skin as part of the clinical 
research project of procuring pre- 
serving and transplanting skin tis- 
sue. Through his research on re- 
lated epithelial cells, he is able to 
adapt a human cervical cancer cell 
of a standard strain to media con- 
taining horse serum. This partic- 
ular accomplishment has wide im- 
plications in the field of tissue cul- 
ture, and has been attempted un- 
successfully by many other inves- 
tigators. Because of this develop- 
ment, the science of tissue culture 
now approaches the goal of main- 
taining cultures of cells, a process 
that has heretofore demanded pro- 
hibitive amounts of human serum." 

A member of the American As- 
sociation for Advancement of Sci- 
ence, Mew York Academy of Sci- 
ences and the Tissue Culture As- 
sociation, Perry has recently been 
confirmed by BuMed as a Medical 
Research Technician in Cytology. 

Of the small number of Research 
Technicians in the Hospital Corps, 

Perry is believed to be the only 
one in the specific field of cytology. 

Beside a full schedule at work 
and playing father to two sons and 
a daughter, the MMS Researcher 
finds time to attend night classes 
at George Washington University 
from which he someday hopes to 
obtain a Ph.D. in biology. He has 
been attending classes for the past 
two years. 

Perry first became interested in 
his present specialty in 1950 when 
he was a student in the Navy’s 
first Bone Bank School (later 
changed to the Tissue Bank since 
it handled skin and blood vessels 
as well as bone). Only three stu- 
dents completed the class and they 
were retained as instructors for 
future classes. In 1951 he was 
transferred to the 3rd Marine Di- 
vision and subsequently to the 
Army’s Tripler General Hospital 
in Hawaii and the USS Sunnadin, 
before reassignment here in March 
1953.

Only that sentence and no more, and yet what a world of meaning it 
contains. Mr. Beaton himself (so far as we know) is not a particularly 
re lgious man, and certainly we do not ascribe to him any conscious re- 
ligious overtones in his remark. He is a photographer, looking at his 
subject with a photographer’s eyes; yet whether consciously or uncon- 
sciously, his comment is strangely reminiscent of St. Augustine who 
sixteen centuries ago, seeing the worldlings of his own time running 
here and there in search of happiness, cried out to them “Seek what 
you seek, but it is not where you seek it.” 

Miss Garbo is one of the many who have found that fame and 
money do not in themselves bring complete happiness. Some of her fel- 
low movie stars give evidence of the fact in a succession of marriages, 
always with the hope that the latest will be the key to lasting joy. 
Others openly profess the shallowness and meaninglessness, into which 
their lives have descended. Miss Garbo looked for her way out by trying 
to run away from it all, but, if we are to believe Mr. Beaton’s judgment, 
neither did this mere fact of running away bring rest to her restless 
heart. Sixteen hundred years ago St. Augustine (himself once wild and 
restless) realized this when he wrote: “Our hearts are made for Thee, 
O God, and they shall be restless until they rest in Thee.”

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has approved a bill to per- 
mit France to keep the U. S. air- 
craft carrier Belleau Wood until 
June 30, 1958.

Gaining Reputation 
As Hard lurk Hurler 

Fast gaining a reputation as a 
"hard luck” pitcher is Willard 
John "Willie” Genz, fastball hurl- 
er on the NNMC softball team.

Upon completion of this school, 
Genz was transferred to the Naval 
Hospital command here, for duty 
in the Pharmacy. We hope to have 
him around for the coming cage

Although the Naval Medical 
Center Credit Union has been in 
existence since 1950, many em- 
ployees find its operations and pol- 
icies somewhat of a mystery. To 
help clarify the matter, the NEWS 
has agreed to publish a series of 
articles explaining the organiza- 
tion. 

The Credit Union is much the 
same as a building and loan or the 
savings department of a bank. You 
open an account and deposit as 
much or as little money as you 
want, whenever you want. Your 
money draws interest annually — 
the rate last year was five percent. 
You are entitled to withdraw it at 
any time by presenting your ac- 
count book at the Credit Union 
office in Bldg. 101. 

Member Operated 

A board of directors consisting 
of five members is elected an- 
nually by the membership. 

A question often asked: “Can 
anyone join?” Any civilian em- 
ployee working within the confines 
of the NNMC reservation can be- 
come a member. Simple drop by 
the Civilian Personnel Office, Bldg. 
101 and see Mrs. White. You fill 
out a small membership card and 
that s all. There is a 25 cent mem- 
bership fee to pay for your ac- 
count book. 

Encourages Savings 

To start, you must buy at least 
one share which is $5.00. After 
that you can deposit as much or as 
little as you desire at any time. 
There is no requirement that you 
deposit a certain amount each 
week or each pay day, although 
the Credit Union encourages sys- 
tematic savings by all its members.

Principles of Dental H ygiene Explained 

In the Navy we learn a great deal about different kinds of machines, 
motors, equipment, guns, and ships, and we are taught how to care for 
these items and maintain them in peak efficiency at all times. In the 
Navy it is logical to expect that our bodies, the most wonderful of all 
machines, be maintained as efficiently as the machines or equipment we 
operate. The Navy demands this. 

Safeguarding oral health will assist in assuring your general health 
and will guarantee a longer and happier life throughout your naval 
career. In other words, you will be fighting a battle against dental dis- 
ease. Our first enemy with his sneak attack methods is caries, commonly 
known as ‘‘tooth decay.” This is the most prevalent physical defect 
inflicted on the human race. No definite cause has been discovered and 
no simple method of preventing dental caries is available. Dental caries 
is a destructive process affecting the hard tissues of the teeth. Although 
many theories have been advanced regarding the cause of dental caries, 
our most important facts boil down to the following: 

1. Dental caries has its inception externally and never from within 
the tooth. 


Med. School Chief Tells of Safari 

Interesting duty falls the lot of some people and wr have drawn 
the conclusion that Deancr K. Lawless, HMC, USN falls in this category. 
Although the particular duty assignment is “old stuff” to the chief, we 
think few people know about it and therefore wish to give some space 
to his story. 

On February 17, 1948, a group of civilians. Marines, Army person- 
nel and Navy men departed from Cairo, Egypt on a mission which was 
sponsored by the University of California and BuMed This mission was 
to be of benefit to all groups con- 
cerned but the primary purposes 
were: 

(1) to establish liaison with 
various medical and scientific out- 
posts in the African interior; ( 2 ) 
to collect materials having to do 
with tropical diseases suitable for 
teaching purposes; (3) to study, at 
first hand, diseases of a tropical 
nature; and (4) to promote good 
will among the scientists at vari- 
ous outposts in the interior, as 
well as among the native tribes. 

Also, although not primarily, 
the expedition was to attempt to 
fill in gaps in the existing zoolog- 
ical knowledge about the African 
interior. 

The Journey through Africa 
took roughly a year to complete 
and brought the mission into such 
areas as Southern Egypt, the Su- 
dan, French Equatorial Africa, 

Uganda, Kenya, Tanganyika, Rho- 
desia, South Africa, Mozambique, 
and the Island of Madagascar. The 
total mileage of the trip was 
around 35,000 miles, including the 
several side trips into some of the 
above areas. 

The accomplishments of the mis- 
sion were several, the main ones 
being of medical importance. Sev- 
eral new species of parasites were 
discovered, a new species of fox 
was described, and the Elephant 
Shrew (an animal looking like a 
combination squirrel and rat. with 
a long snout belonging to neither) 
found to be an excellent animal 
for malariological study. 

Information concerning the 
known range of insect vectors of 
diseases and the diseases them- 
selves was gathered, showing in 
many instances that old informa- 
tion was very limited (in some in- 
stances areas of incidence were 
extended as much as 2,000 miles 
to co incide with the new infor- 
mation.) 

Much information concerning 
malaria, dengue fever, yellow fe- 
ver and schistosomiasis was un- 
covered. (It was found the yellow 
fever and dengue fever cannot 
occur in the same areas although 
this information was of little use 
to Chief Lawless when he caught 
dengue.) Large collections of par- 
asites and photographs of human 
medical importance were also 
made.

Chief Lawless has also spent a 
tour of duty at NAMRU-3 in 
Cairo, after which he returned to 
NMS for a tour of duty as an in- 
structor. He now lives in Gaith- 
ersburg, Md., with his wife and 
four children. We understand that 
the Navy will have him around 
for another tour of duty also, as 
he has recently shipped for an- 
other six years.

tal Corps was finally passed, and 
the Dental Corps established on

MSC Act Passed 

On October 22, 1945 Vice Ad- 
rcdral Ross T McIntyre, MC, USN, 
Surgeon General of the Navy, ini- 
tiated correspondence urging that 
certain legislation “intended to 
keep the the Medical Department 
abreast with, the Navy and with 
the accomplishments and plans of 
the Medical Departments of other 
Federal Services” be expedited. 

this letter, he requested that the 
Hospital Corps Bill . . . and the 
proposal to establish a Medical 
AHied Science Corps in the Med- 
,cal Department be given early 
consideration. Less than two years 
Jater. Public Law 337, 80th Con- 
gress, known as the Army-Navy 
Medical Service Corps Act of 1947, 
w as passed. 


The Naval Dental School has 
two new captains this month in 
the persons of CAPT John Victor 
Niiranen, DC, USN and CAPT 
Robert A. Colby, DC, USN.

Captain Niiranen, a Minesotan, 
is the Chief of the Prosthodontics 
Service and Head of the Maxillo- 
facial Department, having been 
with NDS since 1949. He now lives 
with his wife here in Bethesda. 

Captain Colby, a Michigander, is 
Head of the Oral Pathology Divi- 
sion of NDS. He is the father of 
two sons, ages 14 and 10, and lives 
with his wife and family here in 
Bethesda.

The House has passed and sent 
to the Senate a measure that would 
revise the present system of sur- 
vivor benefits and bring service- 
men into the social security pro- 
gram on a contributory basis. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
is studying the bill and expects to 
take action on it shortly. 

One of the main provisions of 
the bill would do away with the 
SIO.OOO free insurance now grant- 
ed servicemen, and increase bene- 
fits paid widows through the Vet- 
erans Administration from $97 to 
amounts ranging from $112 to $242. 
These payments would be based 
on the grade or rank of the de- 
ceased serviceman. 

The added VA benefits, coupled 
with those that would be derived 
from the social security program, 
increase the overall amount that 
most widows of servicemen would 
receive, despite the loss of the 
$10,000 free insurance. 

Supporters of the bill, including 
top defense officials, believe it con- 
contains better long-range benefits 
than those provided for under the 
present law. 

It also increases the minimum 
death gratuity paid widows from 
$649 to $800 but limits this amount 
to $3,000 instead of the present 
maximum of $6,857. 

The measure also equalizes ben- 
efits for reservists called to active 
duty with those of regular person- 
nel and does away with the feder- 
al employment compensation ben- 
efits which the reservists now re- 
ceive.

The average person’s thoughts about an unclean mouth are interest- 
ing. He will allow putrifying food matter to remain around the teeth 
when this same material on his hands or clothes would make him ill. 
The difference is that much of the mouth is hidden from view. The 
offender may even become somewhat accustomed to this unnatural taste 
— others will turn from the odor. 

Toothbrushing (this includes the brushing of gum tissue and also 
the topsurface of the tongue if you want to be thorough) is by no means 
an easy procedure. First of all, try to clean well all the intricate places 
around and between the teeth and pay no attention to massage. Massage 
is important but it will have been accomplished if you do a thorough 
job of cleaning. 

Do not let the effects of the flavoring in toothpaste or powder cover 
up the problem and fool you. A flavored paste may make your mouth 
feel fresh and clean when it has not been cleaned at all. Learn what 
a clean moulh feels like by brushing it with a plain dry brush or with 
one dipped in mild warm salt water. 

Without the strong flavoring of the toothpaste your mouth will not 
feel clean until you actually get it so. Once you realize that some elbow 
grease and a little time are essential then go back to the paste — it does 
help if you use it corectly. 

Five minutes is not too much time to accomplish this task of brushing 
teeth. It cannot be done well in less than that. Twice a day, morning 
and evening, is the minimum number of times daily to clean vour teeth 
and it is even better if this can be done three times. This will actually 
keep your mouth clean around the clock if done very soon after each 
meal.

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Liiiform Medical Care Plan Presented 
To Congress for Action Next January 

A new medical care program for dependents, providing uniformity 
in the three services for the first time, has been presented to Congress for 
action at the next session in January. 

The key feature is a voluntary insurance plan. 

The proposed legislation is broader and differs in several aspects— 
particularly the insurance provision— from the bill on the same subject 
rejected at the last session of Con- 
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gress. 

The DOI) is hoping to make de- 
pendents eligible for medical 
treatment wherever they may be 
living. This has been theoretical- 
ly the case up to now. But, in 
practice, dependents living far 
from installations often find it dif- 
ficult to take advantage of military 
medical facilities. 

The new program would offer 
dependents the option of using 
military facilities or being cover- 
ed by a group insurance plan pur- 
chased by the DOD. 

The cost of the latter would be 
split between the government and 
the serviceman. As their share, 
individuals would pay no more 
than 30 per cent of the monthly 
premium. The maximum charge 
would be three dollars a month. 

The proposal also would protect 
the service dependents not cover- 
ed by insurance nor accessible to 
military facilities. The govern- 
ment would share the cost of ci- 
vilian treatment. 

The bill strictly limits the kinds 
of medical treatment to be pro-

It has olten been said that there are no athiests in fox-lioles, and it may 
be true, but God is present not only when we are facing life’s end but at 
every moment when life is most worth living.

Early Detection Important in Diagnosis 


From time immemorial, the appearance of the tongue and the tissues 
of the mouth have been considered indicative of the health of the patient. 
From the presence or absence of furring, the shade of color, and the 
smoothness or roughness of the tongue, a rapid diagnosis was made. 

Today more scientific methods of diagnosis, including many labor- 
atory tests, have supplemented those former methods. However, the 
appearance, color, and texture of the tongue and oral tissues remain in 
some cases as signs for the diagnostician, and the abnormal appearance 
of these structures may cause a suspicious mind to investigate further 
into the health of the patient. 

The tissues of the mouth, like other body tissues, are closely linked 
with the processes and functions of the entire body. Consequently, the 
mouth is affected by health and disease just as are other parts of the 
body. Indeed, the hard and soft tissue of the oral cavity are subjected 
to more injuries and insults than any other part. Thus, the oral cavity 
may be affected by hereditary influences, constitutional factors, acute 
and chronic diseases, metabolism, nutrition, and hormonal disturbances. 

Much publicity has been devoted to impressing upon the lay public 
the importance of early detection of lesions in the mouth. Particular 
emphasis has been laid upon the need for periodic mouth examination, 
for only with the early detection of lesions can the outcome of many 
conditions be more easily corrected. Such lesions as “canker sores”, 
“cold sores”, “fever blisters”, ulcers, abrasions, or thickened areas on the 
lips or tissues of the mouth that do not show signs of healing within 
two weeks should be examined by a medical or dental officer. Early 
detection results in less suffering, less destruction of tissue, and a 

greater percentage of cured patients. . _ . 

Taking a biopsy and making a microscopic examination of soft tissue 
lesions are very common procedures in making a complete examination 
as a basis for an accurate diagnosis. Such procedures should not be 
understood bv the patient as indications of cancer. For example, in a 
study of about 7000 tissue specimens of mouth lesions in an eastern uni- 
versity, less than 5% of them proved to be cancer of one type or an- 
other Histologic examinations are just as important in showing what 
type of benign lesion a patient has, as in eliminating any suspicion of 

CanC Thu S through periodic examination, small lesions, which may seem 
rather insignificant; may be detected, diagnosed, treated, or removed 
before they enlarge and cause greater destruction of the oral tissue.

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j The Chaplain’s Corner | 

by Chaplain E. M. Tulley 

In the sixth chapter of the Gospel according to St. Matthew our Lord 
is quoted as saying, “No man can serve two masters, either he will hate 
the one and love the other or else he will stand by the one and despise 
the other. No man can serve God and mammon.” 

As is true with all the words of divine Wisdom this simple statement 
of fact contains much for our consideration. It serves first of all as a re- 
minder that as creatures we are limited in our capacity to love to one 
thing There can be just one love of our life and all things else loved 
because of it. Secondly it confirms what modem science has found 
experimentally that much unhappiness, disappointment, aberration of 
character and personality, and even illness comes from attempts to serve 
two masters. 

These words of our Lord do not mean that man has a choice of 
masters as equally valuable. For the love of creatures brings with it 
disappointment, frustration and disillusionment. Rather having estab- 
lished that man was made to love God with his whole heart, with his 
whole mind and all his strength. He warns him not to adulterate that 
simplicity with the love of anything else. It just won’t work. We can- 
not love God, and we must love him, and the world on equal terms. 


Prisoner of War 
Problem Is Studied 
By DOD Committee 

A total of 4,428 American fight- 
ing men were recovered from en- 
emy prison camps in Korea and 
screened by military intelligence 
agencies. Of the 565 whose con- 
duct was questioned, 373 were 
cleared or their cases dropped af- 
ter investigation. Of the remain- 
ing 192 suspects, 68 were separ- 
ated from the services, 2 resigned, 
1 received reprimand, 2 were giv- 
en restricted assignment, 6 were 
convicted by courts-martial. 

As of July 20, 1955, 112 cases 
are pending. No case was brought 
for court-martial action in which 
there was any evidence of duress, 
“brainwashing”, or any other type 
of coercion. 

In view of these facts, Secretary 
of Defense Charles Wilson set up a 
Defense Advisory Committee on 
Prisoners of War to draft a Code of 
Conduct for American servicemen 
while prisoners of war. 

The Committee, headed by Car- 
ter L. Burgess, Assistant Secretary 
of Defense, recently presented its 
Code and report to Secretary Wil- 
son, who transmitted it to the 
White House. The Code consists 
of six articles for all American 
servicemen to live by in the fut- 
ture. 

Simply stated, the Code says to 
resist capture, attempt escape, ac- 
cept no favors from the enemy; 
keep faith with fellow prisoners; 
and give no information except 
name, rank, service number, and 
date of birth.

Forty-eight navy rocket ships, 
now known only by numbers, will 
soon be named after American riv- 
ers . . The second atomic-powered 

submarine, Seawolf, is slightly 
longer than a football field . . . New 
AF Secretary, Donald A. Quarles 
sees no reason to change U S. air 
power goals because Russia has 
announced it is cutting its military 
strength by 640,000 men ... In a re- 
cent test, a navy Banshee fighter, 
flying at 30,000 feet, launched 
small rockets which reached 90,000 
feet. The rockets only contained 
instruments for cosmic ray studies. 
But, the Navy said, they can be 
fitted out in the future for a wide 
variety of investigations of atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

The Marines have come up with 
a vehicle which looks like a cross 
between a tank and an octopus. 
The “thing” is offically known as 
“ Ontos ” and mounts six 106mm 
recoiless rifles, which is a lot of 
anti-tank weapon . . .

The Atomic Energy Commission 
has awarded a contract to Com- 
bustion Engineering, a New York 
concern, to design and develop a 
reactor suitable for installation in 
a small submarine . . . U.S. farm 
population has fallen off by about 
three million in the last five years. 
According to government esti- 
mates, there are now only about 
22 million persons living on farms. 
But, despite the drop, agricultural 
output in 1955 is expected to reach 
an all-time high ... A telephone 
cable network is to connect the 
U.S. mainland and Hawaii by early 
1958. American Telephone and 
Telegraph, now laying cables to 
Britain and Alaska, announced it 
will begin work on an Hawaiian 
link as soon as the government 
gives the nod.

Dental Hygiene 

Decay Big Problem for Dental Research 

It has been said that the day will come when homo sapiens (man, 
that is) will never have to worry about dental decay. Worry will be 
unnecessary either because man will have no teeth at all, or because 
untiring research will show him how to prevent dental destruction. 

In addition to the question of dental decay, there is the age-old 
problem of preventing the breakdown of the structures that hold the 
teeth in the jaws. The disease causing the breakdown, called periodontal 
disease, is a hard one to control. But again, constant research may some- 
day provide the answer. 

As far back as we can find in history, these two problems have 
plagued human beings. The Egyptians, the Romans, the edieval Euro- 
peans, all had their solutions to them. But the solutions were always 
the same, namely: either extract the teeth, or replace the lost tooth 
structure. These so-called “remedies have, with many refinements, been 
carried over to present day practice. But the best way to treat disease 
is to PREVENT IT! The only way to prevent it is to find out what causes 
it, and then eliminate the cause. This is where dental research comes 

* nt0 Naval dental research personnel have entered enthusiastically into 
the fight against dental disease, and have contributed much to our knowl- 
edge about it An example is the effect of fluorine, both on disease and 
on body tissues. Some studies have investigated the toxicity of fluorides, 
and the effects of topical (or local) application of fluorine on the teeth 
and supporting tissues. And believe it or not — field reports show that 
dental decay in children has been reduced about 65% in those cases 
where fluorine has been added to the community water supply. This is 
a great step forward in controlling disease by preventing it from occur- 

ring Much research is being done in the field of bacteriology and many 
problems have been solved. For example, it is known that bacteria along 
with food debris, will produce caries, or dental decay and that if the 
imounl of sugars and starches is reduced in the diet, the amount of car- 
cT will be reduced considerably. The incidence ol caries may be re- 
luced bv constant and proper tooth brushing and oral hygiene. 

Other research has been concerned with man s fight against perio- 
iontal disease. The Navy has issued many contracts to Universities that 
ire equipped to do research in this field and much progress has been 

nad AIl in all the Navy, particularly the Naval Research Institute right 
lore 'it NNMC has done much to benefit us and its work continues to be 
utstanding You can be sure that research in preventive dentistry will 
:ontribute further to the solution of perplexing dental problems.

The super-carrier Saratoga will 
be launched at the New York Nav- 
al Shipyard in Brooklyn on Oct. 8. 
Because of her great size, the new 
flattop, sister ship of the Forrestal, 
will not be sent down the ways 
but will be launched by flooding 
her dry dock . . . Mrs. Charles S. 
Thomas, wife of the Secretary of 
the Navy, will christen the vessel 
. . . The USS Forrestal returned 
one day early from her sea trials 
because of burned-out shaft bear- 
ings, but, according to AFPS , the 
minor mishap is not expected to 
delay her delivery to the Navy on 
Sept. 29 . . . The landing signal 
officer, on whom the Navy’s carri- 
er pilots must now rely to be guid- 
ed down safely, may be replaced 
by a system of mirrors and color- 
ed lights. This new method of 
landing aircraft at sea was devel- 
oped by the British Navy. It re- 
cently received its first American 
tests aboard the newly-moderniz- 
ed carrier Bennington. 

Contracts for 11 of 33 new ves- 
sels called for in the FY ’56 ship- 
building program have been an- 
nounced by the Navy. Four nu- 
clear-powered submarines are in- 
cluded in the program w’hich also 
calls for the modernizing of 26 ad- 
ditional ships . . . The Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery recently re- 
quested the Commandant of the 
First Naval District to make avail- 
able in Massachusetts, and partic- 
ularly in the Boston area, as many 
Medical Department personnel and 
facilities as possible to assist ci- 
vilian officials in their fight against 
polio . . . The Navy has authorized 
commanding officers to give the 
performance test of the fleet-wide 
advancement examinations. The 
Navy said CO will schedule the 
tests at least once each quarter or 
oftener, at their discretion. 

As an experiment, Navy enlisted 
men aboard 14 ships will wear 
shoulder patches identifying their 
vessels beginning in October. The 
Navy Uniform Board said that if 
the sailors like the patches, they 
will become a standard part of 
the liberty uniform . . . The De- 
fense Department has drawn up a 
bill authorizing the services to 
pay the cost of defending military 
personnel on trial in foreign coun- 
tries. It will be introduced in 
the next session of Congress in 
January . . . Batteries of Nike, the 
Army’s supersonic anti-aircraft 
guided missile, will go to Alaska 
and Okinawa, the Army has dis- 
closed.

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Correspondence Courses Are Help for 
Men Preparing for Rating Advancement 

Enlisted correspondence courses are comprehensive home study 
courses designed to assist all hospital corps personnel preparing for ad- 
vancement in rating .examinations and at the same time permit Reserve 
personnel to earn valuable credits toward nondisability retirement. 
When an enlisted hospital corpsman enrolls in a correspondence course, 
he is furnished the following material: a textbook, an assignment book- 
let, and answer sheets. The assignment booklet contains suggestions for 
getting the most out of the textbook, plus a number of assignments 
consisting of readings in the textbook, and multiple-choice questions on 
these readings. For each assignment in a course there is an answer 
sheet upon which is recorded the answer to the multiple-choice ques- 
tions. As each assignment is completed, the marked answer sheet for 
that assignment is returned to the Correspondence Course Center for 
grading. Assignments should be completed at a rate of not less than 
on? per month. 

When the. correspondence course 
is successfully completed, the in- 
dividual receives a completion cer- 
tificate and an appropriate number 
of 'retirement points are to be re- 
corded in the individual’s service 
record. 

Enlisted correspondence courses 
available to hospital corps person- 
nel are of four categories: (1) the 
basic and general courses avail- 
able to all enlisted personnel; (2) 
these courses based upon Navy 
training courses as texts which 
qualify individuals for advance- 
ment to the next higher rating; 
f 3) the basic and general courses 
for officers available to. qualified 
enlisted personnel who are poten- 
tial officer candidates; and (4/ the 
professional Courses administered 
by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery available to qualified en- 
listed personnel.

Hal Henninger, SKC, 
Alias Greg Johnson, 
Alias Janies ./.

This story is not a crime report. 
It has not previously been tacked 
to the “rogues’ gallery” of any 
post office. But the case in point 
is: Harold James Henninger, SKC, 
alias Gregory L. Johnson, Able 
Bodied Seaman, Merchant Marines, 
and finally, alias James J. Kelly, 
SKSN, USN. But let the story 
progress . . . 

In Newark, N.J. in 1945, Harold 
Henninger, age 15, was burning 
with the desire to do something 
for his country, then at war. But 
even in the dire state of war, 
the law places restrictions on age. 
Henninger wanted to serve and, 
by means he would rather not di- 
vulge, obtained his papers as an 
Ordinary Seaman in the Merchant 
Marines under the pseudonym of 
Gregory Johnson. 

Johnson (that is to say, Henn- 
inger) served on four merchant- 
men making cargo runs from New 
York to Europe. 

1946 found the 16 year old John- 
son, er, Henninger, joining the US 
Navy as James J. Kelly (this be- 
comes confusing!). And Kelly he 
remained through boot camp at 
Camp Perry, Williamsburg, Va. 
and his subsequent tour on Sai- 
pan. In Nov. 1946, while still on 
Saipan and having become 17 
years old, Kelly (who really was 
Henninger) decided to have his 
record straightened out. 

With his new and rightful name 
again, Hal Henninger was trans- 
ferred to SK school (where, inci- 
dentally, he graduated as Honor 
man of his class). Then followed 
a string of shipboard and Pacific 
stations and a three year tour with 
MAAG (Military Assistance Ad- 
visory Group) in Paris, until he 
was finally assigned duty here 
Sept. 1953. It was also with MAAG, 
at the ripe age of 23, that Hal 
put on his CPO hat (proving that 
it can be done in less than seven 
years!). 

Just recently the Chief signed 
fov six. When asked what name 
he used this time, he answered, 
“I guess Henninger will do me for 
the rest of my time in the service.” 
Within two or three months he ex- 
pects to be transferred to the USS 
Saratoga, sister ship of the For- 
restal.

Strain on Expectant Fathers Revealed 
As Source of Many Emotional Upsets 

Impending parenthood is tough on the fathers and, if they are in 
the armed forces, can result in acute personnel problems — sometimes 
serious enough to end in court-martial or discharge from the service. 

These are the findings of an air force medical officer, Capt. James 
L. Curtis, who studied the actions 


of 50 enlisted airmen, all expec- 
tan fathers. He has reported his 
conclusions in the Armed Forces 
Medical Journal. 

His investigation indicated that 
the strain of becoming a parent 
tended to make stable, well-ad- 
justed men even more so. But the 
situation often had the opposite 
effect on poorly adjusted person- 
alities. 

Capt. Curtis said his studies 
showed that impending fatherhood 
is widely overlooked as a source 
of emotional stress. 

Of the men covered by the study, 
17 had previous histories of emo- 
tional upset and another 14 had 
reacted in uncertain fashion to the 
news of the coming child. Twenty- 
four others selected for compari- 
son purposes had no record of emo- 
tional difficulties. 

One-third of the test group cre- 
ated no military or medical prob- 
lems during their wives’ pregnan- 
cies. An equal number displayed 
minor difficulties, some slackened 
in their job efficiency. 

The final third committed seri- 
ous offenses. Eight were disci- 
plined for infractions of regula- 
tions, including three whose of- 
fenses were severe enough to war- 
rant court-martial. Eight others 
were separated from service by 
administrative action. 

In many instances, the men de- 
veloped real or imaginary ailments 
like those their pregnant wives 
were suffering. Several men be- 
gan eating twice as much as nor- 
mal. 

Capt. Curtis said 21 of the group 
had fits of mental depression. Two 

attempted suicide. 

He found that 15 of the men 
clearly rebelled against the pros- 
pect of becoming fathers.

The new medical department 
correspondence course Clinical 
Procedures, NavPers 10994 is now 
ready for distribution to eligible 
regular and reserve officers and 
enlisted personnel of the Medical 
Department. 

This new course is of the objec- 
tive question type, designed to fur- 
nish enrollees a concise guide and 
ready reference to intricate clini- 
cal laboratory procedures. It pro- 
vides information by which Med- 
ical Department personnel may ac- 
quaint and familiarize themselves 
with the latest methods and the 
most efficient steps to follow in 
the performance of the various 
clinical laboratory and biochem- 
istry procedures. 

The clinical laboratory and bio- 
chemistry procedures contained in 
this course are for use in the field, 
as well as Naval hospital labora- 
tories. 

Consisting of eight objective 
question type examinations, it is 
evaluated at twenty-four promo- 
tion and non-disability retirement 
points. Applications for the course 
should be submitted on Form Nav- 
Pers 992 to the Commanding Of- 
ficer, Naval Medical School.

In the not too far distant future, 
the Navy will begin innoculating 
younger naval personnel for polio. 
When they do, it will make a total 
of eight separate and serious dis- 
eases the Navy’s medical depart- 
ment is able to safely prevent by 
means of a careful system of 
“shots”. 

Although the average bluejacket 
regards innoculations as a nuis- 
ance, medical authorities are abso- 
lutely convinced that small pox, 
typhoid, cholera, yellow fever, in- 
fluenza, diphtheria, spotted fever 
and encephalitis would make 
rapid inroads on the Navy’s health 
were it not for the corpsmen and 
their needles. 

Chief Hospitalman Harold B. 
Rice, of a Navy preventive medi- 
cine unit, writing in the October 
15th issue of OUR NAVY maga- 
zine, tells a vivid story of the 
effects of these dread diseases, and 
urges all naval personnel not to 
take them lightly. 

He points out that partially 
through preventative medicine, 
life expectancy has risen to over 
68 years, and that medical men 
hope to stretch it to 100 years each. 

“It appears” the OUR NAVY ar- 
ticle concluded “That the doctors, 
nurses and hospital corpsmen of 
the U.S. Navy are doing all in their 
power toward longer and healthier 
lives . . . through dedicated ser- 
vice to the sick and injured and the 
never ceasing practice of preven- 
tive medicine.”

Holiness and happiness in your family is simply a matter of making 
the words our family” stand for as close and as intimate a union as 
possible. A start can be made by prayerfully considering some beautiful 
and inspiring facts about each of our families. 

Have you considered how you are one with the other members of 
your family? You are one because of a flesh and blood relationship. 
This union of flesh and blood is very sacred and can be the basis of your 
holiness and happiness. 

Moreover, you are one because your family shares the same joys, 
the same sorrows, dreams, ideals, ambitions, failures and successes. What 
happens to one member of the unit happens to the others. An added 
stripe or an extra bar is not only cause for personal happiness, but fam- 
ily happiness as well. Likewise a demotion or restriction affects the 
family life. It brings sorrow where there should be joy. 

Finally, you are one because you are alive with the life of God’s 
grace. This is an unseen bond, but it is the most vital, most powerful 
bond of family unity. We have often heard or read “The family that 
prays together stays together”. Well may be said, too, that the family 
which accepts the help of God and stays close to God is complete. 

Every organization must be well unified in order to function suc- 
cessfully.

Nine Years Old on the 24th of October 

It is an old story, because man’s longing is old. It is a new story 
because it is happening today. But more important, it is every man’s 
story. 

Nine years ago, on Oct. 24, the United Nations came into being. But 
the men who signed the Charter 
were not merely entering into a 


legal agreement between states. 
They were trying to answer an 
anguished world, they were ex- 
pressing man’s deepest hope — the 
right to live in peace and human 
dignity. 

The purposes to which they 
pledged collective efforts were 
simple: Peace, Security, Human 
Rights, Law, Freedom. They were 
all essential; without one, the oth- 
ers could fail. They are old words, 
but they are on the side of life, 
they mean civilization. 

Today, sixty nations and their 
two thousand million people are 
committed to them. 

They are committed to an ideal 
which has become a necessity and 
to a method of achieving it: com- 
mitted because of man’s instinct 
to live. 

We talk of the “shrinking world” 
and interdependence” but at the 
same time we are conscious of dif- 
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ferences between groups and na- 
tions and interests. 

The United Nations is the prov- 
ing gTound of our beliefs, the 
place where all may — and must — 
learn to “practice tolerance and 
live together as good neighbors.” 

When we do, our very differen- 
ces can mean strength; and the 
building for peace, still at ground 
level, will rise as high as the hopes 
of man.

DOD Draws Up Bill 
Related to Paying 
Foreign Trial Fees 
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The Defense Department has 
drawn up a bill authorizing the 
services to pay the cost of defend- 
ing military personnel on trial in 
foreign countries. It will be in- 
troduced in the next session of 
Congress in January. 

The bill would permit the ser- 
vices to pay counsel fees, court 
costs, bail and other expenses in- 
volved in defense of accused ser- 
vicemen or civilian personnel 
abroad on military orders. 

Agreements with our NATO al- 
lies and Japan give them juris- 
diction over U.S. military person- 
nel for offenses which occur off 
U.S. installations. 

The DOD cited the need to pro- 
tect servicemen against possible 
disadvantages that may arise in 
foreign courts, such as unfamili- 
arity with local laws, languages 
and court procedures.

It’s not every day in the week

They will be 
given first class accommodations 
on ships of the American Presi- 
dent Line sailing from the west 
coast. 

All navy fighters now in produc- 
tion are being fitted with equip- 
ment enabling them to be refueled 
in flight. An undisclosed nufhber 
of carrier squadrons already are 
equipped with the gear. The NaVy 
said the new equipment gives car- 
rier-based aircraft greatly extend- 
ed striking range. 

A memorial to the heroic four 
chaplains of YVWII who gave their 
life jackets to others when their 
troop ship was torpedoed was ded- 
icated Sept. 25 at National Memor- 
ial Park near Falls Church, Va. 
The four chaplains, each of a dif- 
ferent faith, linked arms and rais- 
ed their voices in prayer as the 
ship went down in the icy waters 
of the Atlantic off Greenland. 

The Ohio Legislature has adopt- 
ed an amendment to the state con- 
stitution authorizing a bonus to 
Ohio residents who served in the 
armed forces during the Korean 
War. But the amendment still 

must be ratified by a state-wide 
vote. 

The 60,000-ton carrier Saratoga, 
scheduled to be launched this 
month, resembles her sister super 
flattop, the Forrestal, but there are 
some important differences: the 
biggest improvements are in the 
design of much of the Saratoga’s 
complicated machinery; she will 
develop more shaft horsepower 
than any vessel ever built for the 
Navy. 

The Torsk recently became the 
first U. S. submarine to make 8,000 
dives . . . Navy scientists shortly 
will launch balloons and rockets at 
the North Pole. Their experiments 
are a continuation of Project Sky- 
hook’s study of weather and cos- 
mic radiation at the top of the 


world.

The ballast tanks are then 
ed an d the plane is ready to submerge. 

Designs for the flying sub were first submitted to the U.S. Patent 
here on Oct. 15, 1951. It was then turned over to the Armed

facilities available to care for the 
many wounded men arriving at 
the station from the damaged 
ships . . 

Aside from the CO position 
aboard the USS Benevolence, the 
CAPT has held the following exec- 
utive positions: Executive Officer, 
USN Dispensary, Norfolk, Va. and 
Chief EENT, Naval Dispensary, 
Wash.

Re-enlistees May Choose 


Nine NNMC. Civilians 


Any Receiving Station 

Washington (AFPS) The Navy 
is now allowing re-enlisting per- 
sonnel to transfer to any receiving 
station of their choice. Such trans- 
fer would be made under orders 
and, as such, at government ex- 
pense. 

The new option enables re- 
enlistees to request transfer to a 
receiving station they choose for 
further assignment by the chief of 
naval personnel. No guarantees 
for the next duty assignment will 
be made. 

But the Navy said that it would 
take into consideration the three 
duty preferences made by EM on 
transferring to the receiving sta- 
tion. 

Other options already available 
to re-enlistees are assurance of a 
minimum of 12 months on board 
the fleet unit in which they are 
serving; guarantee of completion 
of a normal tour of duty and as- 
surance of assignment or mini- 
mum of 12 month’s duty in a fleet 
command having a home port on 
the continental U S. cost of choice.

O club?” This sentiment was further tested some months ago when 

the Recreation Committee polled station personnel on their recre- 
ational preferences. While the poll was concerned primarily 
with staff dances, it contained a general 5th clause entitled “other 

suggestions.” Of the total polled. 
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One hundred and eighty 
years ago, on November 29, 
1775, the Continental Congress 
adopted the second article of 
Navy regulations establishing Nov. 
28 of each year as the anniversary 
of the Navy Chaplain Corps. The 
Congress thereby acknowledged 
that, aside from his biological 
drives for food and drink, the 
Navy man had a spiritual drive 
needing as much attention. 

The second article said: “the 
commanders of the ships of the 
thirteen United Colonies, are to 
take care that divine service be 
performed twice a day on board, 
and a sermon preached on Sun- 
days, unless bad weather or other 
extraordinary accidents prevent.” 

Numerous changes have taken 
place in the Navy Chaplains Corps 
since the first Chaplain, Benjamin 
Balch, walked the decks of the 
frigate “Boston.” Between 1778 and 
1939 there were 471 Chaplains 
serving in the Navy. Some 3000 
served during WWII. 

Today more than 850 ordained 
ministers and priests are on active 
duty with the United States Navy. 
In 1947 Congress set a ration of 
one chaplain for 800 men and es- 
tablished the value of a religious 
ministry to fighting men. 

The church pennant flown on 
Sundays is the only pennant au- 
thorized to fly over the national 
ensign. 

Five Chaplains Serve NNMC 

Three protestant and two cath- 
olic chaplains tend to the spiritual 
needs of patients and staff of 
NNMC. They are: CDR J. H. 
Shilling, Director of Chaplains 
and Senior Protestant Chaplain; 
LT W. H. Vinson; LTJG R. C. An- 
gus; CDR G. J. Naughten, Senior 
Catholic Chaplain; and LCDR E. 
M. Tulley. 

The conducting of Divine Ser- 
vices, administration of the Sacra- 
ments and religious education all 
come under the primary mission 
of the Chaplain. Counseling with 
problems, secular as well as relig- 
ious, is closely connected with his 
primary duty. Social and welfare 
responsibilities serve as collateral 
duties. 

Aside from the regular Sunday 


The regulations for the wear- 
ing of civilian clothes on the 
station in off duty hours and on 
leave and liberty have been 
broadened. Civilian clothes will 
now be permissible in the CPO 
Mess (Open), the EM Club, the 
evening movies, all r e c r e a t i on 
areas and chapels and while shop- 
ping in the Main Navy Exchange. 
Authority for this more liberal 
wearing of civilian attire is con- 
tained in NNMC Instruction 1020.- 
2B dated October 31 

The instruction further points 
out that “naval personnel shall in- 
sure that their dress and personal 
appearance are appropriate for the 
occasion and will not tend to bring 
discredit upon the naval service” 
and that “no part of the prescribed 
uniform or equipment shall be 
worn at the same time that civilian 
clothes are worn, except articles 
which do not present a distinctive 
naval appearance, such as rain- 
coats, shoes, socks, gloves, linen 
and underwear.” 

The instruction makes exception 
to enlisted patients on the rolls of 
the Naval Hospital, except for 
those cases which are authorized 
by the Commanding Officer, Naval 
Hospital.

On Oct. 21, 1955, CAPT Syl- 
vester F. Williams, Chief of Ra- 
diology, presented a paper en- 
titled “Commemorative Re- 
marks on the 60th Anniversary of 
the Discovery of X-Ray by Profes- 
sor Roentgen” before the Staff 
Conference of the Naval Hospital. 
The address was followed by a 
short movie, “Taking the X out of 
X-Rays.” 

To get some idea of the condi- 
tions under which Professor Roent- 
gen (Rent-gun) worked and to bet- 
ter understand the nature of his 
discovery, you must return to that 
memorable November evening in 
1895, in the quiet University town 
of Wurzburg, on the banks of the 
river Main. 

Wilhelm had been working with 
unusual vigor and almost every 
night he had gone downstairs to 
his little laboratory after dinner, 
continuing his work far into the 
night. 

In that small laboratory, with no 
one but his wife, Bertha, to see, 
Roentgen for the first time demon- 
strated a mysterious ray he had 
produced which could pass through 
solid objects as though they were 
clear glass. 

It came as no accident. Roentgen 
knew what he was doing. He knew 
he was on the trail of a new ray 
produced by electronic energies 
liberated in an electrically charged 
tube from which all the air had 
been pumped out. Other physicists 
had been experimenting with sim- 
ilar tubes to study the curious ef- 
fects. But it was Roentgen who 
became interested in the properties 
of the ray itself and discovered 
that it acted like ordinary light 
with the strange and important In- 
ference that it passed completely 
through solid objects which were 
opaque to ordinary light. 

Roentgen lost no time in follow- 
ing his discovery through, and dur- 
ing the next few weeks after he 
demonstrated his new found mys- 
tery to his wife, spent even more 
time in his cluttered little labor- 
atory. 

His experiments led him to pre- 
pare a sensitized plate which re- 
corded the shadows produced by 
the X-ray and the first radiograph 
ever produced was of his wife’s

Actually, the Recreation Com- 
mittee had in Feb. 1955 started the 
necessary machinery rolling by es- 
tablishing the feasibility of such 
a project and by procuring expense 
estimates ard scouting out apt lo- 
cations. In July, the Committee 
had gathered all its material and 
submitted it to the Recreation 
Council which approved the rec- 
ommendations, forwarding them to 
the Commanding Officer, and so, 
through the chain of command. 

The long awaited event will soon 
materialize, since BuMed and 
PRNC approval has been granted. 
According to CDR Cox, Adminis- 
trative Officer, the projected open- 
ing date is mid-December, but this 
will depend on many variables at 
this time impossible to predict. 

The site chosen for the club will 
be in the basement of Building 23. 
The room is about 40 feet long and 
48 wide (slightly larger than the 
main dining room of the CPO 
Mess). According to Chief Gill- 
more, Chairman of the Recreation 
Committee, the seating capacity 
will be 114, with, it is hoped, an 
additional space for a TV lounge 
in what is now the lobby in the 
basement of building 23. 

The club will boast a dance floor 
as large as that in the CPO Mess. 
A bar will be equipped for the sale 
of beer and soft drinks and a grill 
will provide short order items. 
Aside from the tables in mid-floor, 
booths will range along the two re- 
maining walls. 

Management of the Club will be 
placed under the cognizance of the 
Navy Exchange. The Exchange 
has already ordered the necessary 
equipment, and delivery, at press 
time, was expected momentarily. 

The purpose of such a club can 
best be defined by quoting the Rec- 
reation Committee’s statement to 
the Council: 4 That an Enlisted 
Men’s Club be established at the 
National Naval Medical Center for 
the purpose of promoting and 
maintaining the well-being, mor- 
ale, and efficiency of enlisted per- 
sonnel by providing dining, social 
and recreational facilities.” 

The Recreation Committee wish- 
es to express their appreciation for 
the wholehearted cooperation re- 
ceived throughout the chain of 
command in their efforts to make 
the establishment of the EM Club 
possible.

Friday, Nov. 25, on the latter’s 
gridiron. 


Both teams won two games in 
as many days to gain the final. The 
well-balanced Pat. River squad, 
however, had relatively easy foes, 
while NNMC overcame a pair of 
dangerous aggregations in reach- 
ing the last game. 

An outmatched Naval Powder 
Factory crew from Indian Head, 
Md. fell before Patuxent River’s 
onslaught, 45-0, in the opening 
round, while Bethesda outscored a 
pass-minded Naval Security Sta- 
tion club, 25-12, in a tilt crammed 
with exciting plays. 

The following day — Tuesday, 
Nov. 1 — PR had little difficulty in 
whipping scrappy Cheltenham, Md. 
Naval Radio Station, 36-6, while 
Anacostia Naval Air Station’s 
bulky line gave NNMC many anx- 
ious moments before bowing to 
Coach Clyde Schubert’s host team, 
13-6. 

Inability to cash in on scoring 
chances during the second half — 
plus mental lapses on two consecu- 
tive kickoffs by the winners — 
proved costly to Naval Medical in 
its dead-game but losing effort 
against Pat. River. 

Bethesda received the opening 
kickoff and scored on the second 
play from scrimmage, as Bob An- 
derson, rangy end, gathered in 
Ken Tharp’s long and accurate 
pass in the end zone. 

Patuxent River struck back fast 
to score on a pass, threw a bullet 
bullseye for the extra point, and 
held a 7-6 lead with the initial 
period less than half gone. Soon 
thereafter a PR back was nailed 
behind the goal trying to throw, 
and the safety sent Bethesda 
ahead, 8-7. 

Then the losers’ backfield went 
to sleep on PR’s ensuing kickoff 
after this safety, an alert NAS 
lineman pouncing on the free ball. 
The victors ran for the TD, then 
passed for the extra point, and 
again held the lead, this time 14-8. 
Again NNMC failed to touch the 
kickoff, and Patuxent recovered. 
However, this time Bethesda 
braced and took over the ball on 
downs. 

After beating back a succession 
of Medical Center scoring threats, 
PR connected on a long 4th down 
pass deep in the end zone midway 
through the last period to sew it 
up. Later Bethesda had a first 
down and 1 yard to go for a touch- 
down, but chose to attempt 4 
straight passes none of which 
found the mark. PR punted out of 
danger as time ran out. 

A magnificent 57-yard TD return 
of an intercepted Anacostia NAS 
pass in the second quarter by Ed 
Rose, NNMC back who played tre- 
mendous ball both on offense and 
defense throughout the tourna- 
ment, and a touchdown throw 
from Hugh Luebehusen to Coy 
Thomas in the last period (plus 
a PAT pass to Jim Greer), carried 
NNMC past a dangerous semifinal 
round foe. 

Later the losers blocked Luebe- 
husen’s effort to quick kick and 
recovered deep in the end zone, 
closing the gap to 13-6 with less 
than 2 minutes left. However, they

hand. This and other expericental 
plates he sent to an old college 
friend in Vienna, Professor Exner. 
Exner was astounded at the ob- 
vious possibilities which the dis- 
covery offered to medicine. 

An enterprising and alert news- 
paper man saw the plates there 
and when the story broke in Vien- 
na newspapers it was quickly cop- 
ied throughout the world. Weird 
and fantastic stories appeared in 
newspapers all over Europe, writ- 
ten by laymen who found the re- 
ports almost unbelievable. It was 
not until after the Christmas holi- 
days that Roentgen made his first 
official report to a scientific body 
when he presented a paper “On a 
New Kind of Ray” at the Univers- 
ity of Wurzburg. Following his 
address the modest scientist was 
given a tremendous ovation by the 
otherwise dignified gathering and 
it was here that the motion was 
made that the ray, which Roentgen 
labeled the “X” or unknown ray, 
should henceforth be called the 
“Roentgen Ray.” 

By this time interest was arous- 
ed throughout the world and lab- 
oratories all over Europe and 
America saw curious and determ- 
ined physicists and doctors take 
up the study which led to an in- 
valuable ally in the fight against 
sickness and the development of 
a new specialty in medicine.

By his 
valiant service and fearless devot- 
iion to duty, performed in the face 
of grave peril. Brown upheld the 
highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service."

BuPers Releases Probability Scale 
For Advancements in Coming Exams

“Making a rate” has always been a big factor in sailors’ lives and 
often causes them to wonder what chance they have in actually accom- 
plishing this objective. 

The Bureau of Naval Personnel recently released a report of ad- 
vancements resulting from the examinations conducted in August of this 
year and also some very interesting estimates of the number of personnel 
who are expected to be advanced as the result of the examination to be 
conducted in February, 1956. 

Here’s how it looks for HMs and DTs: 

1) Of the 3,380 HNs who took the examination last August, 2,370 passed 
exam and all who passed were advanced. 

Of the 2,669 who tried for second class, 1,453 passed and all were 
advanced. 

Striking for First were 1,824 of which number 789 passed and 624 
were advanced. 

The Dental Techs batted a thousand for advancement 

233 took the exam for third, 181 passed and were advanced. 
Reaching for the second class “Crow” were 598 thirds. 306, all who 
passed, made it. 

3) 62 of the 148 men attempting to make first class passed and were 

advanced. 

All in all, this is quite a record. Of all who took the exams for IIM 
58.5% passed and, of these, 98.8% were advanced. The DT’S record is 
equally impressive, 56% of all taking the exam passed and, all of these 
were advanced. 

How can the rating structure be improved? What better chance can 
you have? In these two rates, the record stands for itself. 99.8% of 
those who passed made it. 

What about the future? Here’s how BuPers figures it:

‘Mr. Disaster’, ‘Manikin of Injuries’, 
Wins Dental Assn. Scientific Award 


The “Award of Merit”, the official title for the American Dental 
Association Scientific Award, was presented to the U.S. Naval Dental 
Corps for the training aid exhibit “Mr. Disaster”, which was demon- 
strated by Captain John V. Nirranen at the annual October national 
convention held in San Francisco, Calif. 

“Mr. Disaster”, a life-size manikin fabricated from plastic reinforced 
with fiberglass, is positioned so as to facilitate the demonstration of 
many first aid problems encountered in disasters involving human 
beings. 

The manikin was designed by Captain Niiranen, Head, Somatopros- 
thetic Division, Naval Dental School and Mr. William C. Young, Civilian 
Director, Medical Exhibits Branch, Audio-Visual Department, Naval 
Medical School. Production was under the administrative guidance of 

the Audio-Visual Section, BuMed. 

The following first aid problems are included in the exhibit: bleed- 
ing caused by a fracture of the jaw, choking caused by a foreign body 
in the throat, and the procedure for an emergency tracheotomy, a pene- 
trating wound of the chest, an abdominal wound, an arm wound, a leg 
wound, fractures and burns. The accepted first aid care for each of the 

problems can be effectively demonstrated. 

Moulages of vinyl plastic cured by dry heat are used to simulate 
different injuries. The fluid used to simulate blood is a solution of gly- 
cerin, water and red vegetable dye. It is placed in the circulatory system 
of the manikin and activated by a centrifugal pump. The fluid is collected 
in drains and returned to the central storage tank to be re-circulated 
over again. Clothing for the manikin is fitted with snap fasteners to 
facilitate removal for laundering. 

Originally designed to train naval dental personnel for casualt Y 
treatment in times of emergency, the manikin is rapidly being adopted 
by other government agencies, as well as civilian organizations interested 

in civilian defense.

Nuclear-Powered Task Force Is Seen 
For Early l%0 s By ADM Kickover 

San Francisco, Calif. (AFPS) By the early 1960s, all major naval 
vessels authorized for construction will be propelled by nuclear power, 
RADM Hyman G. Rickover declared here recently. 

The ultimate objective in harnessing the atom to power naval ves- 
sels, ADM Rickover said, is the development of a nuclear-powered task 
force capable of remaining at sea indefinitely without refueling. 

“Such a task force has become possible by the proved use of nuclear 
power for submarines and its imminent use in surface vessels,” the 
atomic submarine expert asserted. 

He envisioned a naval task force of the future consisting mainly of 
large aircraft carriers and multi-purpose escorts capable of launching 
defensive guided missiles against enemy aircraft and guided missiles. The 
escorts also would have anti-sub equipment. 

The force would be almost entirely self-suficient for long periods of 
time, requiring resupply only of ammunition and provisions at relatively 
long intervals. 

Its striking power would be many times that of the WWII carrier 
task force although it will have many fewer ships. Nuclear-powered 
subs would operate in the vanguard, serving as scouts, missile carriers 
and radar pickets. 

The admiral said the Navy plans to power a new, giant submarine 
with two atomic engines. The craft would be fast enough to operate with 
a fast carrier task force. He said it will provide radar information. 

A second nuclear sub planned for the Navy “will be a new attack 
type with a speed even greater than that of the Nautilus.” The official 
speed of the Nautilus is more than 20 knots. 


British Inspector General To Make 
Headquarters at NNMC for Visit 


Surgeon Vice Admiral Sir Alex- 
ander Ingleby-Mackenzie, Medical 
Director General of the British 
Navy, is visiting the United States 
during late November. He made 
his Headquarters here from Nov. 
22 to 26 and will make an informal 
visit of the Center on December 7. 
The Admiral was invited to the 
United States by the Chief of Na- 
val Operations, Admiral Arleigh 
A. Burke. 

The highly placed British dig- 
nitary will arrive in the US on the 
22nd and will remain in the area 
until the 26th when he will visit 
other stations outside the Wash- 
ington area. The purpose of the 
visit is so that Sir Alexander might 
observe and discuss matters of mu- 


tual interest to the United States 
and British Naval medical services. 

The itinerary for the December 
7 visit is set forth as follows: after 
being greeted by the Commanding 
Officer and after meeting the Com- 
manding Officers of the Component 
Commands and their briefing of 
the missions of their respective 
commands, he will visit the Naval 
Hospital, the Naval Medical School 
and the Naval Dental School. Af- 
ter lunch in the Commissioned Of- 
ficer’s Mess (Open), Sir Alexander 
will visit the Naval School of Hos- 
pital Administration and finally, 
the Naval Medical Research Insti- 
tute. 

Admiral Ingleby-Mackenzie will 
depart for England on December 9.

The Martin jet-powered Seamas- 
ter, now undergoing rigid flight 
tests, probably will become the 
Navy’s first atomic airplane, Navy 
Under Secretary Thomas S. Gates, 
Jr. has disclosed . . .

Details of a “history-making” 
early cruise of the Nautilus, the 
Navy’s first nuclear-powered sub- 
marine, were revealed recently by 
RADM Hyman G. Rickover, assis- 
tant chief of the Bureau of Ships 
for nuclear propulsion. On the 
cruise the Nautilus steamed to- 
tally submerged travelling more 
than 1,300 miles from New London, 
Conn., to San Juan, P.R. in 84 
hours. 

The aircraft carrier Shangri-La 
recently played host to three-hun- 
dred wives of staff members. The 
ladies scurried up the ladders, 
stood patiently in chow line, and 
donned bulky foul weather jackets 
to watch the air group perform 


their routine air operations . . . 
the cruise proved such a success 
that the carrier Kearsarge follow- 
ed suit with a cruise for 365 wives. 

Regular annual dividends will be 
paid during 1956 on National Ser- 
vice life insurance, which origi- 
nated in WWII, and on U.S. Gov- 
ernment life insurance which orig- 
inated in WWI, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration announced recently. 

The Army is going to do the gro- 
cery shopping for the Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps. The De- 
fense Department has put into ef- 
fect a new plan under which the 
Army will be responsible for ev- 
erything having to do with food 
for the other services. 

RADM Richard E. Byrd (Ret.) a 
veteran of numerous polar expedi- 
tions, has been named “officer-in- 
charge” of all U. S. antarctic pro- 
grams by direction of President 
Eisenhower.

Washington (AFPS) — A giant 
electron microscope that belonged 
to Adolf Hitler’s personal physi- 
cian has been put on public display 
by the medical museum of the 
Armed Forces Institute of Pathol- 
ogy here. 

The microscope, which weighs 
mere than two tons, towers over 
the 550 other microscopes that are 
part of the museum’s permanent 
display. It is capable of magnify- 
ing objects more than 20,000 times. 

The Army captured the micro- 
scope in 1945 at the laboratory of 
Hitler’s doctor and brought it to 
the signal corps research center at 
Ft.

Roll of Navy Exchange in EM Club

Five senior HMls from each of the commands recently took part in 
a meeting to discuss the forthcoming opening of the EM Club. It was 
noticed by this writer that many of the members present were not ade- 
quately informed of the reasons why the Navy Exchange should manage 
the club. 

One of the criticisms made was that Navy Exchange is required to 
make a specified percentage of profit on its sales and, therefore, less 
money would be turned back into the club. Actually, a percentage of the 
profit made by Navy Exchange is returned to the Recreation Fund. 

Hiring of personnel, whether under Exchange or management aus- 
pices, would be approximately the same — the Exchange perhaps having 
the upper hand since it is well oriented to the specific demands and 
needs of each job and has the facilities to interview prospective employ- 
ees and to keep adequate personnel and financial records. These methods 
and facilities are already established. 

Another consideration to be made is the fact that Navy Exchange is 
set up to handle such chores as dish washing and has more storage space 
than could be allotted were the club under EM management. The club is 
limited in size and the introduction of a ponderous dish washer would 
further curtail space availability. A third consideration is that Navy 
Exchange buys in bigger quantities, and therefore at considerably lower- 
prices than could the isolated buying of the EM Club under self-admin- 
istration. 

We see the EM Club under the management of the Navy Exchange 
as an asset, since the purely business tasks of hiring, buying, serving, 
etc. and the problems of equipment, storage, etc. will be under their 
jurisdiction, while the social aspects of the club will remain to the 
enlisted men themselves.

In that statement may be 
found the entire meaning of the festival so far as many people are con- 
cerned. To make use of an old saying, they have lost sight of the forest 
because of the trees. The essential meaning of the day has been lost 
to sight in the incidentals. 

Why were gifts originally exchanged on this day? Because on 
Christmas we commemorate the greatest gift of God to man, Himself, 
clothed in human flesh and lying as a small infant in a manger.

Is lack of discipline freedom? 

4 Our Navy 9 Story Backs Naval Discipline 

Navy discipline has got to stop “apologizing” for itself and be ac- 
cepted as a habit of military life which benefits everyone. Life at sea 
would be constant bedlam and unlivable by the very people who protest 
against discipline the most, according to an outstanding article by Ed- 
mund A. Gibson in the Dec. 15 issue of Our Navy magazine. 

Mr. Gibson, who has just returned from England, served as an en- 
listed man in the Navy in World War Two and the Korean War, and as a 
merchant seaman for several years. He has published and been co- 
author of several books on the Navy. 

In this article he tells a gripping story of what happened on one 
merchant ship when discipline fell apart and the minority ruled. He 
investigates thoroughly what might happen in the Navy if discipline 
were to fail or be watered down. 

“It’s not a matter of ‘motivation’ ”, he says, “it’s a matter of habit. 
Discipline can be acquired painlessly when it is constantly practiced in 
all matters.” He points out that he has never been commissioned, and 
that he is a firm believer in “freedom”, but that lack of discipline does 
not create freedom, but a complete lack of it.

‘Militant Liberty Colled Far by DOD 
As Follow-up on Military Conduct Code 

Washington (AFPS)— A positive program to teach the political and 
moral differences between democracy and communism, called “Militant 
Liberty”, has been approved by Defense Secretary Chailcs E. Wilson for 
prominent use in the Armed forces’ information and education programs. 

A follow-up to the recently issued Code of Conduct, Militant Lib- 
erty” analyzes the basic differences between communism and the free 

world as they affect the individual. 

The program is the result of a thesis by John C. Broger, a broadcast- 
ing executive and special consultant to the joint chiefs of staff. His find- 
ings have been brought together in a pamphlet published by the DOD 

with a preface by Secretary Wilson. 

The pamphlet contains a simply stated survey of the basic conflict 
between the democratic and communist ways of life. It includes many 
charts and graphs and appears well designed to serve as a teaching guide. 

A DOD spokesman said steps are now being taken to make Militant 
Liberty” a vital concept in the armed forces’ I & E programs. 

Mr. Broger’s thesis, as published by the DOD, lists 10 basic freedoms 
and their corresponding responsibilities. He gauges the liberty granted 
to the individuals of any country by the application of these same lib- 
erties.

Each patient will be allowed to 
make one five-minute call over the 
bedside portable service or fror- 
the Telephone Center, located in 
the basement corridor between 
buildings 3 and 5. 

The procedure to be followed will be the same as in previous years. 
Call cards will be distributed by the Red Cross Gray Ladies to patients 
on each ward.

Patients confined to their wards may place their calls over the port- 
able telephone available to patients on each ward.

Christmas Carols Retell Nativity Story, 
Record Man’s Happiness in Jesus Christ 

The Christmas libretto — the many carols and songs that joyously 
proclaim the holiday — is the work of clerics and poets. 

In 1865, on the day before Christmas, Phillips Erodes, a young 
American preacher, was traveling from Jerusalem to Bethlehem. As he 
stood in the fields where shepherds had watched over their flocks he was 
stirred with emotion. 

The words of “O little Town of Bethlehem” welled up in his heart. 
But it was not until three years later that he asked Lewis H. Redner, 
superintendent of the Church of the Holy Trinity in Philadelphia, to 
write the music. 

On the night before the song was to be sung for the first time, the 
music was still to be written. As he slept, however, Redner heard “an 
angel strain whispering in my ear.” He transcribed the melody to paper 
the next morning and 20 years later it became a hymn. 

Perhaps the most prolific of hymn writers was Charles Wesley, who 
during the Methodist religious revival of the 18th Century produced 
more than 6,5000 hymns. His best known hymn is “Hark! The Herald 
Angels Sing.” 

“Jingle Bells,” which epitomizes the merry spirit of Christmas, was 
written in 1857 by James Pierpont, a Unitarian minister. It seems that 
this song has been with us forever, for no Christmas is complete without 
it. 

One of the oldest and best liked of English carols was popularized 
by Charles Dickens in his classic, “A Christmas Carol.” The words: 

“God rest you merry, gentlemen, 

Let nothing you dismay, 

Remember Christ, our Saviour, 

Was born on Christmas Day;” 

are typical of the songs that children and trained choirs, according to 
English customs, sing in the streets and from door to door 

“Silent Night, Holy Night” is one of the best loved of Christmas 
songs. It grew from an inspiration that came to the Rev. Joseph Mohr 
as he stood before the window of his little church in Austria watching 
the snow slowly drift down in the silence of the night. A memorial 
chapel has been erected at Oberndorf-on-the-Salzach to commemorate 
the composition of the song in 1818. 

It is said that Josef Mohr, the young priest, wTote the memorable 
hymn after he Had gone through a blizzard to attend the birth of a bibv 
and to give Uic baby his blessings on Christmas eve. On hLs way home 
the wind died down and the storm stopped. From inside his little church 
the night looked holy and was full of the communicative silence which 
is holy silence. 

“The Twelve Days of Christmas” is a song which has been gaining 
popularity within the past few years and is thought to be by many of 
recent composition. Actually the song is one of the oldest known English 
Christmas carols and typifies the joy through gift-giving which the holv 
season elicits. * e noiy 

The songs and carols of Christmas are indeed distinct, ve_from the 
holy message of carols to the joys of modern songs and the merriment 
of such ditties as “Rudolph the Red Nosed Reindeer” md thT'^ 
lions of "Santa Claus Is Coming To Town ” admom-

DOD Orders ‘Joint Utilization’ of 
Medical Services by All Branches 

Washington (AFPS) — In a move to provide better and less expensive 
medical care for servicemen, the Defense Department has told the armc * 
forces to begin preparing their medical facilities for “joint utilization.” 

A directive, signed by Deputy Defense Secretary Reuben B. Robert- 
son, Jr., states that joint use will be made of all existing medical and 
dental facilities, including clinical laboratories. 

However, facilities still will be staffed by personnel from their re- 
spective service. 

The directive calls for the hos- 
pitalization of military patients at 
the nearest medical facility capable 
of providing proper care, regard- 
less of the individual’s service af- 
filiation. 

It is based upon a comprehensive 
survey by the DOD and greater 
economy is expected. This was an 
objective of the Hoover Commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Robertson said, “We believe 
that this directive constitutes an- 
other forward step in our efforts 
to eliminate duplication and pro- 
vide better medical support to our 
military personnel.” 

The army, navy and air force 
secretaries have been told to place 
the new policy into operation im- 
mediately and to assure maximum 
tri-service coordination. 

Other key provisions of the di- 
rective include: 

1. Expansion of the use of spe- 
cially trained personnel, particu- 
larly medical and dental corps re- 
servists to conduct physical exam- 
inations for reserve units. 

2. Joint planning of require- 
ments. 

3. Joint studies of preventive 
health and medicine policies. 

4. Free exchange of organized 
training programs with a view 
towards standardization of training 
courses and their further joint 
utilization.
